ORDINANCES 


The Committee on Ordinances introduced 
the following ordinance which was read 
a first and second time by its title and 
referred to the Committee on Ordinances: 


An ordinance to amend the .Title and 
Sections One (1), Two (2), Six (6), and 
to repeal section five (5) of an Ordinance 
of the City of Lansing entitled “An Ordi- 
nance prohibiting children under sixteen 
years of age from loitering or remaining 
upon the streets or other public places 
of the City of Lansing after certain hours 
of the night and providing for a signal of 
warning indicating curfew hours.” 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. The title and sections One (1), 
Two (2) and Six (6) of an ordinance en- 
titled, “An ordinance prohibiting children 
under sixteen years of age from loitering 
or remaining upon the streets or other 
public places of the City of Lansing after 
certain hours of the night, and providing 
for a signal of warning indicating curfew 
hours”? are hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows, and section Five (5) of said ordi- 
nance is hereby repealed. 


Title 


“An Ordinance’ prohibiting children 
under seventeen years of age from loiter- 
ing or remaining upon the streets or other 
public places of the City of Lansing after 
certain hours of the night, and to provide 
a penalty for violation of the provisions 
hereof.’’ 


Section 1. That it shall be unlawful for 
any person under the age of seventeen 
years to loiter or remain in or upon any 
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streets, alleys, or public places in the city 
ee Lansing after the hour of 10 o’clock 

m. on Sunday, .Monday, Tuesday, 
Woelnuday and Thursday of each week, 
and after the hour of 11 o’clock p. m. on 


Friday and Saturday of each week, unless’ 


such person is accompanied by his parent, 
guardian, or other person having legal 
custody and control of such minor, or 
unless such minor is in the pursuance of 
an errand directed by his parent, guar- 
dian or other person having his care or 
custody, or while the performance of some 
lawful employment of such minor makes 
it necessary that said minor be upon said 
streets, alleys, or public places during the 
night time, after such specified hours. 


Section 2. It shall hereafter be unlawful 
for any parent, guardian or other person 
having the legal care, and custody of any 
minor under the age of seventeen years, to 
allow, or permit any such child, ward, or 
other person, under such age, while in his 
legal custody, to loiter or remain, unac- 
companied, upon any of the streets, alleys 
or other public places in said city, within 
the time prohibited in section one of this 
ordinance, unless there exists a reasonable 
necessity therefor. 


Section 6. Any person or persons, either 
minors under the age of seventeen years, 
or the parents, guardian or legal custo- 
dian of any such minor, violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance, shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be punished by a 
fine not exceeding fifty dollars, or by 
imprisonment for a term not to exceed 
thirty days or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment at the discretion of the court.

MAYOR’S ANNUAL MESSAGE 


To the Honorable City Council of 
Lansing, Michigan. 


Gentlemen: , 


Tonight eight of you and the Mayor 
assume office for a two year period. For 
two of you it is the beginning of your 
municipal service. For the rest of us 
it is the commencement of another term 
as City officials. I am beginning my first 
full term as Mayor of this city. At the 
same time I start upon my 12th year as 
a public servant. 


Edgar A. Guest in the January 5, 1943, 
issue of the Detroit Free Press in a poem 
entitled ‘Home Duty,” a part of which I 
quote, sets forth the following ideal: 


“Our’s is the task to keep the faith 
and never once lose heart, 
se4e%And do the needed work at home 

from every risk secure. 


“#4#*4Qur’s is the task by word and 
deed and with the night by prayer 

To strengthen and support them all 
who have the blows to bear. 


If they stand up to flame and fire and 
hunger, thirst and pain 

Then we who have the lesser tasks 
should never once complain.’”’ 


Courage and bravery have always’ been 
necessary attributes of a good public serv- 
ant. In times of stress, of depressions and 
of wars, it is doubly important that they 
who serve the public shall possess ideals, 
intelligence, faith and the determination to 
do that which they know to be right. Mr. 
Guest, in the poem to which I have just 
referred, points out the fact that our obli- 
gations and duties here at home are just 
as imperative as are the obligations and 
duties of the men at the front. 


A great many people point out the sev- 


eral units of government as examples of. 


inefficiency, obsolescence and wasteful- 
ness. 1 am convinced that this attitude is 
not truly representative of the facts. How- 
ever, in a great many instances municipal 
corporations have neglected to keep abreast 
of the times. It is my hope that this city 
shall become a leader in the movement 
which will put government in the vanguard 
of human progress. There is no funda- 
mental reason why private industry and 
business should not learn efficiency and 
progressiveness from municipal govern- 
ments. 


I recommend to you that the following 
propositions be considered in the near 
future: 


1. That a study be made concerning tax 
exemptions. This problem may develop in 
the immediate future to one of over- 
whelming proportions. 


2. That we give further study to the 
duties and number of Council Committees. 


8. That long term planning be develop- 
ed immediately relating to our building. 
modernization and replacement programs. 


4. That thorough studies be made of all 
the pension and retirement systems of the 
city and all its departments. 


5. That all appointive officials, boards 
and commissions be appointed to definite 
terms and be presented to the Council by 
the Mayor as provided by the Charter and 
Ordinances.

6. That the Traffic Commission be re- 
organized in order that the chairman of 
the Police and Fire Committee or its 
equivalent; a police officer, and 5 citizen 
representatives shall constitute this Com- 
mission. The citizen representatives of 
this Commission should be appointed upon 
a staggered basis for a period of years and 
should not succeed themselves. 


7. That the several boards and com- 
missions carefully survey economies and 
improvements which have resulted from 
the impact of the war effort upon them 
with a view to making such improvements 
permanent. Additional economies can be 
effected through modernization of our 
existing facilities. 


8. That a study be made forthwith to 
determine the advisability of and the pro- 
cedures necessary to the establishment of a 
Department of Finance. Such a Depart- 
ment, if established, would embrace, gen- 
erally speaking, the present Departments 
of Comptroller, Treasurer, Assessor and 
Purchasing. The recent merger of the 
Departments of Engineering, Public Works 
and Service into the Department of Public 
Service, together with the experimental 
period prior to its creation by vote of the 
people, resulting in savings of approxi- 
mately $10,000.00, and increasing the -effi- 
ciency of the public service rendered, sets 
the example for us and gives rise to this 
recommendation. 


9. That consideration be given to the 
overall duties and responsibilities of the 
Department of Public Relations and related 
.departments. 


10. That a careful survey be made of 
our insurance and bonding program. 


No one realizes more keenly than I how 
much resistance to change exists in any 
community. Nevertheless, the people have 
laid upon our shoulders the responsibility 
of leadership. We are representatives in 
this small unit of a representative democ- 
racy. Our constituents, our friends, our 
relatives in whose veins flows the blood 
of kinship, with courage and sacrifice have 
gone forth to defend the principles of gov- 
ernment and humanity which we here this 
night represent. We can not, we must 
not, demonstrate any less courage and 
bravery in carrying out whatever plans 
and procedures are best calculated to pre- 
serve and improve the government and 
ideals which they are defending. Let us 
here determine under the guidance of God 
that as far as within us lies we shall make 
certain that the victories of our armed 
forces shall not be weakened by the fail- 
ures of their government at home.

Gentlemen: 


In compliance with the Council Resolu- 
tion dated December 14, 1942, asking the 
Traffic Commission to make a survey of 
all traffic lights in the city to ascertain if 
there are any that can be eliminated with- 
out affecting the safety of traffic, and to 
report to the Council on January 18, 1943, 
your Commission has made a careful and 
exhaustive study of the traffic signal sys- 
tem of the City has consulted a number of 
motorists and has conferred with a repre- 
sentative of the Board of Water and 
Electric Light Commission. The Traffic 
Commission, therefore, makes the following 
recommendations : 


1. Eliminate the stop signs on Linval 
at the intersection of Isbell. 
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2. Eliminate the stop signs on Coleman 
at the intersection of Smith. 


8. Eliminate the stop signs on Pacific 
at the intersection of Lyons. 


4. Reduce the cycle length of the traffic 
light at the intersection of Capitol Avenue 
and Saginaw Street from 50 seconds to 40 
seconds. 


5. Reduce the cycle length of the traffic 
light at the intersection of Cedar and 
Baker Streets from 60 seconds to 45 sec- 
onds. 


6. Reduce the cycle length of the traffic 
light at the intersection of Cedar Street 
and Mt. Hope Avenue, from 55 seconds to 
45 seconds. : 


7. Reduce the cycle length of the traffic 
light at the intersection of Cedar and Shia- 
i ompeg Streets from 60 seconds to 40 sec- 
onds. 


8. Reduce the cycle length of the traffic 
light at Kalamazoo Street and Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue from 50 seconds to 45 sec- 
onds. 


9. Reduce the cycle length of the traffic 
light at the intersection of Kalamazoo and 
Pine Streets from 50 seconds to 40 seconds. 


10. Discontinue the use of the traffic 
light at the intersection of Logan and St. 
Joseph Streets. 


11. Reduce the cycle length of the traffic 
light at the intersection of Saginaw and 


Larch Streets from 55 seconds to 40 sec- - 


onds. 


12. Reduce the cycle length of the traffic 
light at the intersection of Saginaw Street 
and Pennsylvania Avenue, from 55 seconds 
to 40 seconds. 


13. Reduce the cycle length of the traffic 


‘jight at the intersection of Saginaw and 


Pine Streets from 55 seconds to 40 seconds. 


14. Reduce the cycle length of the traffic 
light at the intersection of Shiawassee and 
pete je Streets from 60 seconds to 40 sec- 
onds. 


Apparently there is considerable misun- 
derstanding of the purpose for which 
traffic lights are installed. A traffic light 
is a signal intended to facilitate the ready 
movement of traffic and at the same time 
protect the motorists and the pedestrians. 
This being the case, no traffic light that 
has - been operating satisfactorily as a 
safety factor should be eliminated simply 
to save gasoline and tires. 


The time has been so short since the gas- 
oline rationing went into effect that it is 
impossible, at this time, to know how much 
reduction there has been in the amount of 
traffic passing over the various streets at 
the different hours in the day, and the 
Commssion feels that the elimination, at 
this time, of any other lights than the 
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one recommended would mean a risk to the 
lives of the citizens who use the streets 
that should not be incurred. 


If the cycle length of the traffic lights 
is reduced, as recommended, the motorist 
can avoid unnecessary stopping at the red 
lights by watching the operation of the 
lights ahead and adjusting his speed ac- 
cordingly. 


Attention is called to the fact that where 
the traffic lights are synchronized as in 
the downtown area and as on Logan Street, 
from Saginaw to Olds Avenue, the motorist 
by adjusting the speed of his car to the 
synchronization of the lights, can pass 
through the entire system without stopping. 


We find that the flashing of traffic lights 
from midnight until morning is not prac- 


‘tical at this time, because if a proper ad- 


justment is made to permit the flashing 
of the lights it will interfere with the turn- 
ing off of the lights for a ‘“‘black-out.” 
However, the reduction of the length of 
the cycle of a great many of the traffic 
lights, as recommended, will reduce the 
amount-of time lost by those who have to 
stop because of a red light. 


Attention is also called to the fact that 
the present lights if mechanically adjusted 
to flash at certain periods of time, the flash 
would be a red light on one street which 
means stop, and amber on the other street 
which means caution. The traffic on the 
one street would, therefore, have to stop, 
while as the lights are now adjusted, the 
traffic on both streets has a better than 
fifty-fifty opportunity to proceed without 
stopping. 


The traffic commission will, at all times 
keep the traffic situation under observation 
and be glad to recommend further adjust- 
ments from time to time as may seem wise.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. W. R. C. Smith introduced the fol- 
lowing ordinance which was read a first 
and second time by its title and referred 
to the Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance to amend an Ordinance 
entitled ‘“‘An Ordinance relative to the 
removal of ice and snow from sidewalks.”’ 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. That no person, firm, cor- 
poration or the agent of any such person, 
firm or corporation having charge or man- 
agement of property shall permit any snow 
or ice to remain on any sidewalk in front 
of any house, building or lot, occupied or 
managed by him, her or it, or on the side- 
walk in front of any unoccupied house, 
building or lot, owned or managed by him, 
her or it, on Washington Avenue between 
Lenawee Street and a point of 200 feet 
north of Shiawassee Street and between 
Gross court and the Grand Trunk railroad 
tracks; on Michigan Avenue between Cap- 
itol Avenue and the Michigan Central rail- 
road tracks; Grand River Avenue between 
Washington Avenue and Center Street; on 
Turner Street between Grand River Avenue 
and Clinton Street; on Shiawassee, Ionia, 
Ottawa, Allegan, Washtenaw, and Kala- 
mazoo Street, between Capitol Avenue and 
Grand Avenue; on Grand Avenue between 
Ottawa Street and Allegan Street; and on 
the east side of Capitol Avenue, between 
Ottawa Street and Allegan Street. 


Section 2. No person, firm or corpora- 
tion shall permit any snow or ice to re- 
main on the sidewalk in front of any 
house, building or lot occupied or managec 
by him, her or it longer than 24 hours 
after the same has fallen or formed; anc 
when ice is formed on any sidewalk, suck 
owner, occupant or property manager a: 
above provided, shall, within 12 hours afte: 


the same has formed, cause salt, ashes 


sawdust, or sand to be strewn thereon. 
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Section 3. If any snow or ice is allowed 
to remain upon the sidewalk in violation 
hereof the property manager or managers 
whose sign or signs appear upon or about 
the premises shall be held prima facie re- 
-sponsible for such violation. 


Section 4. Any person, firm, corpora- 
tion or property manager viplating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance, shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be punished by a fine 
not exceeding twenty-five dollars, and in 
default of the payment of such fine, such 
person, firm, corporation or property man- 
ager shall be imprisoned in the city jail 
until such fine is paid, not exceeding the 
term of thirty days.

Gentlemen: 


A great public interest has been devel- 
oped concerning the recent legislative action 
turning Michigan clocks back one hour 
February 15. I recommend that you con- 
sider holding a public hearing on February 
8, 1948, or on some other date satisfactory 
to you, in order to give the public an oppor- 
tunity to express itself concerning this 
matter. 


House Bill Number 1 which provides 
for turning Michigan clocks back one hour 
February 15, 1948, also gives a city which 
is confronted by a war emergency the 
power to maintain Eastern War Time. If 
such a war emergency does not exist then 
we automatically come under the slower 
time. It is not my purpose to recommend 
to you that there exists a war emergency 
and that we remain on fast time, but 
rather that we be guided by the wishes of 
our people. 


I point out to you that on February 16, 
1942, this Council adopted a_ resolution 
placing this city upon Eastern War Time. 
If we are now to operate upon a time 
which is one hour slower a_ resolution 
should be adopted in order to prevent any 
confusion concerning Section 12 of the 
City Charter. This Section sets forth the 
deadline for filing nominating petitions in 
the following language: “Such nominating 
petitions shall be received by the City Clerk 
up to the hour of 4:00 o’clock P. M., 
recognized city time on the 20th day before 
such primary election.’’

Gentlemen: 


In line with the Traffic Commission’s 
letter to the Council on January 15, where- 
in it was stated that the Traffic Com- 
mission would recommend further adjust- 
ment in the traffic signal control system 
as may seem wise, we wish to present the 
following suggestion to the Council for 
your consideration: 


At several intersections in the City we 
have installed in conjunction with the 
traffic signal, flashing red arrow signals 
which permit traffic facing a red light to 
make a right turn after stopping at the 
nearest crosswalk line. The installation of 
such flashing red arrows cost approximately 
$100.00 providing the necessary -material 
can be purchased. 


We believe that there are several other 
intersections in the city where the move- 
ment of traffic could be facilitated if right 
turns were permitted on the red light. The 
expense in making all such installations 
would be rather high and it is our thought 
that. this could be overcome by the more 
simple and less expensive method of plac- 
ing a sign at such intersections, where in 
the opinion of the Traffic Commission 
right turns should be permitted. This sign 
would advise the motorist that he could 
make a right turn on the red light after a 
full safety stop had been made. 


The cities of Detroit and Kalamazoo have 
used.this method and as far as we are able 
to ascertain it has proven successful. We, 
therefore, recommend that Section 11 of 
the Traffic Ordinance be amended to permit 
the erection of signs at signalized inter- 
sections showing that right turns could be 
made on the red light after a full safety 
stop.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. W. R. C. Smith introduced the fol. 
lowing ordinance which was read a first 
and second time by its title and referred 
to the Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance to provide for the inspec- 
tion and regulation of all commodities sold 
by measure, weight or numerical count 
and providing a penalty for the violation 
thereof. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Sec. 1. The Sealer of Weights and Meas. 
ures of the City of Lansing and his assis. 
tants shall have the exclusive power tc 
perform all the duties pertaining to this 
office, and shall, prior to June first of eact 
year, and as often thereafter as may bes 
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necessary, try, test and prove all scales, 
weights, dry, liquid and linear measures 
used in the city for the purpose of buying 
and selling. All such scales, weights and 
measures as shall be found to conform to 
the standard kept in his office, shall be 
stamped with the word “approved,” and 
the date when said inspection is made; and 
all such scales, weights and measures as 
he shall determine do not conform to the 
standards in his office, shall’ be stamped 
with the word “condemned,” and the date 
when such inspection is made. The Sealer 
of Weights and Measures shall have the 
absolute care and custody of the standards 
used for testing weights, scales and meas- 
ures used in the City of Lansing for buy- 
ing and selling. 


Sec. 2. The said Sealer of Weights and 
Measures shall be provided, at the expense 
of the city, with a book or books, to be 
kept in his office, in which he shall regis- 
ter in alphabetical order, the name of 
each person, firm, company or corporation, 
whose weights, scales or measures have 
been inspected by him; the number and 
size of same, and what number of each 
was approved and condemned, with the 
date of the inspection. Such book or books 
shall at all reasonable times be open to 


public. 


Sec. 3. The word “scales,” ‘‘weights,” 
or “‘measures,”’ as used in this ordinance 
shall be construed to mean any device or 
devices used to ascertain the weight, size, 
quantity, value, or dimensions of any 
liquids, solids, or other articles. 


Sec. 4. The said Sealer of Weights and 
Measures shall be provided, at the expense 
of the city, a complete set of weights, 
measures and scales, in conformity with 
the standard in force in this state, which 
shall be tried, proved, sealed and certified 
by the state sealer of weights and meas- 
res, and such weights, measures and scales 
o tried, sealed and ‘certified, shall be kept 
in the office of the sealer of weights and 
easures, as standard for use in the City 


f the city, a seal, stamp, or other neces- 
ary appliance, to be kept in his office for 
he use of said city. The standard of 


f 1863, as amended, shall be the standard 
sed in accordance with the provisions of 
his Ordinance. 


Sec. 5. It shall be unlawful for any 
erson to refuse at any time to exhibit 
ny weights, measures, scales or other in- 
truments, used in weighing or measuring 
ny goods, wares and merchandise, or any 
ox, rack or measure, from which is sold, 
r offered for sale, or delivered to the 
aler of weights and measures, when de- 
anded by him, or such person as may be 
uly authorized to perform the duties of 
e office, for the purpose of having the 
me inspected. 


Sec. 6. It shall be unlawful for any 


the inspection and examination of the . 
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person, firm, company or corporation or 
the agents or representatives thereof, to 
use within the city, for the purpose of 
buying or selling any commodity, any 
weights, measures, scales or other instru- 
ments, unless the same have been inspected 
and stamped ‘“‘approved,’’ by the sealer of 
weights and measures. 


See. 7 It shall be unlawful for any 
person within the limits of the city of 
Lansing, either by himself as a _ vendor, 
clerk, agent, or servant, in selling or 
weighing or measuring any product or 
commodity or goods and merchandise of any 
name, or nature, that is sold or bought by 
weight or measure, to make or give or 
eause to be given any false weight or 
measure thereof. 


Sec. 8. It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, firm, company or corporation, to buy 
or sell, or offer or attempt to buy or sell or 
deliver, any commodity of any kind or 
character in the city, according to any 
scales, weights or measures, which have 
been condemned by the sealer of weights 
and measures; and the use of any such 
“condemned” scales, weights or measures, 
is hereby declared unlawful, and for which 
unlawful act, the penalty prescribed in 
this ordinance may be collected for each 
day during which there is a violation. 


Sec. 9. It shall be unlawful for any 
person or, persons to obstruct, or in any 
manner impede or willfully delay the sealer 
of weights and measures, or such persons 
as shall be duly authorized to perform the 
duties of the office, in the execution of his 
duties under this ordinance, either by re- 
fusing them, or delaying his entrance or 
admission in to any and all of the places 
above mentioned. It shall be unlawful for 
any person or persons, to refuse or neglect 
to stop any wagon or conveyance, whereby 
the due execution of the acts required by 
this ordinance shall be impeded or ob- 
structed. 


See. 10. It shall be the duty of any per,- 
son, firm, company or corporation, desiring 
to install or use or change the location of 
any scales, weights or measures, for use 
in buying or selling commodities in the 
city, to notify the sealer of weights and 
measures of such fact prior to use, in order 
to afford such official or such person as 
shall be duly authorized to perform the 
duties of the office, the opportunity to seal 
and approve the same. Any scale, weight, 
weighing or measuring device that has been 
repaired, rebuilt or relocated, must be ap- 
proved by the inspector of weights and 
measures or his assistant, before it is used 
again. Every scale, weight, weighing de- 
vice or measuring device, shall be kept 
clean and in proper working condition at 
all times and it shall be the responsibility 
of the operator of any scale, weighing de- 
vice or measuring device, his agent or 
employee, if there be an indicator on the 
scale, to keep such scale or weighing device 
properly balanced at zero when same is not 
in use. It shall be unlawful to use in 
a commercial way or to have. in any busi- 
ness establishment, or on any conveyance, 
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any scale known as a “household secale.”’ 


Sec. 11. It shall be unlawful to sell or 
offer for sale, commodities in packaged 
form unless plainly and _ conspicuously 
marked on the outside of the package in 
terms of net weight, net measure or net 
count at time of sale. Packages put up 
as novelties but which contain any food, 
drink, confectionery or condiment, whether 
simple, mixed or compound, must comply 
with all ordinances regulating weights and 
measures and the marking and labeling of 
packaged goods and any and all other 
laws applicable. 


Sec. 12. No person, firm or corporation 
shall advertise for sale or sell citrus fruits 
in the City of Lansing except by count or 
weight. If advertised for sale or sold by 
count, the purchaser thereof shall be in- 
formed of the size of said fruit in accor- 
dance with the standard grading practice 
of the citrus fruits industry. 


Sec. 13. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to offer for sale 
or sell any commodities in the City of 
Lansing subject to this ordinance, unless 
they conform with the requirements of this 
ordinance. Whenever, in the discretion of 
the sealer of weights and measures any 
person, firm or corporation violates any of 
the provisions of this ordinance, said sealer 
of weights and measures or his assistants 
are authorized to issue a violation ticket.

The third ticket for the same viola- 
tion within 1 year — W022 .

Sec. 14. The sealer of weights and meas- 
ures and his inspectors or assistants, are 
hereby made special policemen and are 
authorized to seize for use as evidence 
and without formal warrant, any false or 
unsealed weight, measure, or weighing or 
measuring device or package or amounts 
of commodities found to be used, retained 
or offered or exposed for sale or sold in 
violation of this ordinance. 


Sec. 15. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation by themselves 
or their agents ‘or servants, to have in 
their possession with intent to sell or offer 
or expose for sale, or sell, any article 
which is misbranded within the meaning of 
this ordinance. 


, 


(a) An article shall be deemed to be’ 


misbranded within the meaning of this 
ordinance: 


First, If it is an imitation of or is offered 
for sale under the name of another article; 


~ Second, If it is labeled, or branded so as 
to deceive or mislead the purchaser, or 
purport to be a foreign product when 
riot so, or if the contents of the package 
as originally put up shall have been re- 
moved in whole or in part and other con- 
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tents shall have been placed in such pack- 
age. 


Third, If in package form every package, 
box, bottle, basket or other container does 
not bear the true net weight, excluding 
the wrapper or container, which shall be 
stated in terms of pounds, ounces and 
grains avoirdupois weight or the true net 
measure, which measure, in ease of liquids, 
shall be in terms of gallons of two hun- 
dred and thirty-one cubic inches or fraction 
thereof, as quarts, pints and ounces or the 
true numerical count, as the case may be, 
expressed on the face of the principal label 
in plain English words or numerals, so 
that it can be plainly read. 


See. 16. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation, by themselves 
or their agents or servants who, wtih intent 
to sell or in any wise dispose of merchan- 
dise directly or indirectly to the public for 
sale or distribution with intent to increase 
the consumption thereof, or to induce the 
public in any manner to enter into any 


obligation relating thereto or any interest - 


therein, makes, publishes, desseminates, 
circulates or places before the public, or 
cause directly or indirectly to be made. 
disseminated, circulated or placed before 
the public in the City of Lansing in a 


‘newspaper or any other publication or in 


the form of a book, notice, handbill, poster, 
bill, circular, pamphlet, letter or com- 
munication intended for a large number 
of persons or in any other way, an ad- 
vertisement of any sort regarding mer- 
chandise or regarding the motive or the pur- 
pose of the sale, which advertisement con- 
tains any assertion, representation or state- 
ment which is untrue, deceptive or mislead- 
ing or calculated to subject any person to 
disadvantage or injury through the pub- 
lication of false or deceptive statements ; 
provided, however, that the provisions of 
this section shall not apply to any owner, 
publisher, or printer, agent or employee 
of a newspaper or other publication, peri- 
odical or circular who in good faith and 
without knowledge of the falsity or de- 
ceptive character thereof, publishes, causes 
to be published or takes part in the publi- 
cation of such advertisement. 


Sec. 17. Ice shall only be sold by net 
weight and such net weight shall be the 
actual weight at the time and place of 
delivery. It shall be unlawful for any 
dealer in ice or his agent or employee to 
deliver any ice to any customer without 
correctly weighing the same at the time 
of such delivery, and all agents and em- 
ployees shall be provided with suitable 
scales by such dealer to enable his agents 
and employees to correctly weigh each 
piece of ice so delivered at the time of 
such delivery, and it shall be unlawful fox 
any such agent or employee to report or 
make a charge or collect for any quantity 
of ice as delivered in excess of the quantity 
actually delivered, according to the cor- 
rect net weight thereof. 


See. 18. It shall be unlawful for any 
dealer in ice to charge, collect or receive 
attempt to charge, collect or receive fron 
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any person to whom ice has been sold or 
delivered by such dealer compensation for 
any quantity of ice as delivered to such 
person in excess of the quantity actually 
delivered, according to the correct net 
weight thereof; and it shall be unlawful 
for any such dealer, his agent or employee 
to fail or refuse to sell or deliver to any 
person demanding the same, the quantity 
of ice demanded, unless there be a rea- 
sonable cause for such failure or refusal. 


Sec. 19. It shall be unlawful for any 
such dealer, his agent or employee, deliver- 
ing ice to refuse upon demand, to allow the 
custmer to whom ice is being delivered to 
witness the weighing of the same at the 
time of such delivery, or to refuse upon 
demand therefor, to furnish to any such 
customer a written statement of the actual 
number of pounds of ice delivered to such 
customer at the time of any such delivery. 


Sec. 20. All peddlers and hawkers using 
scales, balances, weights or measures shall 
take the same to the office of the inspector 
before any use is made thereof, and have 
the same marked and adjusted annually. 


See. 21. The conditions of this ordinance 
are declared to be severable, and if any 
clause, sentence, paragraph or section is 
declared void or inoperative for any reason 
by a court of competent jurisdiction, it 
shall not affect any other part or portion 
thereof. 


Sec. 22. Any person or persons, who 
shall violate any of the provisions or re- 
quirements of this ordinance shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than ten dollars, nor more 
than one hundred dollars, or by imprison- 
ment of not less than twenty days, nor 
‘more than ninety days, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment, in the discretion 
of the court. ;

Section 1. Sections 17c, 38a, 33c, 35, 38, 
89, 48a and 48b of an Ordinance entitled, 
‘‘An Ordinance regulating traffic upon the 
public streets of the City of Lansing and 
repealing Ordinance No. 167 and all other 
ordinances and sections of Ordinances in 
conflict herewith,’”’ are hereby amended to 
read as follows: 
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PEDESTRIANS’ RIGHTS AND DUTIES 


Section 17 (a) The driver of any vehicle shall yield the right of way to a pedestrian 
crossing the roadway within any marked crosswalk or within any unmarked crosswalk at 
the end of a block except at intersections where the movement of traffic is being regulated 
by police officers or traffic control signal, or at any point where a pedestrian tunnel or 
overhead crossing has been provided. 


‘(b) Whenever any vehicle has stopped at a marked crosswalk or at any intersection to 
permit a pedestrian to cross the roadway, it shall be unlawful for the driver of any other 
vehicle approaching from the rear to overtake and pass such stopped vehicle. 


(c) Blind pedestrians by holding out horizontally a white cane in the direction they desire 
to travel over crosswalks on any street, avenue, alley or other public highway in the City of 
Lansing, shall be given the right of way over-all vehicles except police and fire depart- 
ment vehicles and ambulances.

Every driver of a vehicle or other conveyance traveling on any street intersecting any

It shall not be necessary for a driver of a vehicle to stop at any stop street when a 
police officer or traffic control signal indicates that he may proceed.

At the meeting of the City Plan Com- 
mission, held April 1, 1943, the Commission 
again discussed the petition for the re-

Gentlemen: 


It has been my observance that during 
certain periods of the day, considerable 
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congestion of traffic occurs on East Hazel 
Street, especially between Raider Street 
and Hosmer Street. Two trucking com- 
panies have their terminals on Hazel Street 
and in addition there are two manufactur- 
ing concerns as well as the warehouse of 
the Consumers Power Company located on 
this street. With cars parked on _ tne 
north side of the street at the above men- 
tioned location, the width of the street 
is narrowed to such an extent as to inter- 
fere with the safe movement of traffic. 


Since there are sufficient off-street park- 
ing facilities to take care of all cars now 
parked on the street, I am recommending 
to the Ordinance Committee that parking 
be prohibited on the north side of Hazel 
Street from Raider to Hosmer Street.

Traffic Commission Report 


The Traffic Commission has investigated 
the petition signed by 21 residents of East 
Mount Hope Avenue asking that a one 
hour time limit be placed on the north side 
of Mount Hope Avenue between Teel Ave- 
nue and Cedar Street. 


A recent traffic count on this portion of 
Mount Hope Avenue showed an average 
daily traffic of 9500 vehicles. This exces- 
sive traffic together with the narrowness 
of the street indicates that it would be 
more advisable to prohibit parking on both 
sides of this street, thereby allowing traf- 
fic to move more freely. There are also 
many hundred children who find it neces- 
sary to cross Mount Hope Avenue to get 
to the Walter French School and if both 
sides of the street were clear of cars it 
would be a safer condition for the children 
crossing the street. I am therefore recom- 
mending that all parking be prohiibted on 
the north side of Mount Hope Avenue be- 
tween Washington Avenue and Cedar 
Street.

ORDINANCES

‘Section 1. Section 94 of the Ordinance 
entitled “‘An Ordinance regulating traffic 
upon the public streets of the City of Lan- 
sing and repealing Ordinance 167 and all 
other ordinances and sections of ordinanccs 
in conflict herewith,” is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


Section 94. An official Traffic Commis- 
ston is hereby created for the City of Lan- 
sing to consist of 7 members as follows: 5 
citizens, the member of the Lansing Police 
Department who is designated as the offi- 
cer-in-charge of the Accident Prevention 
Bureau, and the alderman of the City of 
Lansing who is designated as chairman of 
the Police and Fire Committee of the City 
Council. The 5 citizen members shall be 
appointed by the Mayor, by and with the 
consent of the Council, on the first Monday 
in May or as soon thereafter as may be, 
for terms of 5 years each, provided ne 
citizen member shall be appointed to suc- 
ceed himself; provided, further, that of the 
citizen members first appointed, one shall 
be appointed for a term of one year, one 
for a term of two years, one for a term 
of three years, one for a term of four 
years, one for a term of five years. Upon 
the . expiration of said terms successors 
shall be appointed in like manner for terms 
of 5 years each and until their successors 
are appointed and _ qualified. Vacancies 
shall be filled in the same manner as is 
provided for appointment in the first in- 
stance. 


This. Ordinance is deemed to be immedi- 
ately necessary for the preservation of the 
public peace, health and safety and shall 
be given immediate effect.

Further, 
any person under the age of 21 years pur- 
chasing or offering to purchase beer or 
wine, or any alcoholic beverage, who repre- 
sents himself falsely to be over the age 
of 21, or who makes false statements or 
gives false information regarding his age 
to any police officer or person, or employee 
in charge of any place where beer and 
wine and other alcoholic beverages are sold, 
or any other person who makes false repre- 
sentations in order to procure the sale or 
furnishing of beer, wine or other alcoholic 
beverage to a person under the age of 21 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
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and subject to the penalties provided in 
this ordinance. 


It shall be unlawful for any person under 
the age of 21 years to be permitted in 
any place where beer and wine or other 
alcoholic beverages are sold for consump- 
tion on the premises, excepting only places 
in which the principal business is prepar- 
ing and serving meals to the public.

REPORT OF PUBLIC RELATIONS 
COMMITTEE 


The City Council has indicated that a 
change in the organization of the Lansing 
Children’s Home is desirable. No set plan 
has, as yet, been agreed upon. 


In the interest of the children of the 
City of Lansing, it would seem advisable 
to approach this problem with thoughtful 
consideration. During a period of war, 
the status of family life is disrupted in 
many ways and the children are the ones 
most affected. Careful planning is most 
important when a proposed change which 
may affect the moral, mental and physical 
stability of children is contemplated. 


It has been apparent for some time that 
an organizational change at the Children’s 
Home should be made. However, in order 
to determine what change would be most 
effective, several steps should be taken: 


(1) A Study and Fact-Finding Commis- 
sion should be established immediately to 
make a thorough and complete study of 
all records and cases of the Lansing Chil- 
dren’s Home. 


(2) The personnel of such a study com- 
mission should be chosen carefully to in- 
clude persons representing the city govern- 
ment, the general public and persons with 
a professional knowledge of the field of 
child welfare. 


(3) All future applications for admit- 
tance to Lansing Children’s Home should 
be referred to the Social Service Bureau 
or the Michigan Children’s Aid Society for 
investigation and disposition. 


This recommendation is made in order 
that a fixed case-load may be arrived at 
for study purposes. 
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(4) This study commission should be 
charged with the responsibility of gather- 
ing all factual information possible regard- 
ing the present set-up of Lansing Chil- 
dren’s Home and making specific recom- 
mendations to the City Council regarding 
the future organization and program of 
the Lansing Children’s Home. 


(5) The study should be completed on 
or before September 15, 1943, in order 
that the City Council may receive the re- 
port and act upon same prior to October 30.

Gentlemen: 


On Saturday, June 19, a joint inspection 
by representatives of the Health and Fire 
Departments was made of the _ property 
owned by the City and located at 1511 
Sunset Avenue. 


Conditions were found to be as follows: 


1--The building itself is in habitable con- 
dition, though certain repairs should be 
made. 


2—The wiring is in fair condition. 


3—The chimney pipe, which now consti- 
tutes a fire hazard, should be replaced. 


4—There are no sewer or water connec- 
tions in the house, though both are 
available on that street.

We would recommend that the present 
tenants be ordered out and the building 
itself be put in proper living condition by 
the making of needed repairs, and by the 
installation of toilet facilities, and by 
making connections with city water mains 
and sewers.

At the regular’ meeting of the Traffic 
Commission held on July 2, the recom-

The Traffic Director submitted a report 
showing that the total traffic on Turner 
Street for a 24 hour period was 4065 vehi- 
cles while the number of vehicles on North 
Street for the same period was 2678.

CITY OF LANSING 
EMPLOYMENT RULES AND 
REGULATIONS 


The Labor Relations Committee of the 
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City Council recommends the adoption of 
the following rules and regulations for 
all City employees who are not under the 
jurisdiction of a Board. 


1. RECOGNITION: Any individual em- 
ployee, group of employees, or their repre- 
sentative, shall have the right and privi- 
lege of appearing before the Department 
Head, the Labor Relations Committee of 
the City Council or the City Council. 


2. GRIEVANCES: Any employee feel- 
ing himself aggrieved shall personally, 
and/or with his representative report said 
grievance to the Foreman and if after a 
reasonable time the employee feels that 
the Foreman has ignored his grievance or 
the same has not been settled satisfactorily 
to him, he and/or his representative may 
go directly to the Department Head, and 
if, after a reasonable time the employee 
feels that the Department Head has ig- 
nored his grievance or the same has not 
been settled satisfactorily to him, he and/ 
or his representative may go directly to 
the Labor Relations Committee of the City 
Council, and if after a reasonable time the 
employee feels that the Labor Relations 
Committee of the City Council has ignored 
his grievance, or the same has not been 
settled satisfactorily to him, he and/or 
his representative may go to the City 
Council as a whole. 


8. HOURS: Forty hours shall be recog< 
nized as a work week, and 8 hours as a 
work day, for which the regular hourly 
rate shall be paid and time and one half 
thereafter shall be paid to hourly or 
weekly employees. 


4. SENORITY: Shall be based on con- 
tinuous service: (a) However, any one 
entering the military service retains his 
seniority rights if he applies for rein- 
statement within ninety days after receiv- 
ing an honorable discharge; (b) That any- 
one who obtains a written leave of absence 
shall retain his seniority upon his return 
to city employment; (c) That anyone’ ab- 
sent due to sickness or accident who can 
furnish a medical certificate to that effect 
and who can show that he has not ac- 
cepted employment elsewhere during time 
off, not to exceed two years, shall be con- 
sidered in continuous service of the city; 
(d) Employees shall be considered tem- 
porary until such time as they have 
worked six months; (e) That any person 
who shall quit his employment with the 
City shall immediately forfeit all seniority 
rights and any person who may be laid 
off from employment by the City and who 
is not re-employed by the City within one 
year, shall forfeit all accumulated seniority. 


56. BULLETIN BOARDS: Each depart- 
ment will provide a Bulletin Board for 
the exclusive use of its employees. 


6. REPORT PAY: Any employee re- 
quested to report for work and finds no 
work available, shall’ receive a minimum 
of two hours of “hour pay” at the regu- 
lar hourly rate. 


7 SICK LEAVE: Employees with 6 
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months service or less—no sick leave. Em- 
ployees with over 6 months and up to 2 
years service—2 weeks @ $20.00 per week 
after first week per year. 


Employees with over 2 years and up to 
5 years service—3 weeks @ $20.00 per week 
after first week per year. 


Employees with over 5 years and up to 
10 years service—4 weeks @ $20.00 per 
week after first week per year. 


Employees with over 10 years service— 
5 weeks @ $20.00 per week after first 
week per year.

Balance of unused sick leave not to 
exceed 2 weeks per year cumulative for 
period not to exceed 4 years plus sick 
leave for current year. Maximum in any 
case not to exceed 13 weeks.

Sick leave to be granted upon written 
application of the employee which in all 
cases must be accompanied by a physician’s 
certificate or other satisfactory evidence.

No sick leave pay to be granted for 
the first week of disability.

No sick leave pay to be granted in com- 
pensable accident cases where employee 
receives workmen’s compensation. 


8 WAGE AND HOURS: All questions 
concerning wage and hours shall be dis- 
cussed with the Labor Relations Committee 
whose duty it shall be to discuss such 
matters with the Salary, Ways and Means 
Committees of the City Council and it 
shall be the duty of the Salary, Ways and 
Means Committees to bring the questions 
before the City Council as a whole for 
final disposition. 


9. VACATION: All regular full time 
City employees who are paid on a hourly 
or weekly basis and who have worked 
one year or more for the City of Lansing, 
shall receive one week vacation with pay; 
(a) An employee may upon written ap- 
plication to the Department Head, elect 
to waive his right to his vacation and con- 
tinue to work instead, receiving, therefor, 
his regular pay in addition to his vacation 
pay. Such decision to be left to the De- 
partment Head and Labor’ Relations 
Committee. 


10. AMENDMENTS: A copy of these 
rules and regulations together with any 
amendments shall be posted on employee’s 
Bulletin Board. 


il. REPRESENTATIVE: Any person 
representing an individual employee or 
group of employees, shall be an actual 
employee of the City in the department 
from which the employee or employees are 
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to be represented, or any other department 
of the City which is not controlled by a 
board. Such representative, shall have not 
less than two years seniority to qualify. 


12. GENERAL POLICY: It shall be 
the policy of the Labor Relations Com- 
mittee to annually present the rules and 
regulations not later than the first regular 
Council Meeting held in March of each 
year. 


PENSION PLAN FOR

Mr. A. G. Gabriel presented the follow- 
ing proposed pension plan for Policemen 
and Firemen:

Name and Establishment. Section 1. The 
City of Lansing Policemen and Firemen 
Retirement System, hereinafter called the 
Retirement System, is hereby established 
for the purpose of providing retirement 
allowances and death benefits for policemen 
and firemen of the City of Lansing under 
the provisions of this Amendment to the 
Charter of the City of Lansing, Michigan. 


Administration. Section 2. There is here- 
by created a Board of Trustees, herein- 
after called the Board, in whom is vested 
the general administration, management, 
and responsibility for the proper operation 
of the Retirement System and for making 
effective the provisions of this Amendment. 
The Board shall be organized immediately 
after five of the Trustees have qualified 
and taken the oath of office. 


Board Consist of. Section 3. The Board 
shall consist of nine Trustees, as follows: 
(a), The Mayor of the City; (b), a mem- 
ber of the City Council to be selected by 
the City Council; (c), a member of the 
Board of Police and Fire Commissioners ; 
(d), the City Treasurer; (e), the Mayor, by 
and with the consent of the City Council, 
shall appoint a citizen who is a duly quali- 
fied elector and a freeholder of the City, 
and who is neither an employe of the 
City nor eligible to receive benefits under 
the provisions of this Chapter; (f), two 
policemen, who are members of the Re- 
tirement System, to be elected by the 
policemen members of the Retirement 
System; (g), two firemen, who are mem- 
bers of the Retirement System, to be 
elected by the firemen members of the 
Retirement System; said elections to be 
held under such rules and regulations as 
the Board shall adopt to govern such 
elections. 


Preliminary Board. Section 4. Until the 
first election is held, the Mayor shall ap- 
point four member Trustees, provided for 
in section 8, to serve as Trustees to July 
1, 1945. ‘The Board so constituted shall 
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order and arrange for an election by the 
members to be held prior to July 1, 1945. 
At the first election, the appointed citizen 
shall serve five years; the policeman mem- 
ber with the greatest number of votes, 
shall serve four years; the policeman 
member with the next greatest number of 
votes, shall serve two years; the fireman 
member with the greatest number of votes, 
shall serve three years; the fireman mem- 
ber with the next greatest number of 
votes, shall serve one year. 


Trustees’ Term of Office—Oath of Office. 
Section 5. After the first election, the 
regular term of office of a member Trustee 
and the appointed citizen Trustee, shall 
be five years. Each Trustee shall, within 
ten days of his appointment or election, 
take an oath of office to be administered 
by the City Clerk. 


Vacancy on Board. Section 6. If a va- 
cancy occurs in the office of Trustee 
through dismissal from service, retirement, 
or for other reasons, the vacancy shall be 
filled within sixty days of the date of 
the vacancy, for the unexpired term, in the 
pore manner as the office was previously 

ed. 


Each Trustee Entitled to Vote—Quorum. 
Section 7. Each Trustee shall be entitled 
to one vote in the meetings of the Board. 
Five Trustees shall constitute a quorum at 


any meetings of the Board, and a majority — 


of concurring votes shall be necessary for 
a decision by the Trustees. 


Meetings of the Board—Compensation. 
Section 8. The Board shall elect from its 
members a Chairman and a _ Vice-Chair- 
man. The Board shall hold meetings 
regularly, at least one in each month, and 
shall designate the time and place thereof. 
It shall adopt its own rules of procedure 
and shall keep a record of its proceedings. 
All meetings of the Board shall be public. 
The members of the Board shall serve 
without additional compensation for their 
services as Trustees. 


Officers of the Retirement System. Sec- 
tion 9. The officers of the Retirement Sys- 
tem shall be as follows: 


Secretary. (a). The City Comptroller 
shall be the Secretary of the Board and 
the administrative officer of the Retirement 
System. 


Treasurer. (b). The City Treasurer shall 
be the Treasurer of the Retirement System 
and the custodian of its funds. ; 


Legal Advisor. (c). The City Attorney 


shall be the Legal Advisor to the Board. - 


Actuary. (d). The Board shall appoint 
an Actuary who shall be the technical 
advisor to the Board on matters regarding 
the operation of the Funds of the Retire- 
ment System, and who shall perform such 
other duties as are required in connection 
therewith. 


Medical Director. (e). The Board shall 
appoint as Medical Director, a physician 
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who has not at any time been regularly 
or permanently employed by any Depart- 
ment, Board, or Commission of the City, 
County, or State, and who has not at any 
time filled an elective, appointive, or sal- 
aried office of the City, County, or State 
Governments, and who is not eligible to 
participate in the benefits of this Retire- 
ment System; provided that service as 
interne in any City, County, or State 
hospital or sanitarium, and service in any 
Federal or State military body, and service 
ag Medical Director of the Retirement 
System established by authority of sub- 
section 438, section 59, Chapter 4 of the 
City Charter, shall not disqualify a physi- 
cian for appointment as Medical Director. 
The Medical Director shall be directly re- 
sponsible to the Board and shall hold office 
at the pleasure of the Board. 


Duties of Medical Director. (f). The - 


Medical Director shall arrange for and 
shall pass upon all medical examinations 
required under the provisions of this 
Chapter; shall investigate all essential 
statements and certificates of a medical 
nature by or on behalf of a member or 
beneficiary in connection with an applica- 
tion for disability retirement or accidental 
death benefits; and shall report in writing 
to the Board, his conclusions on matters 
referred to him. 


Employment of Professional and Clerical 
Services. (g). The Board may employ such 
persons as are required for the proper 
operation of the Retirement System. The 
compensation for such services shall be 
fixed by the Board, subject to the approval 
of the City Council. 


Annual Report. Section 10. The Board 
shall render a report to the Mayor and 
City Council, on or before the fifteenth 
day of July, showing the fiscal transactions 
of the Retirement System for the year 
ending the preceding thirty-first day of 
December, and the last balance _ sheet 
showing the financial condition of the Re- 
tirement System by means of an actuarial 
valuation of the assets and liabilities of 
the Retirement System. 


Mortality and Other Tables. Section 11. 
The Board shall adopt such mortality, 
service, retirement, disability, compensa- 
tion, and other tables of experience as the 
Actuary shall recommend as necessary in 
the operation of the Retirement System on 
an actuarial basis. 


Definitions. Section 12. The following 
words and phrases wherever used in this 
Chapter, unless a different meaning is 
plainly required by the context, shall have 
the following meaning: 


(a) “City” shall mean the City of Lan- 
sing, State of Michigan. 


(b) ‘Member’ shall mean any person 
included in the membership of the Re- 
tirement System. 


‘ (ec) ‘New Member” shall mean any 
member who first entered the employ of 
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the City as a policeman or fireman on or 
after January 1, 1944. 


(d) “Original Member” shall mean any 
member who was in the employ of the 
City as a policeman or fireman on or 
before December 31, 1943. 


(e) ‘Service’ shall mean service rend- 
ered as a policeman or fireman in the 
employ of the City and paid for by the 
City. 


(f) “Prior Service’ shall mean service 
rendered prior to January 1, 1944 


(gz) “Membership Service’ shall mean 
service rendered since last becoming a 
member. 


(h) ‘‘Creditable Service’’ shall mean the 
total of prior service and membership 
service credited to a member. 


(i) “Beneficiary” shall mean any per- 
son in receipt of an annuity, or other 
benefit provided by the provisions of this 
Chapter. 


(j) “Policeman” shall mean a permanent 
employe of the Police Department who 
holds the rank of patrolman or higher 
rank, and who has taken the oath as re- 
quired in Chapter 14, section 213 of this 
Charter, but it shall not include the civilian 
employes of the Police Department. 


(k). “Fireman” shall mean a permanent 
employe of the Fire Department who holds 
the rank of fire-fighter or higher rank, and 
who has taken the oath as required in 
Chapter 14, section 213 of this Charter, but 
it shall not include the civilian employes 
of the Fire Department. 


' (1) “Regular Interest’? shall be interest 
at three per cent per annum, compounded 
annually, for the period to January 1, 1947. 
Thereafter, regular interest shall be such 
rate of interest as the Board may deter- 
mine, subject to the approval of the City 
Council. 


(m) “Accumulated Contributions” shall 
mean’ the sum of all amounts deducted 
from the compensation of a member and 
eredited to his individual account in the 
Annuity Savings Fund, ae with regu- 
lar interest thereon. 


(n) “Average Final Compensation” shall 
mean the average annual compensation re- 
ceived by a member during his last five 
years of service as a policeman or fire- 
man; or, if he has less than five years of 
service, then the average compensation re- 
ceived by him during his total years of 
service as a policeman or fireman. In 
’ cases where compensation is not all paid 
in money, the Board shall fix the value 
of that part of the compensation not paid 
in money. 


(o) “Final Compensation” shall mean 
the annual rate of compensation earnable 
by a member at the time of termination of 
employment of the City. 
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(p) “Annuity” shall mean annual pay- 
ments to a beneficiary and shall be paid 
in monthly instalments thereof. 


(q) The masculine pronoun shal] include 
the feminine pronoun. 


Membership Consist of. Section 13. (a). 
The membership of the Retirement System 
shall include all policemen and firemen 
now and hereafter employed by the City; 
provided, that it shall not include any 
policeman or fireman employed temporarily 
in time of emergency, special officers or 
special firemen, or privately employed 
policemen or firemen; nor shall it include 
civilian employes of the Police or Fire 
Departments. 


In Cases of Doubt as to Membership. 
(b). In all cases of doubt, the Board shall 
decide who is a member of the Retirement 
System within the meaning of this Chapter. 


Membership Ceases. Section 14. Except 
as provided in sections 16 and 20, should 
any member in any period of five con- 
secutive years after last becoming a mem- 
ber, be absent from service more than four 
years, or should he become a beneficiary, 
or die, he shall thereupon cease to be a 
member. 


Service Creditable. Section 15. The Board 
shall fix and determine by appropriate 
rules and regulations, how much service 
in any year, is equivalent to a year of 
service, but in no case shall less than 


_ eleven months’ service in a calendar year 


constitute one year of service; nor shall 
more than one year of service be creditable 
for all service rendered in one calendar 
year. 


War Service Credit. Section 16. Should a 


‘policeman or fireman, who while employed 


by the City, be called or enlists, or was 
called or enlisted, in the military, naval, 
marine, or other armed service of the 
United States Government during time of 
War, or other national emergency recog- 
nized by the Board, and should such police- 
man or fireman be re-employed by the City 
within one year from the date of termina- 
tion of his required enlistment, then such 
service shall be credited to his City service 
in the same manner as if he served the 
City uninterruptedly. During the period 
of a member’s service .in the Federal Gov- 
ernment, his contributions to the -Annuity 
Savings Fund shall be suspended and his 
balance standing to his credit in the An- 


-nuity Savings Fund as of the last payroll 


date preceding his leave of absence from 
City service, shall be accumulated at 
regular interest. 


Optional Retirement from Service. Sec- 
tion 17 (a). Subject to the provisions of 
sub-section (e) of this section, any member 
may retire upon his written application to 
the Board setting forth at what time, not 
less than thirty days, nor more than ninety 
days subsequent to the execution and filing 
thereof, he desires to be retired; provided, 
such member is eligible to retire accord- 
ing to sub-section (b), (c), or (d) of 
this section. 
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New Member. (b). A new member shall 
be eligible to retire if (1) he has attained 
age fifty-five years, and (2) has twenty- 
five or more years of creditable service. 


Original Member with Less than 20 
Years Prior Service. (c). An original mem- 
ber who has less than twenty years of 
prior service, shall be eligible to retire, if 
(1) he has attained age fifty-five years, and 
(2) has twenty-five or more years of 
creditable service; or (1) he has attained 
age fifty years, and (2) has thirty or 
more years of creditable service. 


Original Member with 20 or More Years 
Prior Service. (d). An original member 
who has twenty or more years of prior 
service, shall be eligible to retire, if (1) 
he has attained age forty-five years, and 
(2) has twenty-five or more years of 
creditable service. 


Board May Extend Minimum Retirement 
Age. (e). In the national interest during 
time of war engaged in by the United 
States, the Board may extend the minimum 
age at which any member is eligible to 
retire; provided, that no such extension of 
minimum retirement age shall be beyond 
age sixty years. 


Compulsory Retirement from _ Service. 
Section 18. Any member who has attained 
age sixty years, shall be retired forthwith 
by the Board; provided, however, upon 
written application of such member, ap- 
proved by his Department Head, or the 
Board of Police and Fire Commissioners, 
the Board may continue such member in 
service for periods not to extend beyond 
the member’s attainment of age sixty-five 
years. 


Service Retirement Annuity. Section 19. 
Upon retirement from service, as provided 
in sections 17 and 18, a member shall re- 
ceive a service retirement annuity equal 
to one-fiftieth of his average final compen- 
sation for each year of his creditable 
service not to exceed twenty-five years; 
provided, that the service retirement an- 
nuity payable to an original member with 
less than twenty years of prior service 
and to a new member, shall not exceed 
eighteen hundred dollars per annum. 


Deferred Service Retirement Allowance. 
Section 20. Should any member, who has 
twenty-five or more years of creditable 
service, separate from the service of the 
City before becoming eligible to retire, as 
provided for in section 17, for reasons 
other than his death or becoming a bene- 
ficiary, he shall remain a member during 
his absence from City service for the 
exclusive purpose of receiving a service re- 
tirement annuity, provided for in section 
19, to begin upon his attainment of age 
fifty-five years; provided, that if such a 
member should withdraw all or part of his 
contributions standing to his credit in the 
Annuity Savings Fund, he shall thereupon 
cease to be a member. 


Optional Retirement Annuities. Section 
21. Until the effective date of his retire- 
ment from service, as provided for in sec- 
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tions 17, 18, 19, and 20, any member may 
elect, in writing on forms furnished by 
the Board, to receive his service retirement 
annuity in an annuity payable throughout 
life (to be known as a regular retirement 
annuity); or he may elect to receive the 
actuarial equivalent, at the time of his 
retirement, in a reduced retirement an- 
nuity, payable throughout life in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Options I and 
II, as hereinafter set forth; provided, that 
if a member dies within thirty days after 
his election of option I or II is filed with 
the Board, no option election shall be ef- 
fective, and the accumulated contributions 
in the Annuity Savings Fund standing to 
the credit of such a member, shall be paid 
in accordance with the provisions of sec- 
tion 31. A member who (a) continues in 
service after becoming eligible to. retire 
from service with a service retirement an- 
nuity, as provided for in sections 17, 18, 
19, and 20, and (b) elects option I or II, 
and (c) dies prior to his retirement from 
service, except as provided in section 28, 
he shall be considered to have retired from 
service immediately preceding his death. 


Option I. Joint and Last Survivorship 
Annuity. If a beneficiary dies, his reduced 
retirement annuity shall be continued 
throughout the life of, and paid to such 
person, having an insurable interest in his 
life, as he shall have nominated by writ- 


ten designation duly executed and filed — 


with the Board prior to his retirement. 


Option II. Modified Joint and Last Sur- 
vivorship Annuity. If a beneficiary dies, 
one-half of his reduced retirement annuity 
shall be continued throughout the life of, 
and paid to such person, having an insur- 
able interest in his life, as he shall have 
nominated by written designation duly 
executed and filed with the Board prior 
to his retirement. 


Duty Disability. Section 22. Upon the 
application of a member, or his Depart- 
ment Head, a member who becomes totally 
incapacitated for duty as the natural and 
proximate result of the actual perform- 
ance of duty as an employe of the City, 
without wilful negligence on his part, 
shall be retired; provided, the Medical Di- 
rector, after a medical examination of 
such member, shall certify that such mem- 
ber is mentally or physically totally in- 
capacitated for the further performance of 
duty to the City and that such member 
should be retired; and provided further, 
that the Board concurs in the report of 
the Medical Director. 


Benefits—Duty Disability Occurring 
After Age 55. Section 23. Upon retirement 
for disability, as provided for in section 22, 
a member who has attained age fifty-five 
years, shall receive a service retirement 
annuity provided for in section 19; said 
service retirement annuity to be subject 
to the provisions of section 29. 


Benefits—Duty Disability Occurring 
Before Age 55. Section 24. Upon retire- 
ment for disability, as provided for in 
section 22, a disability beneficiary, who 
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has not attained age fifty-five years, shall 
receive the following benefits: 


(a) The disability beneficiary shall re- 
ceive a disability retirement annuity equal 
to two-thirds of his average final com- 
pensation to continue from the date of 
his application for disability benefits to 
his attainment of age fifty-five years; pro- 
vided, that such disability retirement an- 
nuity (1) shall not exceed eighteen hun- 
dred dollars per annum, and (2) shall be 
subject to the provisions of sections 29 
and 30. 


(b) Upon attaining age fifty-five years, 
such disability beneficiary shall receive a 
service retirement annuity as provided for 
in section 19; provided, that in computing 
the service retirement annuity, service 
credit shall be given such disability bene- 
ficiary for the period he was receiving 
a disability retirement annuity; provided 
further, that such service retirement an- 
nuity shall be subject to the provisions of 
section 29 


(c) During the period a disability bene- 
ficiary is receiving a disability retirement 
annuity, as provided for in sub-section (a) 
of this section, his contributions to the 
Annuity Savings Fund shall be suspended 
and his balance in the Annuity Savings 
Fund, standing to his credit at the date 
his disability retirement annuity is to be- 
gin, shall remain in the Annuity Savings 
Fund. If such disability beneficiary 
should die before: attaining age fifty-five 
years, the amount of his accumulated con- 
tributions, standing to his credit in the 
Annuity Savings Fund, shall be paid in 
monthly instalments thereof, according to 
such rules and regulations as the Board 
shall adopt, to such person having an in- 
surable interest in his life as he shall have 


nominated by written designation duly ex-. 


ecuted and filed with the Board. 


Non-Duty Disability. Section 25. Upon 
the application of a member, or his De- 
partment Head, a member, who has ten or 
more years of creditable service, becomes 
totally and permanently incapacitated for 
duty, as the result of causes occurring not 
in the actual performance of duty to the 
City, may be retired by the Board; pro- 
vided, the Medical Director after a medical 
examination of such member shall certify 
that such member is mentally or physically 
incapacitated for the further performance 
of duty to the City, and that such in- 
capacity is likely to be permanent and that 
such member should be retired. 


Benefits—Non-Duty Disability Occurring 
After Age 55. Section 26. Upon retirement 
for disability, as provided for in section 
25, a member who has attained age fifty- 
five years, shall receive a service retire- 
ment annuity provided for in section 19; 
subject to the provisions of section 29. 


Benefits—Non-Duty Disability Occurring 
Before Age 55. Section 27. (a) Upon re- 
tirement for disability, as provided for in 
section 25, a disability beneficiary who 
has not attained age fifty-five years shall 
receive a disability retirement annuity 
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equal to one-sixtieth of his average final 
compensation for each year of creditable 
service, not to exceed twenty-five years, 
to continue from the date of his applica- 
tion for disability benefits to his attain- 
ment of age fifty-five years; provided, that 
such disability retirement annuity (1) 
shall not exceed eighteen hundred dollars 
per annum, and (2) shall be subject to 
the provisions of sections 29 and 30. In 
event such disability beneficiary dies before 
he has received a total of disability re- 
tirement annuity payments equal to the 
amount of his accumulated contributions 
standing to his credit in the Annuity 
Savings Fund, at the time of his retire- 
ment, the balance shall be paid in a 
single sum to such person or _ persons, 
having an insurable interest in his life, as 
he shall have nominated by written desig- 
nation duly executed and filed with the 
Board, or if there be no such designated 
person or persons, then to his legal 
representative. 


(b) Upon attaining age fifty-five years, 
such disability beneficiary shall receive 
a service retirement allowance as provided 
for in section 19; provided, that in com- 
puting the service retirement annuity, 
service credit shall not be given such dis- 
ability beneficiary for the period he was 
receiving a disability retirement annuity; 
provided further, that such service retire- 
ment annuity shall be subject to the 
provisions of section 29. 


Death in Line of Duty. Section 28. If a 
member is killed in the performance of his 
actual duty to the City, or dies as the 
result of illness contracted, or injuries re- 
ceived while in the performance of his 
actual duty to the City, and such death, 
illness or injuries resulting in death, be 
found by the Medical Director to have re- 
sulted from the actual performance of 
duty to the City, and the report of the 
Medical Director is concurred in by the 
Board, there shall be paid: 


Accumulated Contributions. (a). The 
amount of the accumulated contributions 
standing to his credit in the Annuity Sav- 
ings Fund shall be paid, in monthly in- 
stalments thereof, according to such rules 
and regulations as the Board shall adopt, 
to such person or persons, having an in- 
surable interest in his life, as he shall 
have nominated by written designation 
duly executed and filed with the Board; 
or if there be no such designated person 
or persons, then to his legal representative. 


Widows’ Benefits. (b). An annuity of 
one-third of the final compensation of such 
deceased member shall be paid to his 
widow, if he leave a widow, to continue 
during her widowhood; provided, that such 
widow of such deceased member shall be 
the person to whom he was married at 
the time of his retirement from service, if 
his retirement as provided for in section 
22 preceded his death. The benefits pay- 
able under this sub-section shall be subject 
to the provisions of sub-section (g) of this 
section, and to section 29.

ing. (c). If, in addition to a widow, a 
child or children under age eighteen years, 
also survive the deceased member, each 
child under age eighteen years shall re- 
ceive an annuity equal to a proportionate 
share of one-fourth of the deceased mem- 
ber’s final compensation. If any child 
marries, dies, or attains age eighteen years, 
there shall be a redistribution by the 
Board to the surviving childen under age 
eighteen years, but in no event shall any 
child receive an annuity of more than 
one-fourth of the deceased member’s final 
compensation. The benefits payable under 
this sub-section shall be subject to the 
provisions of section 29, and sub-section 
(g) of this section. 


Children’s Benefits if Widow Dies or 
Remarries. (d). If there be no widow, or 
if the wdow dies or remarries, before the 
youngest surviving child of such deceased 
member shall have attained eighteen years, 
then his child or children under age 
eighteen years, if he leave children, shall 
each receive in lieu of all other benefits, 
except as provided for in. sub-section (a) 
of this section, an annuity equal to one- 
fourth of the deceased member’s final com- 
pensation, but in no event shall the total 
so paid in any one year exceed one-half 
of the deceased member’s final compensa- 
tion. If there be more than two surviving 
children under age eighteen years, each 
child shall receive an annuity equal to a 
proportionate share of one-half of the de- 
ceased member’s final compensation. If 
any child marries, dies, or attains age 
eighteen years, there shall be a redistribu- 
tion by the Board to the surviving children 
under such age, but in no event shall any 
ehild receive more than one-fourth of the 
deceased member’s final compensation in 
any one year. Any benefits payable under 
this sub-section shall be subject to the 
provisions of section 29, and sub-section 
(zg) of this section. 


Dependent Parents’ Benefits. (e). If 
there be no widow, or if there be no chil- 
dren under age eighteen years, eligible to 
receive benefits, then there shall be paid 
to the dependent father and/or dependent 
mother or such deceased member, as the 
Board after investigation shall determine 
to have been actually dependent upon such 
deceased member through absence of earn- 
ing power due to physical disability, an 
annuity of one-sixth of the deceased mem- 
ber’s final compensation for each dependent 
parent; provided, that in no event shall 
the amount to be paid to either parent ex- 
ceed six hundred dollars per annum, nor 
shall the total amount to be paid to both 
parents exceed nine hundred dollars per 
annum. Any benefits payable under this 
sub-section shall be subject to the pro- 
visions of section 29. 


Member Dies Without Heirs. (f). If a 
member dies intestate, without having 
nominated a beneficiary, as provided for 
in sub-section (a) of this section, and 
without heirs, an amount of his accumu- 
lated contributions standing to his credit 
in the Annuity Savings Fund, not to ex- 
ceed a reasonable sum as determined by 
the Board shall be used to pay his burial 
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expense if he leave no other estate suf- 
ficient for such purpose. Any balance in 
the Annuity Savings Fund, credited to the 
deceased member, not used for burial ex- 
pense, shall remain a part of the funds 
of the Retirement System and shall be 
transferred to the Annuity Reserve Fund. 


Limitations. (g). The total of the an- 


nuities, provided for in sub-sections (b), 
(c), and (d) of this section, payable to a 
widow and/or children of a deceased 
member, shall not exceed fifteen hundred 
dollars per annum. 


Pensions Offset by Compensation, Bene- 
fits. Section 29. In case the present value 
of the total benefits which may be paid 
or payable under the provisions of any 
workmen’s compensation, or pension, or 
similar law, to a member or to the de- 
pendent of a member on account of any 
disability or death, is less than the an- 
nuity reserve for benefits otherwise pay- 
able from funds of the Retirement System, 
then the present value of the total benefits 
which may be paid or payable under any 
workmen’s compensation, or pension, or 
similar law, shall be deducted from the 
annuity reserve for benefits otherwise pay- 
able ,from funds provided by the Retire- 
ment System, and such benefits as may 
be provided by the annuity reserve so re- 
duced, shall be payable under the pro- 
visions of this Chapter. 


Re-Examination of Beneficiaries Retired 
on Account of Disability. Section 30. (a). 
Once each year during the first five years 
following retirement of a member with a 
disability retirement annuity, and at least 
once in every three year period thereafter, 
the Board may require any disability bene- 
ficiary, who has not attained age fifty-five 
years, to undergo a medical examination 
by or under the direction of the Medical 
Director, at the place of residence of said 
beneficiary or other place mutually agreed 
upon. Should any disability beneficiary 
who has not attained age fifty-five years 
refuse to submit to such medical examina- 
tion in any such period, his disability re- 
tirement annuity may be discontinued until 
his withdrawal of such refusal, and should 
such refusal continue for one year, all his 
rights in and to his disability retirement 
annuity may be revoked by the Board. 


Reinstatement of Disability Beneficiary. 
(b). If upon such medical examination of 
a disability beneficiary, the Medical Di- 
rector reports, and his report is concurred 
in by’ the Board, that such beneficiary is 
physically able and capable of resuming 
employment, he shall be restored to active 
service with the City at the rank he held 
at the time of his retirement, or higher 
rank, and his disability retirement annuity 
shall be discontinued. A disability bene- 
ficiary, who has been reinstated to active 
service, shall from the date of his restora- 
tion, again become a member of the Re- 
tirement System and he shall contribute 
to .the Retirement System thereafter in 
the same manner as he paid prior to his 
disability retirement. Any creditable serv- 
ice, on the basis of which his disability 
retirement annuity was computed at the 
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time of his retirement, shall be restored to 
full force and effect. 


‘Adjustment of Disability Annuity. (c). 
Should the Secretary report and certify 
to the Board, that the Disability beneficiary 
is engaged in a gainful occupation, busi- 
ness, or employment, and that the total 
of his pay, or other remuneration, from 
such occupation, business, or employment, 
and his disability retirement annuity ex- 
ceeds his final compensation, and should 
the Board concur in the Secretary’s report, 
then the amount of his disability retire- 
ment annuity shall be reduced to an 
amount which together with the amount 
earned by him shall equal the amount of 
his final compensation. Should his earn- 
ings be later changed, the amount of his 
disability retirement annuity shall be cor- 
respondingly modified in like manner. 


Refund of Accumulated Contributions. 
Section 31. (a). Before a member is eligible 
to retire, should he cease to be an employe 
of the City for reasons other than (1) his 
death, or (2) becoming a beneficiary, he 
shall be paid the amount of the accumu- 
lated contributions standing to his credit 
in the Annuity Savings Fund upon his 
demand in writing submitted to the Board. 
Except as provided for in sections 21, 22, 
23, 24, 25, 26, 27, and 28, should a member 
die, the amount of his accumulated con- 
tributions standing to his credit in the 
Annuity Savings Fund, at the time of his 
death, shall be paid to such person or 
persons, having an insurable interest in 
his life, as he shall have nominated by 
written designation duly executed and filed 
with the Board; if there be no _ such 
designated person or persons, then to his 
legal representative. Upon the refund of 
a member’s accumulated contributions in 
the Annuity Savings Fund, he shall there- 
upon cease to be a member of the Re- 
tirement System. 


Funds of the Retirement System. Sec- 
tion 32. The Funds hereby created are 
the Annuity Savings Funds and the An- 
nuity ‘Reserve Fund. 


Annuity Savings Fund. Section 33. (a). 
The Annuity Savings Fund shall be the 
fund in which shall be accumulated, at 
regular interest, the contributions from 
the compensation of members. The con- 
tribution of a member to the Annuity 
Savings Fund shall be five per-cent of his 
salary, compensation, or wages paid to 
him by the City. 

(b) The City Comptroller or officer 
responsible for making up the payroll shall 
cause the contribution to be deducted from 
the pay of each member on each and every 
payroll, for each and every payroll period, 
from the date of his entrance in the Re- 
tirement System to the date of his 
retirement. 


. (¢) The member’s contribution provided 
for herein, shall be made notwithstanding 
that the minimum compensation provided 
for by law for any member shall be 
changed thereby. Every member shall be 
deemed to consent and agree to the de- 
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duction made and provided for herein and 
shall receipt for his full salary or com- 
pensation, and payment of his salary or 
compensation less said deduction for his 
contribution shall be a full and complete 
discharge and acquittance of all claims 
and demands whatsoever for the services 
rendered by such person during the period 
covered by such payment, except as to 
benefits provided under this Chapter. 
The City Comptroller or officer responsible 
for making up the payroll, shall certify 
to the Board, on each and every payroll, 
the amounts of contributions to be de- 
ducted from the compensation of each 
member and each of said amounts shall 
be deducted by the City Comptroller, and 


when so deducted shall be paid into said - 


Annuity Savings Fund, and shall be 
credited to the individual account of the 
member from whose compensation said 
deduction was made. 


(d) In addition to the contribution de- 
ducted from the compensation of a mem- 
ber, as hereinbefore provided, a member 
shall redeposit in the Annuity Savings 
Fund, by a single payment, or by an in- 
creased rate of contribution to be deter- 
mined by the Actuary with the approval 
of the Board, an amount equal to: the 
amount he previously withdrew therefrom, 
together with regular interest thereon, 
compounded annually, from the date of 
withdrawal to the date of repayment. 


(e) The City Comptroller shall detbersine 
and certify to the Board, the total amount 
of the contributions each original member 
paid into the Police and Fire Service 
Retirement Fund, according to the pro- 
visions of Chapter 27, of the City Charter. 
The Board shall then cause to be trans- 
ferred from the Annuity Reserve Fund to 
the Annuity’ Savings Fund, the total 
amount of each original member’s con- 
tributions made to the said Police and 
Fire Service Retirement Fund and when 
transferred, the total of each original 
member’s contributions to said Fund shall 
be credited to his individual account in the 
Annuity Savings Fund. 


(f) Upon retirement of a member, ex- 
cept as provided for in section 24 (c), his 
accumulated contributions shall be trans- 
ferred from the Annuity Savings Fund to 
the Annuity Reserve Fund. Any unclaimed 
balances in the Annuity Savings Fund, the 
disposition of which is not otherwise pro- 
vided for in this Chapter, shall be trans- 
ferred to the Annuity Reserve Fund by 
resolution of the Board. 


Annuity Reserve Fund. Section 33. The 
Annuity Reserve Fund shall be the fund 
from which shall be paid all- annuities, 
and other benefits in lieu of annuities, pro- 
vided by this Chapter; and in which shall 
be accumulated reserves resulting from 
contributions provided by the City. Con- 
tributions and transfers to the Annuity 
Reserve Fund shall be made as follows: 


(a) Upon the basis of such mortality 
tables, regular interest and other tables as 
the Board shall adopt, the Actuary shall 
annually determine the City’s portion of 
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the liabilities of the Retirement System by 
means of an actuarial valuation. The lia- 
bilities, so computed, shall be amortized, 
assuming regular interest, during the 
natural lifetime of the members and bene- 
ficaries. The Board shall report to the 
Council, the amount of the City’s contribu- 
tion to be paid into the Annuity Reserve 
Fund and the Council shall appopriate 
and the City shall pay such amount of 
contribution into the Annuity Reserve 
Fund during the ensuing fiscal year. 


(b) If the amounts appropriated in the 
budget in any year is insufficient to pay 
in full, the amounts due in said year to 
all beneficiaries of the Retirement System, 
the amount of such insufficiency shall 
thereupon be provided by the appropriating 
authorities of the City. 


Expense Fund. Section 34. The Expense 
Fund shall be the fund to which shall be 
credited all money provided by the City 
to pay the administration expense of the 
Retirement System, and from which shall 
be paid all expenses necessary in the ad- 
ministration and operation of the Retire- 
ment System. The Board shall annually 
certify to the City Council, according to 
legal budget procedure, the amount of ap- 
propriation necessary to administer the 
Retirement during the ensuing fiscal year 
and the City shall appropriate such 
amount to the credit of the Expense Fund. 


Initial Appropriation. Section 35. To 
cover the financial requirements of the 
Retirement System during the remainder 
of the current fiscal year, such amounts as 
shall be necessary to cover the needs of 
the Retirement System, as determined by 
the Board, shall be paid into the Annuity 
Reserve Fund and the Expense Fund by 
special appropriations or transfers to the 
Retirement System. 


Management of Funds. Section 36. The 
Board shall be the Trustees of the funds 
of the Retirement System and shall have 
full power to invest and reinvest such 
funds subject to all terms, conditions, 
limitations, and restrictions imposed by 
the law of the State of Michigan upon life 
insurance companies in the making and 
disposing of their investments, except that 
notes, bonds, or obligations of any county, 
city, ‘village, or district in the State of 
Michigan, shall not be subject to said re- 
strictions or limitations. The Board shall 
have power to purchase notes, bonds, or 
obligations of the City of Lansing, before 
or after the same are offered to the public 
and with or without advertsing for bids; 
The Board shall have power to hold, pur- 
chase, sell, assign, transfer and dispose of 
any securities and investments in which 
any of the funds of the Retirement Sys- 
tem have been invested, as well as the 
proceeds of said investments. 


Allowance of Regular Interest. Section 
37. The Board shall annually allow regular 
interest on the mean amount of assets 
credited to each of the Funds of the Re- 
tirement System; provided, however, that 
interest on contributions from members 
to the Annuity Savings Fund, within any 
calendar year, shall begin on the first day 
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of the year next following and shall be 
computed at the end of the year. The 
amounts so allowed shall be due and pay- 
able to said Funds and shall be credited 
thereto by the Board from interest and 
other earnings on moneys of the Retire- 
ment System. Any additional amount 
necessary to allow regular interest on the 
funds of the Retirement System shall be 
provided by the City. All income, interest, 
and dividends derived from the deposit 
and investment of funds of the Retirement 
System, not required for the allowance of 
regular interest on the Funds of the Re- 
tirement System, shall be credited to the 
Annuity Reserve Fund. 


Method of Making Payments. Section 38. 
All payments from the funds of the Re- 
tirement System shall be made according 
to Charter provisions only upon regular 
City vouchers, signed by two persons 
designated by the Board. A duly attested 
copy of a resolution of the Board desig- 
nating such persons and bearing upon its 
face, specimen signatures of such persons, 
shall be filed with the City Treasurer as 
his authority for making payments upon 
such vouchers. No voucher shall be drawn 
unless it shall have been previqusly au- 
thorized by resolution of the Board. 


Assignments Prohibited. Section 39. 
The right of a person to an annuity, the 
return of accumulated contributions, and 
to any other benefit provided by the Re- 
tirement System; and any other right 
accrued or accruing to any person under 
the provisions of the Retirement System ; 
and the moneys of the Retirement System 
shall be unassignable and shall not be sub- 
ject to execution, garnishment, attachment, 
the operation of bankruptcy or insolvency 
law, or any other process of law what- 
soever, and shall be unassignable except 
as is specifically provided in this Chapter. 


Protection Against Fraud. Section 40. 
Whoever with intent to deceive shall make 
any statements and/or reports, required 
under this Chapter, which are untrue or 
shall falsify or permit to be falsified any 
record or records of the Retirement Sys- 
tem, or who shall otherwise violate, with 
intent to deceive, any of the terms or 
provisions of this Chapter, shall be fined 
not to exceed five hundred dollars, or 
ninety days imprisonment, or both. 


Errors. Section 41. Should any change 
or error in the records result in any mem- 
ber or beneficiary receiving from the 
Retirement System more or less than he 
would have been entitled to receive had 
the records been correct, the Board shall 
correct such error and adjust the pay- 
ment in such a manner that the actuarial 
equivalent of the benefit to which such 
member or beneficiary was Correctiy en- 
titled, shall be paid. 


State and Federal System. Section 42. 
Should the members be required by law 
now enacted, or which may be enacted, or 
any amendments or rulings in connection 
therewith having the force of law, to 
accept coverage under any Federal or State 
annuity, pension, retirement,, or old age 
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security system; and should the City and/ 
or the members be required to make con- 
tributions to or be subject to payroll taxes 
for such members in support of such sys- 
_ tem, then all benefits. of whatever nature 
provided by this Chapter, accrued or ac- 
cruing to members, except the right to 
refund of accumulated contributions, shall 
be modified in such matter as the City 
Council shall determine by Ordinance. 


Application of Chapter 27. Section 43. 
(a) No other provision of the Charter of 
the City, or Ordinance, which provides 
wholly or partly, at the expense of the 
City, for pensions, annuities, or other re- 
tirement benefits for policemen and fire- 
men of the City, their widows, children 
and other dependents, shall apply to the 
members and beneficiaries of the Retire- 
ment System, their widows, children and 
other dependents. 


(b) The pensions, annuities, and other 
benefits, being paid to retired policemen 
and firemen of the City, who retired prior 
to January 1, 1944, and to the widows and 
children of such retired policemen and 
firemen, shall be continued without change 
according to the provisions of Chapter 27 
of the City Charter. The necessary funds 
to make payment of such annuities, pen- 
sions, and other benefits, shall continue to 
be an obligation of the City. 


‘Saving Provision. Section 44. If any pro- 
vision, section, sub-section, ‘sentence, 
clause, phrase, or word contained in this 
Charter Amendment is for any reason held 
to be unconstitutional by any Court, such 
decision shall not affect the validity of the 
remaining provisions, sections, sub-sections, 
sentences, clauses, phrases, or words of 
this Charter Amendment, or the Amend- 
ment as an entirety.

These years have been both profitable 
and interesting to me. I have steadfastly 
labored to demonstrate that municipal gov- 
ernment can be just, humanitarian and 
efficient. I express my appreciation to 
the department heads and employees of 
this city and its citizens for the interest 
and cooperation they have given me. I 
recognize the great debt of gratitude I 
owe to this community and will continue 
my active interest in its governmental and 
civic affairs.

PROPOSED CHARTER AMENDMENT 


By Police and Fire Committee— 


-* Resolved by the City Council of the City 
of Lansing: 


' That this Council by three-fifths vote 
of its members elect, proposes that the 
Charter of the City of Lansing be amend- 
ed by adding thereto a new chapter to 
stand and be known as, Chapter 29, which 
said Chapter shall read as follows: 


PROPOSED RETIREMENT SYSTEM 
FOR THE 
POLICEMEN AND FIREMEN 
OF THE CITY OF LANSING 


Name and Establishment. Section 1. 
The City of Lansing Policemen and Fire- 
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men Retirement System, hereinafter called 
the Retirement System, is hereby estab- 
lished for the purpose of providing re- 
tirement allowances and death benefits for 
policemen and firemen of the City of 
Lansing, under the provisions of this 
Amendment to’ the Charter of the City of 
raga Michigan, hereinafter called the 
ity. 


Administration. Section 2. There is 
hereby created a Board of Trustees, in 
whom is vested the general administration, 
management, and _ responsibility for the 
proper operation of the Retirement System 
and for making effective the provisions of 
this Amendment. The Board shall be 
organized immediately after five of the 
Trustees have qualified and taken the oath 
of office. 


Board Consists of. Section 3. The 
Board shall consist of nine Trustees, as 
follows: (a), The Mayor of the City; 
(b), a member of the City Council to be 
selected by the City Council; (c), a mem- 
ber of the Board of Police and Fire 
Commissioners to be selected by the Board 
of Police and Fire Commissioners; (d), 
the City Treasurer; (e), the Mayor, by and 
with the consent of the City Council, shall 
appoint a citizen who is a duly qualified 
elector and a freeholder of the City, and 
who is neither an employe of the City nor 
eligible to receive benefits under the pro- 
visions of this Chapter; (f), two policemen, 
who are members of the Retirement Sys- 
tem, to be elected by the policemen mem- 
bers of the Retirement System; (g), two 
firemen, who are members of the Retire- 
ment System, to be elected by the firemen 
members of the Retirement System; said 
elections to be held under such rules and 
regulations as the Board shall adopt to 
govern such elections. 


Preliminary Board. Section 4. Until 
the first election is held, the Mayor shall 
appoint four member Trustees, provided 
for in section 3, to serve as Trustees until 
their successors have been elected and 
have qualified. The Board so constituted, 
shall order and arrange for an election 
by the members to be held within sixty 
days from the effective date of this Re- 
tirement System. At the first election, 
the appointed citizen shall serve five years ; 
the policeman member with the greatest 
number of votes shall serve four years; 
the policeman member with the next great- 
est number of votes, shall serve two years ; 
the fireman member with the greatest 
number of votes, shall serve three years ; 
the fireman member with the next great- 
est number of votes, shall serve one year. 


Trustees’ Term of Office—Oath of Office. 
Section 5. After the first election, the 
regular term of office of a member Trustee 
and the appointed citizen Trustee shall be 
five years. Each Trustee shall within ten 
days after his appointment or election, 
take an oath of office, to be administered 
by the City Clerk. 


Vacancy on Board. Section 6. If a 
vacancy occurs in the office of Trustee 
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through dismissal from service, retirement, 

or for other reasons, the vacancy shall be 

filled within sixty days of the date of the 

vacancy, for the unexpired term, in the 

ae manner as the office was previously 
ed. 


Each Trustee Entitled to Vote—Quorum. 
Section 7. Each Trustee shall be entitled 
to one vote in the meetings of the Board. 
Five Trustees shall constitute a quorum 
at any meetings of the Board, and a 
majority of concurring votes shall be 
necessary for a decision by the Trustees. 


Meetings of the Board—Compensation. 
Section 8. The Board shall elect from its 
members a Chairman and a Vice-Chair- 
man. The Board shall hold meetings 
regularly, at least one in each month, and 
shall designate the time and place thereof. 
It shall adopt its own rules of procedure 
and shall keep a record of its proceedings. 
All meetings of the Board shall be public. 
The membérs of the Board shall serve 
without additional compensation for their 
services as Trustees. 


Officers of the Retirement System. Sec- 
tion 9. The officers of the Retirement 
System shall be as fqilows: 


Secretary. (a). The City Comptroller 
shall be the Secretary of the Board and 
the administrative officer of the Retire- 
ment System. 


Treasurer. (b). The City Treasurer 
shall be the Treasurer of the Retirement 
System and the custodian of its funds. 


Legal Advisor. (c). The City Attorney 
shall be the legal Advisor to the Board. 


Actuary. (d). The Board shall appoint 
an Actuary who shall be the technical ad- 
visor to the Board on matters regarding 
the operation of the Funds of the Re- 


tirement System, and who shall perform — 


such other duties as are required in con- 
nection therewith. 


Medical Director. (e). The Board shall 
appoint as Medical Director, a physician 
who has not at any time been regularly 
or permanently employed by any Depart- 
ment, Board, or Commission ofthe City, 
County, or State, and who has not at any 
time filled an _ elective, appointive, or 
salaried office of the City, County, or 
State Governments, and who is not eligible 
to participate in the benefits of this Re- 
tirement System; provided that service as 
interne in any City, County, or State 
hospital or sanitarium, and service in any 
Federal or State military body, and service 
as Medical Director of the Retirement Sys- 
tem established by authority of sub-section 
43, section 59, Chapter 4 of the City 
Charter, shall not disqualify a physician 
for appointment as Medical Director. The 
Medical Director shall be directly responsi- 
ble to the Board and shall hold office at 
the pleasure of the Board. 


Duties of Medical Director. (f). The 
Medical Director shall arrange for and 
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shall pass upon all medical examinations 
required under the provisions of this Chap- 
ter; shall investigate all essential state- 
ments and certificates of a medical nature 
by or on behalf of a member or beneficiary 
in connection with an application for dis- 
ability retirement or accidental death 
benefits; and shall report in writing to 
the Board, his conclusions on matters 
referred to him. 


Employment of Professional and Clerical 
Services. (g). The Board may employ 
such persons as are required for the 
proper operation of the Retirement System. 
The compensation for such services shall 
be fixed by the Board, subject to the ap- 
proval of the City Council. 


Annual Report. Section 10. The Board 
shall render a report to the Mayor and 
City Council, on or before the fifteenth 
day of July, showing the fiscal transactions 
of the Retirement System for the year 
ending the preceding thirty-first day of 
December, and the last balance sheet 
showing the financial condition of the 
Retirement System, by means of an actu- 
arial valuation of the assets and liabilities 
of the Retirement System. 


Mortality and Other Tables. Section 11. 
The Board shall adopt such mortality, 
service, retirement, disability, compensa- 
tion, and other tables of experience as 
the Actuary shall recommend as necessary 
in the operation of the Retirement System 
on an actuarial basis. 


Definitions. Section 12. The following 
words and phrases wherever used in this 
Chapter, unless a different meaning is 
plainly required by the context, shall have 
the following meaning: 


(a). ‘“‘Board’’ shall mean the Board of 
Trustees provided for in section 2, 3 and 4 
hereof. 


(b). “Member” shall mean any person 
included in the membership of the Retire- 
ment System. 


(c). “New Member” shall mean any 
member who first entered the employ of 
the City as a policeman or fireman on or 
after January 1, 1944. 


(d). “Original Member” shall mean any 
member who was in the employ of the 
City as a policeman or fireman on or 
before December 31, 1943. 


(e). ‘Service’? shall mean service ren- 
dered as a policeman or fireman in the 
employ of the City and paid for by the 
City. 


(f). ‘Prior Service’? shall mean service 
rendered prior to January 1, 1944. 


(gz). ‘‘Membership Service’ shall mean 
service rendered since last becoming a 
member. 


(h). ‘‘Creditable Service’ shall mean the 
total of prior service and membership serv- 
ice credited to a member. 
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(i). ‘‘Beneficiary’’ shall mean any per- 
son in receipt of an annuity, or other 
benefit provided by the provisions of this 
Chapter. 


(ij). “Policeman”? shall mean a perma- 
nent employe of the Police Department, 
who holds the rank of patrolman or higher 
rank, and who has taken the oath as re- 
quired in Chapter 14, section 213 of this 
Charter, but it shall not include the 
civilian employes of the Police Department. 


(k). “Fireman” shall mean a _ perma- 
nent employe of the Fire Department, who 
holds the rank of fire-fighter or higher 
rank, and who has taken the oath as 
required in Chapter 14, section 213 of this 
Charter, but it- shall not include the 
civilian employes of the Fire Department. 


(1). “Regular Interest’’ shall be interest 
at three per cent per annum, compounded 
annually, for the period ‘to January 1, 
1947. Thereafter regular interest shall be 
such rate of interest as the Board may 
determine, subject to the approval of the 
City Council. 


(m). “Accumulated Contributions” shall 


mean the sum of all amounts deducted 
from the compensation of a member and 
eredited to his individual account in the 
Annuity Savings Fund, together with regu- 
lar interest thereon. 


(n). “Average Final Compensation” 
shall mean the average annual compensa- 
tion received by a member during his last 
five years of service as a policeman or 
fireman; or if he has less than five years 
of service, then the average compensation 
received by him during his total years of 
service as a policeman or fireman. In 
cases where compensation is not all paid 
in money, the Board shall fix the value of 
that part of the compensation not paid in 
money. 


(o). “Final Compensation” shall mean 
on annual ,rate of compensation earnable 
by a member at the time of termination 
of employment by the City. 


(p). “Annuity” shall mean annual pay- 
ments to a beneficiary and shall be paid 
in monthly instalments thereof. 


(a). The masculine pronoun shall in- 
elude the feminine pronoun. 


Membership Consist of. Section 13. 
The membership of the Retirement System 
shall consist of the following: 


(a). All policemen and firemen who are 
in service on the effective date of this Re- 
tirement System; provided, that, any 
policeman or fireman who, on the effective 
date hereof, has twenty-five or more years 
of prior service credited to his service 
account, shall be excluded from the pro- 
visions of this Retirement System and shall 
retain for himself, his wife, and children, 
all rights and privileges provided by Chap- 
ter 27 of this Charter, unless such police- 
men or firemen on or before January 1, 
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1944, shall file with the City Comptroller, 
his written election to become a member 
of the Retirement System, in which event 
he shall be a member of the Retirement 
System; such excluded policeman or fire- 
man, not electing to become members of 
the Retirement System, from and after the 
effective date of this Retirement System, 
while they remain active members of the 
Police or Fire Department; shall pay five 
per cent of each salary payment into the 
Police and Fire Service Retirement fund 
established by Chapter 27 of this charter. 


(b). All persons who become policemen 
or foremen on or after the effective date 
of this Retirement System shall, from the 
date of their employment with the City, 
become members of this Retirement System. 


(c). The Membership of the Retirement 
System shall not include (1) any police- 
man or fireman temporarily employed in 
time of emergency, or (2) special officers 
or special firemen, or (3) privately em- 
ployed Policemen or Firemen, or (4) civ- 
ilian employes of the Police or Fire De- 
partments. 


(d). In all cases of doubt, the Board 
shall decide who is a member of the Re- 


tirement System within the meaning of 


the provisions of the Retirement System. 


Membership Ceases. Section 14. Except 
as provided in sections 16 and 20, should 
any member in any period of five consecu- 
tive years after last becoming a member, 
be absent from service more than four 
years, or should he become a beneficiary, 
or die, he shall thereupon cease. to be a 
member. 


Service Creditable. Section 15. The 
Board shall fix and determine by appropri- 
ate rules and regulations how much service 
in any year is equivalent to a year of 
service, but in no case shall less than 
eleven months‘ service in a calendar year 
constitute one year of service; nor shall 
more than one year of service be eréedit- 
able for all service rendered in one calen- 
dar’ year. 


War Service Credit. Section 16. Should 
a policeman or fireman, who while em- 
ployed by the City, be called or enlists, 
or was called or enlisted, in the military, 
naval, marine, or other armed service of 
the United States Government during time 
of War, or other national emergency 
recognized by the Board, and should such 
policeman or fireman be re-employed by 
the City within one year from the date of 
termination of his required enlistment, 
then such service shall be credited to his 
City service in the same manner as if he 
served the City uninterruptedly. During 
the period of a member’s service inthe 
Federal Government, his contributions to 
the Annuity Savings Fund shall be sus- 
pended and his balance standing to his 


credit in the Annuity Savings Fund as of | 


the last payroll date preceding his leave 
of absence from City service, shall be ac- 
cumulated at regular interest. 


Optional Retirement from Service. Sec- 
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tion 17 (a). Subject to the provisions of 
sub-section (e) of this section, any member 
may retire upon his written application to 
the Board, setting forth at what time, 
not less than thirty days nor more than 
ninety days subsequent to the execution 
and filing thereof, he desires to be retired; 
provided, such member is eligible to re- 
tire according to sub-section (b), (c), or 
(d) of this section. 


New Member. (b). A new member 
shall be eligible to retire if (1) he has 
attained age fifty-five years, and (2) has 
twenty-five or more years of creditable 
service. 


Original Member with Less than 20 
Years Prior Service. (c). An _ original 
member who has less than twenty years 
of prior service, shall be eligible to retire, 
if (1) he has attained age fifty years, and 
(2) has twenty-five or more years of 
creditable service. 


Original Member with 20 or More Years 
Prior Service. (d). An original member 
who has twenty or more years and less 
than twenty-five years of prior service, 
shall be eligible to retire, if (1) he has 
attained age of forty-five years, and (2) 
has twenty-five or more years of creditable 
service. 


Board May Extend Minimum Retirement 
Age. (e). In the national interest during 
time of war engaged in by the United 
States, the Board may extend the minimum 
age at which any member is eligible to 
retire; provided, that no such extension of 
minimum retirement age shall be beyond 
age sixty years. 


Compulsory Retirement from Service. 
Section 18. Any member who has at- 
tained age sixty years, shall be retired 
forthwith by the Board; provided, how- 
ever, upon written application of such 
member, approved by his Department 
Head, or the Board of Police and Fire 
Commissioners, the Board may continue 
such member in service for periods not to 
extend beyond the member’s attainment of 
age sixty-five years. 


Service Retirement Annuity. Section 19. 
Upon retirement from service, as provided 
in sections 17 and 18, a member shall 
receive a service retirement annuity equal 
to one-fiftieth of his average final compen- 
sation for each year of his creditable 
service not to exceed twenty-five years; 
provided, that the service retirement an- 
nuity payable to an original member with 
less than twenty years of prior service 
and to a new member, shall not exceed 
eighteen hundred dollars per annum. 


Deferred Service Retirement Allowance. 
Section 20. Should any member, who has 
twenty-five or more years of creditable 
service, separate from the service of the 
City before becoming eligible to retire, as 
provided for in section 17, for reasons 
other than his death or becoming a bene- 
ficiary, he shall remain a member during 
his absence from City service for the ex- 
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clusive purpose of receiving a service re- 
tirement annuity, provided for in section 
19, to begin upon his attainment of age 
fifty-five years; provided, that if such a 
member should withdraw all or part of his 
contributions standing to his credit in the 
Annuity Savings Fund, he shall thereupon 
cease to be a member. 


Optional Retirement Annuities. Section 
21. Until the effective date of his re- 
tirement from service, as provided for in 
sections 17, 18, 19, and 20, any member 
may elect, in writing on forms furnished 
by the Board, to receive his service re- 
tirement annuity in an annuity payable 
throughout life (to be known as a regu- 
lar retirement annuity); or he may elect 
to receive the actuarial equivalent, at the 
time of his retirement, in a reduced re- 
tirement annuity payable throughout life 
in accordance with the provisions of Op- 
tions I and II, as hereinafter set forth; 
provided, that if a member dies within 
thirty days after his election of option 
I or II is filed with the Board, no option 
shall be effective, and the accumulated con- 
tributions in the Annuity Savings Fund 
standing to the credit of such a member 
shall be paid in accordance with the pro- 
visions of section 31. A member who (a) 
continues in service after becoming eligible 
to retire from service with a service re- 
tirement annuity, as provided for in sec- 
tions 17, 18, 19, and 20, and (b) elects 
option I or II, and (c) dies prior to his 
retirement from service, except as provided 
in section 28, he shall be considered to 
have retired from service immediately 
preceding his death. 


Option I. Joint and Last Survivorship 
Annuity. If a beneficiary dies, his re- 
duced retirement annuity shall be con- 
tinued throughout the life of and paid to 
such person, having an insurable interest 
in his life, as he shall have nominated by 
written designation duly executed and filed 
with the Board prior to his retirement. 


Option II. Modified Joint and Last 
Survivorship Annuity. If a _ beneficiary 
dies, one-half of his reduced retirement 
annuity shall be continued throughout the 
life of and paid to such person, having 
an insurable interest in his life, as he 
shall have nominated by written designa- 


tion duly executed and filed with the 


Board prior to his retirement. 


Duty Disability. Section 22. Upon the 
application of a member, or his Depart- 
ment Head, a member who becomes totally 
incapacitated for duty as the natural and 
proximate result of the actual performance 
of duty as a policeman or fireman in the 
employ of the City, without wilful negli- 
gence on his part, shall be retired; pro- 
vided, the Medical Director, after a medical 
examination of such member, shall certify 
that such member is mentally or physically 
totally incapacitated for the further per- 
formance of duty to the City as a police- 
man or fireman, and that such member 
should be retired; and provided further, 
that the Board concurs in the report of 
the Medical Director. 
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Benefits—Duty Disability Occurring After 
Age 55. Section 23. Upon retirement for 
disability,'as provided for in section 22, a 
member who has attained age fifty-five 
years shall receive a service retirement 
annuity provided for in section 19; said 
service retirement annuity to be subject to 
the provisions of section 29. 


Benefits—Duty Disability Occurring Be- 
fore Age 55. Section 24. Upon retirement 
for disability, as provided for in section 
22, a disability beneficiary, who has not 
attained age fifty-five years, shall receive 
the following benefits: 


(a). The disability beneficiary shall re- 
ceive a disability retirement annuity equal 
to two-thirds of his average final com- 
pensation to continue from the date of his 
application for disability benefits to his 
attainment of age fifty-five years; pro- 
vided, that such disability retirement an- 
nuity (1) shall not exceed eighteen 
hundred dollars per annum, and (2) shall 
be subject to the provisions of sections 
29 and 30. 


(b). Upon attaining age fifty-five years, 
such disability beneficiary shall receive a 
service retirement annuity as provided for 
In section 19; provided, that in computing 
the service retirement annuity, service 
credit shall be given such disability bene- 
ficiary for the period he was receiving a 
disability retirement annuity; provided 
further, that such service retirement an- 
nuity shall be subject to the provisions of 
section 29. 


(c). During the period a disability bene- 
ficiary is receiving a disability retirement 
annuity, as provided for in sub-section 
(a) of this section, his contributions to the 
Annuity Savings Fund shall be suspended 
and his balance in the Annuity Savings 
Fund, standing to his credit at the date 
his disability retirement annuity is to 
begin, shall remain in the Annuity Sav- 
ings Fund. If such disability beneficiary 
should die before attaining age fifty-five 
years, the amount of his accumulated con- 
tributions, standing to his credit in the 
Annuity Savings Fund, shall be paid in 
monthly instalments thereof, according to 
such rules and regulations as the Board 
shall adopt, to such person having an in- 
surable interest in his life as he shall have 
nominated by written designation duly 
executed and filed with the Board. 


Non-Duty Disability. Section 25. Upon 
the application of a member, or his De- 
partment Head, a member, who has ten 
or more years of creditable service, be- 
comes totally and permanently incapaci- 
tated for duty as a policeman or fireman, 
as the result of causes occurring not in 
the actual performance of duty to the 
City, may be retired by the Board; pro- 
vided, the Medical Director after a medical 
examination of such member shall certify 
that such member is mentally or physical- 
ly incapacitated for the further perform- 
ance of duty to the City, and that such 
incapacity is likely to be permanent and 
that such member should be retired. 
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Benefits—Non-Duty Disability Occurring 
After Age 55. Section 26. Upon retire- 
ment for disability, as provided for. in 
section 25, a member who has attained age 
fifty-five years, shall receive a service re- 
tirement annuity provided for in section 
19; subject to the provisions of section 29. 


Benefits—Non-Duty Disability Occurring 
Before Age 55. Section 27. (a). Upon 
retirement for disability, as provided for 
in section 25, a disability beneficiary who 
has not attained age fifty-five years, shall 
receive a_ disability -retirement annuity 
equal to one-sixtieth of his average final 
compensation for each year of creditable 
service, not to exceed twenty-five years, 
to continue from the date of his applica- 
tion for disability benefits to his attain- 
ment of age fifty-five years; provided, that 
such disability retirement annuity (1) shall 
not exceed eighteen hundred dollars per 
annum, and (2) shall be subject to the 
provisions of sections 29 and 30. In event 
such disability beneficiary dies before he 
has received a total of disability retire- 
ment annuity payments equal to the 
amount of his accumulated contributions 
standing to his credit in the Annuity Sav- 
ings Fund, at the time of his retirement, 
the balance shall be paid in a single sum 
to such person or persons, having an in- 
surable interest in his life, as he shall 
have nominated by written designation 
duly executed and filed with the Board, 
or if there be no such designated person 
or person, then to his ‘legal representative. 


(b). Upon attaining age fifty-five years, 
such disability beneficiary shall receive a 
service retirement allowance as provided 
for in section 19; provided, that in com- 
puting the service retirement annuity, 
service credit shall not be given such dis- 
ability beneficiary for the period he was 
receiving a disability retirement annuity ; 
provided further, that such service retire- 
ment annuity shall be subject to the pro- 
visions of section 29. 


Death in Line of Duty. Section 28. If 
a member is killed in the performance of 
his actual duty to the City, or dies as the 
result of illness contracted, or injuries re- 
ceived while in the performance of his 
actual duty to the City, and such death, 
illness or injuries resulting in death, be 
found by the Medcal Director to have re- 
sulted from the actual performance of duty 
to the City, and the report of the Medical 
Director is concurred in by the Board, 
there shall be paid: 


Accumulated Contributions. (a). The 
amount of the accumulated contributions 
standing to his credit in the Annuity Sav- 
ings Fund shall be paid, in monthly instal- 
ments thereof, according to such rules and 
regulations as the Board shall adopt, to 
such person or persons, having an insur- 
able interest in his life, as he shall have 
nominated by written designation duly 
executed and filed with the Board; or if 
there be no such designated person or per- 
sons, then to his legal representative. 


Widow’s Benefits. (b}. An annuity of 
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one-third of the final compensation of such 
deceased member shall be paid to his 
widow, if he leave a widow, to continue 
during her widowhood; provided, that such 
widow of such deceased member shall be 
the person to whom he was married at the 
time of his retirement from service, if his 
retirement as provided for in section 22 
preceded his death. The benefits payable 
under this sub-section shall be subject to 
the provisions of sub-section (g) of this 
section, and to section 29. 


Children’s Benefits While Widow is Liv- 
ing. (c). If in addition to a widow, a 
child or children under age eighteen years, 
also survive the deceased member, each 
children under age eighteen years shall re- 
ceive an annuity equal to a proportionate 
share of one-fourth of the deceased mem- 
ber’s final compensation. If any child 
marries, dies, or attains age eighteen 
years, there shall be a redistribution by 
the Board to the surviving children under 
age eighteen years, but in no event shall 
any child receive an annuity of more than 
one-fourth of the deceased member’s final 
compensation. The benefits payable under 
this sub-section shall be subject to the 
provisions of section 29, and sub-section 
(g) of this section. 


Children’s Benefits if Widow Dies or Re- 
marries. (d). If there be no widow, or if 
the widow dies or remarries, before the 
youngest surviving child of such deceased 
member shall have attained eighteen years, 
then his child or children under age eigh- 
teen years, if he leave children, shall each 
receive in lieu of all other benefits, except 
as provided for in sub-section (a) of this 
section, an annuity equal to one-fourth of 
the deceased member’s final compensation, 
‘but in no event shall the total so paid in 
any one year exceed one-half of the de- 
ceased member’s final compensation. If 
there be more than two surviving children 
under age eighteen years, each child shall 
receive an annuity equal to a proportion- 
ate share of one-half of the deceased mem- 
ber’s final compensation. If any child 
marries, dies, or attains age eighteen years, 
there shall be a _ redistribution by the 
Board to the surviving children under such 
age, but in no event shall any child re- 
ceive more than one-fourth of the deceased 
member’s final compensation in any one 
year. Any benefits payable under this sub- 
section shall be subject to the provisions of 
section 29, and sub-section (g) of this 
section. 


Dependent Parents’ Benefits. (e). If there 
be no widow, or if there be no children un- 
der age eighteen years, eligible to receive 
benefits thn there shall be paid to the de- 
pendent father and/or dependent mother of 
such deceased member, as the Board after 
investigation shall determine to have been 
actually dependent upon such deceased 
member through absence ef earning power 
due to physical disability, an annuity of 
one-sixth of the deceased mother’s final 
compensation for each dependent parent; 
provided, that in no event shall the 
amount to be paid to either parent exceed 
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six hundred dollars per annum, nor shall 
the total amount to be paid to both parents 


exceed nine hundred dollars per annum. — 


Any benefits payable under this sub-section 
shall Pty subject to the provisions of sec- 
tion . 


Member Dies Without Heirs. (f). If a 
member dies intestate, without having 
nominated a beneficiary, as provided for 
in sub-section (a) of this section, and with- 
out heirs, an amount of his accumulated 
contributions standing to his credit in the 
Annuity Savings Fund, not to exceed a 


reasonable sum as determined by the Board . 


shall be used to pay his burial expense if 
he leave no other estate sufficient for such 
purpose. Any balance in the Annuity Sav- 
ings Fund, credited to the deceased mem- 
ber, not used for burial expense, shall re- 
main a part of the funds of the Retirement 
System and shall be transferred to the 
Annuity Reserve Fund. 


Limitations. (g). The total of the an- 
nuities, provided for in sub-sections (b), 
(c), and (d) of this section, payable to a 
widow and/or children of a deceased mem- 
ber shall not exceed fifteen hundred dollars 
per annum. 


Pensions Offset by Compensation Bene- 
fits. Section 29. In case the present value 
of the total benefits which may be paid or 
payable under the provisions of any work- 
men’s compensation, or pension, or similar 
law, to a member or to the dependents of 
a member on account of any disability or 
death, is less than the annuity reserve for 
benefits otherwise payable from funds of 
the Retirement System, then the present 
value of the total benefits which may be 
paid or payable under any workmen’s com- 
pensation, or pension, or similar law, shall 
be deducted from the annuity reserve for 
benefits otherwise payable from funds pro- 
vided by the Retirement System, and such 
benefits as may be provided by the annuity 
reserve so reduced shall be payable under 
the provisions of this Chapter. 


Re-Examination of Beneficiaries Retired 
on Account of Disability. Section 30. (a). 
Once each year during the first five years 
following retirement of a member with a 
disability retirement annuity, and at least 
once in every three year period thereafter, 
the Board may require any disability bene- 
ficiary, who has not attained age fifty- 
five years, to undergo a medical examina- 
tion by or under the direction of the 
Medical Director at the place of residence 
of said beneficiary or other place mutually 
agreed upon. Should any disability bene- 
ficiary who has not attained age fifty-five 
years refuse to submit to such medical 
examination in any such period, his dis- 
ability retirement annuity may be dis- 
continued until his withdrawal of such 
refusal, and should such refusal continue 
for one year, all his rights in and to his 
disability retirement annuity may be re- 
voked by the Board. 


Reinstatement of Disability Beneficiary. 
(b). If upon such medical examination of 
a disability beneficiary, the Medical Di- 
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rector reports, and his report is concurred 
in by the Board, that such beneficiary is 
physically able and capable of resuming 
employment, he shall be restored to active 
service with the City at the rank he held 
at the time of his retirement, or higher 
rank, and his disability retirement an- 
nuity shall be discontinued. A _ disability 
beneficiary, who has been reinstated to ac- 
tive service, shall from the date of his 
restoration, again become a member of the 
Retirement System and he shall contribute 
to. the Retirement System thereafter in 
the same manner as he paid prior to his 
disability retirement. Any creditable serv- 
ice, on the basis of which his disability 
retirement annuity was computed at the 
time of his retirement, shall be restored 
to full force and effect. 


Adjustment of Disability Annuty. (c). 
Should the Secretary report and certify 
to the Board that the Disability bene- 
ficiary is engaged in a gainful occupation, 
business, or employment, and that the 
total of his pay, or other remuneration, 
from such occupation, business, or em- 
ployment, and his disability retirement 
annuity exceeds his final compensation, 
and should the Board concur in the Secre- 
tary’s report, then the amount of his dis- 
ability retirement annuity shall be reduced 
to an amount which together with the 
amount earned by him shall equal the 
amount of his final compensation. Should 
his earnings be later changed, the amount 
of his disability retirement annuity shall 
be correspondingly modified in like manner. 


Refund of Accumulated Contributions. 
Section 31. (a). Before a member is 
eligible to retire, should he cease to be 
an employe of the City for reasons other 
than (1) his death, or (2) becoming a 
beneficiary, he shall be paid the amount 
of the accumulated contributions standing 
to his credit in the Annuity Savings Fund 
upon his demand in writing submitted to 
the Board. Except as provided for in 
sections 21, 22, 23, 24, 25, 26, 27, and 28, 
should a member die, the amount of his 
accumulated contributions standing to his 
credit in the Annuity Savings Fund, at 
the time of his death, shall be paid to 
such person or persons, having an _ in- 
surable interest in his life, as he shall 
have nominated by written designation 
duly executed and filed with the Board; 
if there be no such designated person or 
persons, then to his legal representative. 
Upon the refund of a member’s accumu- 
lated contributions in the Annuity Savings 
Fund, he shall thereupon cease to be a 
member of the Retirement System. 


Funds of the Retirement System. Sec- 
tion 32. The Funds hereby created are 
the Annuity Savings Funds and the An- 
nuity Reserve Fund. 


Annuity Savings Fund. Section 33. 
(a). The Annuity Savings Fund _ shall 
be the fund in which shall be accumulated, 
at regular interest, the contributions from 
the compensation of members. The con- 
tribution of a member to the Annuity 
Savings Fund shall be five per-cent of his 
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salary, compensation, or wages paid to 
him by the City. 


(b). The City Comptroller or officer 
responsible for making up the payroll 
shall. cause the contribution to be de- 
ducted from the pay of each member on 
each and every payroll, for each and every 
payroll period, from the date of his en- 
trance in the Retirement System, to the 
date of his retirement. 


(c). The member’s contribution provided 
for herein shall be made notwithstanding 
that the minimum compensation provided 
for by law for any member shall be 
changed thereby. Every member shall be 
deemed to consent and agree to the de- 
duction made and provided for herein and 
shall receipt for his full salary or com- 
pensation, and payment of his salary or 
compensation less said deduction for his 
contribution shall be a full and complete 
discharge and acquittance of all claims 
and demands whatsoever for the services 
rendered by such person during the period 
covered by such payment, except as to 
benefits provided under this Chapter. The 
City Comptroller or -officer responsible for 
making up the payroll shall certify to 
the Board, on each and every payroll, the 
amounts of contributions to be deducted 
from the compensation of each member 
and each of said amounts shall be de- 
ducted by the City Comptroller, and when 
so deducted shall be paid into said An- 
nuity Savings Fund, and shall be credited 
to the individual account of the member 
from whose compensation said deduction 
was made. 


(d). In addition to the contribution de- 
ducted from the compensation of a mem- 
ber, as hereinbefore provided, a member 
shall redeposit in the Annuity Savings 
Fund, by a single payment, or by an in- 
creased rate of contribution to be deter- 
mined by the Actuary with the approval 
of the Board, an amount equal to the 
amount he previously withdrew therefrom, 
together with regular interest thereon, 
compounded annually, from the date of 
withdrawal to the date of repayment. 


(e). The Cty Comptroller shall deter- 
mine and certify to the Board the total 
amount of the contributions each original 
member paid into the Police and Fire 
Service Retirement Fund, according to the 
provisions of Chapter 27, of the City 
Charter. The Board shall then cause to be 
transferred from the Annuity Reserve Fund 
to the Annuity Savings Fund the total 
amount of each original member’s con- 
tributions made to the said Police and Fire 
Service Retirement Fund and when trans- 
ferred the total of each original member’s 
contributions to said Fund shall be credited 


to his individual account in the Annuity 


Savings Fund. 


(f). Upon retirement of a member, ex- 
cept as provided for in section 24 (c), 
his accumulated contributions shall be 
transferred from the Annuity Savings 
Fund to the Annuity Reserve Fund. Any 
unclaimed balances in the Annuity Sav- 
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ings Fund, the disposition of which is not 
otherwise provided for in this Chapter, 
shall be transferred to the Annuity Reserve 
Fund by resolution of the Board. 


Annuty Reserve Fund. Secton 33. The 
Annuity Reserve Fund shall be the fund 
from which shall be paid all annuities, 
and other benefits in lieu of annuities, 
provided by this Chapter; and in which 
shall be accumulated reserves. resulting 
from contributions provided by the City. 
Contributions and transfers to the Annuity 
Reserve Fund shall be made as follows: 


(a). Upon the basis of such mortality 
tables, regular interest and other tables as 
the Board shall adopt, the Actuary shall 
annually determine the City’s portion of 
the liabilities of the Retirement System 
by means of an actuarial valuation. The 
liabilities, so computed, shall be amortized, 
assuming regular interest, during the nat- 
ural lifetime of the’ members and bene- 
ficiaries. The Board shall report to the 
Council, the amount of the City’s con- 
tribution to be paid into the Annuity 
Reserve Fund and the Council shall ap- 
propriate and the City shall pay such 
amount of contribution into the Annuity 
Reserve Fund during the ensuing fiscal 
year. 


(b). If the amounts appropriated in the 
budget in any year is insufficient to pay in 
full the amounts due in said year to all 
beneficiaries of the Retirement System, the 
amount of such insufficiency shall there- 
upon be provided by the appropriating au- 
thorities of the City. 


Expense Fund. Section 34. The Expense 
Fund shall be the fund to which shall be 
credited all money provided by the City 
to pay the administration expense of the 
Retirement System, and from which shall 
be paid all expenses necessary in the ad- 
ministration and operation of the Retire- 
ment System. The Board shall annually 
certify to the City Council, according to 
legal budget procedure, the amount of ap- 
propriation necessary to administer the 
Retirement during the ensuing fiscal year 
and the City shall appropriate such amount 
to the credit of the Expense Fund. 


Initial Appropriation. Section 35. To 
cover the financial requirements of the 
Retirement System during the remainder 
of the current fiscal year, such amounts 
as shall be necessary to cover the needs 
of the Retirement System, as determined 
by the Board, shall be paid into the An- 
nuity Reserve Fund and the Expense Fund 
by special appropriations or transfers to 
the Retirement System. 


Management of Funds. Section 46. The 
Board shall be the Trustees of the funds 
of the Retirement System and shall have 
full power to invest and reinvest such 
funds subject to all terms, conditions, limi- 
tations, and restrictions imposed by the 
law of the State of Michigan upon life 
insurance companies in the making and 
disposing of their investments, except that 
notes, bonds, or obligations of any county, 
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city, village, or district in the State of 
Michigan shall not be subject to said re- 
strictions or limitations. The Board: shall 
have power to purchase notes, bonds, or 
obligations of the City of Lansing before 
or after the same are offered to the public 
and with or wthout advertising for bids; 
The Board shall have power to hold, .pur- 
chase, sell, assign, transfer and dispose of 
any securities and investments in which 
any of the funds of the Retirement System 
have been invested, as well as the pro- 
ceeds of said investments. : , 


Allowance of Regular Interest. Section 
87. The Board shall annually allow regu- 
lar interest on the mean amount of assets 
credited to each of the Funds of the Re- 
tirement System; provided, however, that 
interest on contributions from members 
to the Annuity Savings Fund, within any 
calendar year, shall begin on the first day 
of the year next following and shall be 
computed at the end of the year. The 
amounts so allowed shall be due and pay- 
able to said Funds and shall be credited 
thereto by the Board from: interest. and 
other earnings on moneys of the Retire- 
ment System. Any additional amount 
necessary to allow regular interest on the 
funds of the Retirement System ‘shall be 
provided by the City. All income, interest, 
and dividends derived from the deposit and 
investment of funds of the Retirement 
System, not required for the allowance of 
regular interest on the Funds of the Re- 
tirement System shall be credited to me 
Annuity Reserve Fund. 


Method of Making Payments. Section 
38. All payments from the funds of the 
Retirement System shall be made accord- 
ing to Charter provisions only upon regular 
City vouchers signed by two persons 
designated by the Board. A duly attested 
copy of a resolution of the Board designa- 
ting such persons and bearing upon: its 
face specimen signatures of such persons, 
shall be filed with the City Treasurer as 
his authority for making payments upon 
such vouchers. No voucher shall be drawn 
unless it shall have been previously au- 
thorized by resolution of the Board. 


Assignments Prohibited. Section 39. 
The right of a person to an annuity, the 
return of accumulated contributions, and 
to any other benefit provided by the Re- 
tirement System; and any other right ac- 
erued or accruing to any person under 
the provisions of the Retirement System ; 
and the moneys of’ the Retirement System 
shall be unassignable ‘and shall not be sub- 
ject to execution, garnishment, attachment, 
the operation of bankruptcy or insolvency 
law, or any other process of law whatso- 
ever, and shall be unassignable except as 
is specifically provided in this Chapter. 


Protection Against Fraud. Section 40. 
Whoever with intent to deceive shall make 
any statements and/or reports, required 
under this Chapter, which are untrue or 
shall falsify or permit to be falsified any 
record or records of the Retirement Sys- 
tem, or who shall otherwise violate, with 
intent to deceive, any of the terms or

provisions of this Chapter, shall be fined 
not to exceed five hundred dollars, or 
ninety days imprisonment, or both. 


‘Errors. Section 41. Should any change 
or error in the records result in any mem- 
ber or beneficiary receiving from the 
Retirement System more or less than he 
would have been entitled to receive had 
the records been correct, the Board shall 
correct such error and adjust the pay- 
ment in such a manner that the actuarial 
equivalent of the benefit to which such 
member or beneficiary was correctly en- 
titled shall be paid. 


State and Federal System. Section 42. 
Should the members be required by law 
now enacted, or which may be enacted, or 
any amendments or rulings in connection 
therewith having the force of law, to 
accept coverage under any Federal or State 
annuity, pension, retirement, or old age 
security system, and should the City and/ 
or the members be required to make con- 
tributions to or be subject to payroll taxes 
for such members in support of such sys- 
tem, then all benefits of whatever nature 
provided by this Chapter, accrued or ac- 
cruing to members, except the right to 
refund of accumulated contributions, shall 
be modified in such matter as the City 
Council shall determine by Ordinance. 


‘Application of Chapter 27. Section 43. 
(a). -No other provision of the Charter 
of -the City, or Ordinance, which provides 
wholly or partly, at the expense of the 
City, for pensions, annuities, or other re- 
tirement benefits for policemen and fire- 
men of the City, their widows, children and 
other dependents, shall apply to the mem- 
bers and beneficiaries of the Retirement 
System, their widows, children and other 
dependents. 


(b). The pensions, annuities, and other 
benefits, being paid to retired policemen 
and firemen of the City, who retired prior 
to January 1, 1944, and to the widows 
and children of such retired policemen and 
firemen shall be continued without change 
according to the provisions of Chapter 27 
of the City Charter. The necessary funds 
to make payment of such annuities, pen- 
sions, and other benefits, shall continue 
to be an obligation of the City. 


Saving Provision. Section 44. If any 
provision, section, sub-section, sentence, 
clause, phrase, or word contained in this 
Charter Amendment is for any reason 
held to be unconstitutional by any Court, 
such decision shall not affect the validity 
of the remaining provisions, sections, sub- 
sections, sentences, clauses, phrases, or 
words of this Charter Amendment, or the 
Amendment as an entirety. 


- Effective Date. Section 45. The effective 
date of this Retirement System shall be 
the first day of January, 1944. 


Resolved further, that the foregoing 
proposed Amendment to the Charter of the 
City of Lansing be presented to the elec- 
tors of the City of Lansing for approval 
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at the general election to be held on the 
2nd day of November, 1943. 


Resolved further, that the City Clerk be, 
and that she is hereby directed to prepare 
or cause to be prepared the voting ma- 
chines of said City for said election sub- 
stantially in manner and form as follows: 


FORM OF BALLOT 


Shali the Charter of the City of Lansing 
be amended by adding thereto a new chap- 
ter to stand and be known as chapter 29 
to create a retirement system which will 
provide for retirement annuities, disability 
benefits, and death in line of duty benefits 
for policemen and firemen employed by 
the city; create a Board of Trustees to 
administer the system; to require the 
policemen and firemen to contribute 5% 
of their pay toward their retirement bene- 
fits; and to provide for other regulations 
required in the administration of the re- 
tirement system?

ORDINANCES 


The Committee on Ordinances introduced 
the following ordinance which was read 
a first and second time by its title and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Ordinances: 


PROPOSED 
POULTRY ORDINANCE 


An ordinance to regulate the slaughter- 
ing of poultry intended for human con- 
sumption and to be offered for sale within 
the City of Lansing, and to regulate reg- 
istration of farmers, licensing of other 
persons, applications, construction and 
maintenance of poultry slaughter houses, 
and in fixing of penalties for violations. 
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The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Seetion I. Definitions: The following 
definitions shall apply in the interpretation 
and the enforcement of this ordinance. 


(a). “Utensils” shall include any tables, 
knives, saws, cleavers, de-featherers, pails, 
containers and other equipment used in or 
about the poultry slaughter house. 


(b). “Operator” shall include any per- 
son, firm or corporation conducting the 
business of slaughtering poultry to be 
sold in the City of Lansing whether or not 
he is the owner of the premises on which 
such business is conducted. 


(c). “Health Officer’ shall mean the 
Health Officer of the City of Lansing or 
his authorized representative. 


(d). ‘“‘Person’’ shall mean person, firm, 
corporation or association. 


Section II. Exception: The rules and 
regulations of this ordinance shall not ap- 
ply to the individual farmer who raises 
all of his own poultry and slaughters said 
poultry on his own farm. However, said 
farmer must register at the City Market 
his name, address and number of dressed 
poultry he intends to bring into the City, 
also, obtain approval of his methods of 
slaughtering and transportation by the 
Health Officer each year after the first of 
May before he delivers, sells or offers for 
sale said poultry within the City of 
Lansing. 


(a). Said farmer shall slaughter under 
reasonable sanitary conditions as set forth 
by the Health Officer. 


(b). Said farmer shall transport his 
birds into the city as stated under Section 
VIII, hereof. 


(c). Said farmer shall be governed by 
Sections V, X, XII, and XIII, hereof. 


Section III. Application: Application 
for poultry slaughter house license shall 
be in writing by the operator of the poul- 
try slaughter house or his agent on forms 
to be provided by the Health Officer, which 
forms shall provide name, location or the 
poultry slaughter house, the owner of the 
premises, the operator of the poultry 
slaughter house, and the manager or other 
local agent if other than owner or opera- 
tor. The applicant shall agree to comply 
with all rules and regulations of said ordi- 
nance and to allow Health Officer to enter 
and inspect the poultry slaughter house 
and everything connected therewith at any 
time desired. 


Section IV. Issuance of License: It shall 
be unlawful for any person to operate a 
poultry slaughter house within which poul- 
try is killed for delivery, intent to sell 


or to sell within the City of Lansing until » 


the requirements of the ordinance have 
been complied with and the application 
shall have been approved by the Health 
Officer. The approved application shall be 
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presented to the City Clerk and -upon 
payment of One ($1.00) Dofllar,: the Clerk 
shall issue a poultry slaughter house: ‘li 
cense. Each license shall bear the date 
of expiration, shall be issued only: to and 
in the name of the operator, shall be non- 
transferable, and for the purpose of -this 
ordinance, shall be conclusive evidence’ of 
ownership and operation of the business. 
Such license shall at all times be posted 
in a conspicious place in the licensed rer 
try house. 


Section V. Diseased or aniveha tages 
poultry: Any person delivering, offering 
for sale or having in his. possession with 
intent to sell within the City of Lansing 
any poultry that to his knowledge is dis- 
eased or had died or was sick in any way 
before slaughter will be prosecuted to the 
full extent of this ordinance and upon 
conviction therefor, his license shall auto- 
matically be revoked. If any condition 
exists that indicates flock infection the 
Health Officer shall demand such tests as 
necessary to determine the degree of dis- 
ease present in flock. These tests shall 
be made by a licensed ee ae the 
expense of the seller. 


Section VI. The slaughter house shall 
be properly constructed as follows: 


Item I. Floors: The floors shall be con- 
structed of cement, concrete or other ap- 
proved water-tight, non-absorbent ma- 
terial, so graded and drained as to dis- 
charge all liquid matter in properly trap- 
ped sewer. ; 


Item II. Ceilings and walls: The ceiling 
shall be of a smooth, hard impervious ma- 
terial, free from crevices, cracks, lodges 
or projections. The walls shall be made of 
cement, concrete or other approved water- 
tight, non-absorbent material with smooth 
finish to the entire height of the ceiling 
and shall be painted. The junctions with 
ceiling and floors shall be made in a tight 
and sanitary’ manner. 


Item III. Adequate ventilation and light 
approved by the Department of Health 
shall be provided in every room in which 
poultry is stored or killed. 


Item IV. Killing Poultry: The bleeding 
room and bleeding trough must be pro- 
vided; it shall be of adequate capacity 
and approved by the Health Officer. The 
walls and face of trough must be of ce- 
ment, concrete or other approved water- 
tight, non-absorbent material with a 
smooth finish and shall discharge over 
properly trapped sewer connected drains 
or method of disposal approved by : the 
Health Officer. Properly constructed in- 
dividual containers or a table to hold 
birds after slaughter must be provided. 


Item V. Proper receptacles shall be pro- 
vided for holding, storing or keeping of 
all feathers. 


Item VI. Storage: Crates or batteries. 
A separate room shall be furnished for 
the storage of live poultry in crates or 
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batteries. Crates or batteries shall be 
elevated at least one (1) foot above the 
floor level and shall not be placed nearer 
than two (2) feet from side wall of the 
building. 


Item VII. Water Supply: Permanent 
fixtures shall be provided for the furnish- 
ing of a safe adequate supply of fresh 
water for flushing all parts of the prem- 
ises. Adequate facilities shall be provided 
to insure sufficient supply of hot water at 
all time. 


Item VIII. Rat-proofing: The slaughter 
house, storage room for poultry in bat- 
teries or crates and the storage room for 
poultry feed shall be of rat proof con- 
struction. 


Item IX. Washing: Sufficient fixtures 
with running water for washing purposes 
shall be provided. Soap and towel for 
same. 


Item X. Screening: All doors, windows 
and other openings to outer air shall be 
properly and adequately screened. All 
doors shall be equipped with self-closing 
devices. 


‘Item XI. Odors: Suitable and adequate 
means shall be provided for the disposal 
of offensive odors. 


Item XII. Cooling tanks: A cooling tank 
of adequate size and properly constructed 
of smooth impervious material, metal, ce- 
ment or concrete shall be provided. The 
cooling tank shall be so constructed that 
there is a cold water inlet and outlet al- 
lowing for continuous change of water re- 
sulting in proper cooling of the birds. 
This tank must be located in the slaughter- 
ing room and used only for the cooling 
of poultry. 


Section VII. Maintenance: Every poul- 
try slaughter house shall be conducted in 
strict compliance with the following rules 
which shall govern the maintenance and 
operation thereof: 


Item I. Cleanliness: Every poultry 
slaughter house, the yard adjoining same 
and all air shafts, courts and open places 
connected therewith shall be at all times 
kept clean and in a sanitary condition, 
free from accumulation of refuse, garbage, 
offensive material, and nuisances of all 
kinds. All utensils must be _ cleaned 
thoroughly after each day’s kill. 


Item II. Floor and washing: All fioors 
shall be kept and maintained in a clean 
sanitary condition and in good repair free 
from rubbish and offensive material. 


Item III. Walls and ceiling: The side 
walls of all rooms used for the storage 
or killing. of poultry shall be kept in a 
clean sanitary condition and in good re- 
pair. Walls and ceilings shall be cleaned 
and painted whenever required by the De- 
partment of Health. 


Item IV. Feather receptacles: Plucking 
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of poultry shall be performed in such a 
manner that -all feathers shall be thrown 
or placed in the receptacles provided for 
such purpose. 


Item VY. Poultry at large: Prohibited. 
No poultry shall be allowed or permitted 
at large in or around the immediate 
vicinity of the poultry slaughter house, but 
shall be kept at all times in the batteries 
or crates provided for such purpose. 


Item VI. Screens: The screens, windows, 
doors and other openings to the outer air 
shall be kept clean and in good condition 
and repair. 


Item VII. Doors not be left open: All 
doors shall be self-closing and not per- 
mitted to remain open except for ingress 
or egress. 


Section VIII. Transportation: Birds 
must be transported in clean containers; 
if wooden containers, they shall be kept 
sanitary and lined with paper and covered; 
if metal, they must be sanitary, water- 
proof and covered. In summer months 
they must be so transported that they do 
not arrive at the market above 50° F. 


Section IX. Temperature: Retail stores, 
markets or any place in which dressed 
poultry is sold, offered for sale or stored, 
shall not display, offer for sale or store 
any dressed poultry unless the same is dis- 
played, offered for sale or stored in a 
suitable, covered container, the tempera- 
ture within which does not exceed 50° F. 


Section X. Adulteration: Any person 
delivering, having in possession with in- 
tent to sell or selling in the City of 
Lansing any poultry that has been in- 
jected under pressure or by force with 
any liquid or solid into any part or parts 
of the dressed poultry; or dressed poultry 
the crops of which contains feed in excess 
as stated in the Federal Poultry Grading 
Law shall be deemed guilty of an adultera- 
tion within the meaning of this ordinance 
and shall be considered in violation of this 
ordinance. 


Section XI. Poultry slaughter house not 
to be used for any other purpose. No 
building in which a poultry slaughter 
house is located shall be used for any 
other purpose except for the slaughter and 
storage of live poultry. 


Section XII. Penalties: Any person who 
violates any provision of this ordinance 
shall be fined not more than one ($100.00) 
hundred dollars and the cost of prosecution 
or by imprisonment for a term not to 
exceed 90 days or both such fine and im- 
prisonment at the discretion of the court. 


Section XIII. Violations: It shall be 
unlawful for any person to operate a 
slaughter house to kill poultry to be of- 
fered for sale within the City of Lansing 
unless it conforms with the requirements 
of this ordinance. When any operator of 
a poultry slaughter house or his agent 
violates any of the items or sections of

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this ordinance, the Health Officer is au- 
thorized to issue violation tickets.

After an insanitary notice has been 
served on the operator for any insanitary 
condition existing in or about the poultry 
slaughter house, or any section. or item 
of this ordinance that has not been com- 
plied with, the slaughter house may be 
closed temporarily to allow time for com- 
pliance with the ordinance. 


Section XIV. Effect of ordinance: If 
any section, sub-section of this ordinance 
is for any reason held to be unconstitu- 
tional or invalid, such decisions shall not 
affect the validity of the remaining por- 
tions of this ordinance. The council of the 
City of Lansing hereby declares that it 
would have passed this ordinance and each 
section, sub-section, clause or phrases be 
declared unconstitutional or invalid.

Resolved by the City Council of the City 
of Lansing: 


That this Council by three-fifths vote 
of its members elect, proposes that the 
Charter of the City of Lansing be amend- 
ed By adding thereto a new chapter to 
stand and be known as Chapter 29, which 
said Chapter shall read as follows: 


CHAPTER 29 


POLICEMEN’S AND FIREMEN’S 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


Name and Establishment. Section 1. 
The City of Lansing Policemen and Fire- 
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men Retirement System, hereinafter called 
the Retirement System, is hereby estab- 
lished for the purpose of providing re- 
tirement allowances and death benefits for 
policemen and firemen of the City of 
Lansing, under the provisions of this 
Amendment to the Charter of the City of 
woe Michigan, hereinafter called the 
ity. 


Administration. Section 2. There is 
hereby created a Board of Trustees, in 
whom is vested the general administration, 
management, and responsibility for the 
proper operation of the Retirement System 


‘and for making effective the provisions of 


this Amendment. The Board shall be 
organized immediately after five of the 
Trustees have qualified and taken the oath 
of office. 


Board Consists of. Section 3. The 
Board shall consist of nine Trustees, as 
follows: (a), The Mayor of the City; 
(b), a member of the City Council to be 
selected by the City Council; (c), a mem- 
ber of the Board of Police and Fire 
Commissioners to be selected by the Board 
of Police and Fire Commissioners; (d), 
the City Treasurer; (e), the Mayor, by and 
with the consent of the City Council, shall 
appoint a citizen who is a duly qualified 
elector and a freeholder of the City, and 
who is neither an employe of the City nor 
eligible to receive benefits under the pro- 
visions of this Chapter; (f), two policemen, 
who are members of the Retirement Sys- 
tem, to be elected by the policemen mem- 
bers of the Retirement System; (zg), two 
firemen, who are members af the Retire- 
ment System, to be elected by the firemen 
members of the Retirement System; said 
elections to be held under such rules and 
regulations as the Board shall adopt to 
govern such elections. 


Preliminary Board. Section 4. Until 
the first election is held, the Mayor shall 
appoint four member Trustees, provided 
for in section 8, to serve as Trustees until 
their successors have been elected and 
have qualified. The Board so constituted, 
shall order and arrange for an election 
by the members to be held within sixty 
days from the effective date of this Re- 
tirement System. At the first election, 
the appointed citizen shall serve five years; 
the policeman member with the greatest 
number of votes shall serve four years; 
the policeman member with the next great- 
est number of votes, shall serve two years; 
the fireman member with the greatest 
number of votes, shall serve three years; 
the fireman member with the next great- 
est number of votes, shall serve one year. 


Trustees’ Term of Office—Oath of Office. 
Section 5. After the first election, the 
regular term of office of a member Trustee 
and the appointed citizen Trustee shall be 
five years. Each Trustee shall within ten 
days after his appointment or election, 
take an oath of office, to be administered 
by the City Clerk. 


Vacancy on Board. Section 6. If a 
vacancy occurs in the office of Trustee

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through dismissal from service, retirement, 

or for other reasons, the vacancy shall be 

filled within sixty days of the date of the 

vacancy, for the unexpired term, in the 

one manner as the office was previously 
ed. 


Each Trustee Entitled to Vote—Quorum. 
Section 7. Each Trustee shall be entitled 
to one vote in the meetings of the Board. 
Five Trustees shall constitute a quorum 
at any meetings of the Board, and a 
majority of concurring votes shall be 
necessary for a decision by the Trustees. 


Meetings of the Board—Compensatien. 
Section 8. The Board shall elect from its 
members a Chairman and a Vice-Chair- 
man. The Board shall hold meetings 
regularly, at least one in each month, and 
shall designate the time and place thereof. 
It shall adopt its own rules of procedure 
and shall keep a record of its proceedings. 
All meetings of the Board shall be public. 
The members of the Board shall serve 
without additional compensation for their 
services as Trustees. 


Officers of the Retirement System. Sec- 
tion 9. The officers of the Retirement 
System shall be as follows: 


Secretary. (a). The City Comptroller 
shall be the Secretary of the Board and 
the administrative officer of the Retire- 
ment System. 


Treasurer. (b). The City Treasurer 
shall be the Treasurer of the Retirement 
System and the custodian of its funds. 


Legal Advisor. (c). The City Attorney 
shall be the legal Advisor to the Board. 


Actuary. (d). The Board shall appoint 
an Actuary who shall be the technical ad- 
visor to the Board on matters. regarding 
the operation of the Funds of the Re- 
tireément System, and who shall perform 
such other duties as are required in con- 
nection therewith. 


Medical Director. (e). The Board shall 
appoint as Medical Director, a physician 
who has not at any time been regularly 
or permanently employed by any Depart- 
ment, Board, or Commission of the City, 
County, or State, and who has not at any 
time filled an_ elective, appointive, or 
salaried office of the City, County, or 
State Governments, and who is not eligible 
to participate in the benefits of this Re- 
tirement System; provided that service as 
interne in any City, County, or State 
hospital or sanitarium, and service in any 
Federal or State military body, and service 
as Medical Director of the Retirement Sys- 
tem established by authority of sub-section 
43, section 59, Chapter 4 of the City 
Charter, shall not disqualify a physician 
for appointment as Medical Director. The 
Medical Director shall be directly responsi- 
ble to the Board and shall hold office at 
the pleasure of the Board. 


Duties of Medical Director. (f). The 
Medical Director shall arrange for and 
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shall pass upon all medical examinations 
required under the provisions of this Chap- 
ter; shall investigate all essential state- 
ments and certificates of a medical nature 
by or on behalf of a member or beneficiary 
in connection with an application for dis- 
ability retirement or accidental death 
benefits; and shall report in writing to 
the Board, his conclusions on matters 
referred to him. 


Employment of Professional and Clerical 
Services. (g). The Board may employ 
such persons as are required for the 
proper operation of the Retirement System. 
The compensation for such services shall 
be fixed by the Board, subject to the ap- 
proval of the City Council. 


Annual Report. Section 10. The Board 
shall render a report to the Mayor and 
City Council, on or before the fifteenth 
day of July, showing the fiscal transactions 
of the Retirement System for the year 
ending the preceding thirty-first day of 
December, and the last balance sheet 
showing the financial condition of the 
Retirement System, by means of an actu- 
arial valuation of the assets and liabilities 
of the Retirement System. 


Mortality and Other Tables. Section 11. 
The Board shall adopt such mortality, 
service, retirement, disability, compensa- 
tion, and other tables of experience as 
the Actuary shall recommend as necessary 
in the operation of the Retirement System 
on an actuarial basis. 


Definitions. Section 12. The following 
words and phrases wherever used in this 
Chapter, unless a different meaning is 
plainly required by the context, shall have 
the following meaning: 


(a). “Board”? shall mean the Board of 
Trustees provided for in sections 2, 3 and 4 
hereof. 


: (b). ‘Member’? shall mean any person 
included in the membership of the Retire- 
ment System. 


(c). “New Member” shall mean any 
member who first entered the employ of 
the City as a policeman or fireman on or 
after January 1, 1944. 


(d). “Original Member” shall mean any 
member who was in the employ of the 
City as a policeman or fireman on or 
before December 31, 1943. 


(e). ‘Service’ shall mean service ren- 
dered as a policeman or fireman in the 
employ of the City and paid for by the 
City. 


(f). “Prior Service’’ shall mean service 
rendered prior to January 1, 1944. 


(zg). “‘Membership Service’ shall mean 
service rendered since last becoming a 
member. 


(h). ‘“‘Creditable Service” shall mean the 
total of prior service and membership serv- 
ice credited to a member. 
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(i). “‘Beneficiary’’ shall mean any per- 
son in receipt of an annuity, or other 
benefit provided by the provisions of this 
Chapter. 


(j). ‘‘Policeman’”’ shall mean a perma- 
nent employe of the Police Department, 
who holds the rank of patrolman or higher 
rank, and who has taken the oath as re- 
quired in Chapter 14, section 218 of this 
Charter, but it shall not include the 
civilian employes of the Police Department. 


(k). ‘‘Fireman’’ shall mean a perma- 
nent employe of the Fire Department, who 
holds the rank of fire-fighter or higher 
rank, and who has taken the oath as 
required in Chapter 14, section 2138 of this 
Charter, but it shall not include the 
civilian employes of the Fire Department. 


(1). “Regular Interest’? shall be interest 
at three per cent per annum, compounded 
annually, for the period to January l, 
1947. Thereafter regular interest shall be 
such rate of interest as the Board may 
determine, subject to the approval of the 
City Council. 


(m). ‘Accumulated Contributions’ shall 
mean the sum of all amounts deducted 
from the compensation of a member and 
credited to his individual account in the 
Annuity Savings Fund, together with regu- 
lar interest thereon. 


(n). “‘Average Final Compensation” 
shall mean the average annual compensa- 
tion received by a member during his last 
five years of service as a policeman or 
fireman; or if he has less than five years 
of service, then the average compensation 
received by him during his total years of 
service as a policeman or fireman. In 
cases where compensation is not all paid 
in money, the Board shall fix the value of 
that part of the compensation not paid in 
money. 


(o). “Final Compensation’ shall mean 
the annual rate of compensation earnable 
by a member at the time of termination 
of employment by the City. 


(p). “Annuity” shall mean annual pay- 
ments to a beneficiary and shall be paid 
in monthly instalments thereof. 


(qa). The masculine pronoun shall in- 
clude the feminine pronoun. 


Membership Consist of. Section 13. 
The membership of the Retirement System 
shall consist of the following: 


(a). All policemen and firemen who are 
in service on the effective date of this Re- 
tirement System; provided, that, any 
policeman or fireman who, on the effective 
date hereof, has twenty-five or more years 
of prior service credited to his service 
account, shall be excluded from the pro- 
visions of this Retirement System and shall 
retain for himself, his wife, and children, 
all rights and privileges provided by Chap- 
ter 27 of this Charter, unless such police- 
men or firemen on or before January 1,

1944, shall file with the City Comptroller, — 


his written election to become a member 
of the Retirement System, in which event 
he shall be a member of the Retirement 
System; such excluded policeman or fire- 
man, not electing to become members of 
the Retirement System, from and after the 
effective date of this Retirement System, 
while they remain active members of the 
Police or Fire Department; shall pay five 
per cent of each salary payment into the 
Police and Fire Service Retirement fund 
established by Chapter 27 of this charter. 


(b). All persons who become policemen 
or firemen on or after the effective date 
of this Retirement System shall, from the 
date of their employment with the City, 
become members of this Retirement System. 


(c). The Membership of the Retirement 
System shall not include (1) any police- 
man or fireman temporarily employed in 
time of emergency, or (2) special officers 
or special firemen, or (3) privately em- 
ployed Policemen or Firemen, or (4) civ- 
ilian employes of the Police or Fire De- 
partments. 


(d). In all cases of doubt, the Board 
shall decide who is a member of the Re- 
tirement System within the meaning of 
the provisions of the Retirement System. 


Membership Ceases. Section 14. Except 
as provided in sections 16 and 20, should 
any member in any period of five consecu- 
tive years after last becoming a member, 
be absent from service more than four 
years, or should he become a beneficiary, 
or die, he shall thereupon cease to be a 
member. : 


Service Creditable. Section 15. The 
Board shall fix and determine by appropri- 
ate rules and regulations how much service 
in any year is equivalent to a year of 
service, but in no case shall less than 
eleven months’ service in a calendar year 
constitute one year of service ; nor shall 
more than one year of service be credit- 
able for all service rendered in one saneHe 
dar year. 


War Service Credit. Section 16. Should 
a policeman or fireman, who while em- 
ployed by the City, be called or enlists, 
or was called or enlisted, in the military, 
naval, marine, or other armed service of 
the United States Government during time 
of War, or other national emergency 
recognized by the Board, and should such 
policeman or fireman be re-employed by 
the City within one year from the date of 
termination of his required enlistment, 
then such service shall be credited to his 
City service in the same manner as if he 
served the City uninterruptedly. During 
the period of a member’s service in the 
Federal Government, his contributions to 
the Annuity Savings Fund shall be sus- 
pended and his balance standing to his 
credit in the Annuity Savings Fund as of 
the last payroll date preceding his leave 
of absence from City service, shall be ac- 
cumulated at regular interest. 


Optional Retirement from Service. Sec- 
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tion 17 (a). Subject to the provisions of 
sub-section (e) of this section, any member 
may retire upon his written application to 
the Board, setting forth at what time, 
not less than thirty days nor more than 
ninety days subsequent to the execution 
and filing thereof, he desires to be retired ; 
provided, such member is eligible to re- 
tire according to sub-section (b), (c), or 
(d) of this section. 


New Member.  (b). A new member 
shall be eligible to retire if (1) he has 
attained age fifty-five years, and (2) has 
twenty-five or more years of creditable 
service. 


Original Member with Less than 26 
Years Prior Service. (c). An _ original 
member who has less than twenty years 
of prior service, shall be eligible to retire, 
if (1) he has attained age fifty years, and 
(2) has twenty-five or more years of 
creditable service. 


Original Member with 20 or More Years 
Prior Service. (d). An original member 
who has twenty or more years of prior 
service, shall be eligible to retire, if (1) 
he has ,attained age of forty-five years, 
and (2) has twenty-five or more years of 
creditable service. 


Board May Extend Minimum Retirement 
Age. (e). In the national interest during 
time of war engaged in by the United 
States, the Board may extend the minimum 
age at which any member is eligible to 
retire; provided, that no such extension of 
minimum retirement age shall be beyond 
age sixty years. 


Compulsory Retirement from Service. 
Section 18. Any member who has at- 
tained age sixty years, shall be retired 
forthwith by the Board; provided, how- 
ever, upon written application of such 
member, approved by his Department 
Head, or the Board of Police and Fire 
Commissioners, the Board may continue 
such member in service for periods not to 
extend beyond the member’s attainment of 
age sixty-five years. 


Service Retirement Annuity. Section 19. 
Upon retirement from service, as provided 
in sections 17 and 18, a member shall 
receive a service retirement annuity equal 
to one-fiftieth of his average final compen- 
sation for each year of his creditable 
service not to exceed twenty-five years; 
provided, that the service retirement an- 
nuity payable to an original member with 
less than twenty years of prior service 
and to a new member, shall not exceed 
eighteen hundred dollars per annum. 


Deferred Service Retirement Allowance. 
Section 20. Should any member, who has 
twenty five or more years of creditable 
service, separate from the service of the 
City before becoming eligible to retire, as 
provided for in section 17, for reasons 
other than his death or becoming a bene- 
ficiary, he shall remain a member during 
his absence from City service for the 
exclusive purpose of receiving a service 
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retirement annuity provided for in section 
19, to begin upon his attainment of age 
fifty-five years, if a new member, or age 
of fifty years, if an original member; pro- 
vided, that if such a member should with- 
draw all or part of his contributions stand- 
ing to his credit in the Annuity Savings 
Fund, he shall thereupon cease to be a 
member..: 


Optional Retirement Annuities. Section 
21. Until the effective date of his re- 
tirement from service, as provided for in 
sections 17, 18, 19, and 20, any member 
may elect, in writing on forms furnished 
by the Board, to receive his service re- 
tirement annuity in an annuity payable 
throughout life (to be known as a regu- 
lar retirement annuity) ; or he may elect 
to receive the actuarial equivalent, at the 
time of his retirement, in a reduced re- 
tirement annuity payable throughout life 
in accordance with the provisions of Op- 
tions I and II, as hereinafter set forth; 
provided, that if a member dies within 
thirty days after his election of option 
I or II is filed with the Board, no option 
shall be effective, and the accumulated con- 
tributions in the Annuity Savings Fund 
standing to the credit of such a member 
shall be paid in accordance with the pro- 
visions of section 31. A member who (a) 
continues in service after becoming eligible 
to retire from service with a service re- 
tirement annuity, as provided for ,in sec- 
tions 17, 18, 19, and 20, and (b) elects 
option I or II, and (c) dies prior to his 
retirement from service, except as provided 
in section 28, he shall be considered to 
have retired from service immediately 
preceding his death. 


Option I. Joint and Last Survivorship 
Annuity. If a beneficiary dies, his re- 
duced retirement annuity shall be con- 
tinued throughout the life of and paid to 
such person, having an insurable interest 
in his life, as he shall have nominated by 
written designation duly executed and filed 
with the Board prior to his retirement. 


Option IJ. Modified Joint and Last 
Survivorship Annuity. If a beneficiary 
dies, one-half of his reduced retirement 
annuity shall be continued throughout the 
life of and paid to such person, having 
an insurable interest in his life, as he 
shall have nominated by written designa- 
tion duly executed and' filed with the 
Board prior to his retirement. 


Duty Disability. Section 22. Upon the 
application of a member, or his Depart- 
ment Head, a member who becomes totally 
incapacitated for duty as the natural and 
proximate result of the actual performance 
of duty as a policeman or fireman in the 
employ of the City, without wilful negli- 
gence on his part, shall be retired; pro- 
vided, the Medical Director, after a medical 
examination of such member, shall certify 
that such member is mentally or physically 
totally incapacitated for the further per- 
formance of duty to the City as a police- 
man or fireman, and that such member 
should be retired; and provided further, 
that the Board concurs in the report of 
the Medical Director.

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Benefits—Duty Disability Occurring After 
Age 55. Section 23. Upon retirement for 
disability, as provided for in section 22, a 
member who has attained age fifty-five 
years shall receive a service retirement 
annuity . provided for in section 19; said 
’ service retirement annuity to be subject to 
the provisions of section 29. 


Benefits—Duty Disability Occurring Be- 
fore Age 55. Section 24. Upon retirement 
for disability, as provided for in section 
22, a disability beneficiary, who has not 
attained age fifty-five years, shall receive 
the following benefits: 


(a). The disability beneficiary shall re- 
ceive a disability retirement annuity equal 
to two-thirds of his average final com- 
pensation to continue from the date of his 
application for disability benefits to his 
attainment of age fifty-five years; pro- 
vided, that such disability retirement an- 
nuity (1) shall not exceed eighteen 
hundred dollars per annum, and (2) shall 
be subject to the provisions of sections 
29 and 30. 


(b). Upon attaining age fifty-five years, 
such disability beneficiary shall receive a 
service retirement annuity as provided for 
in section 19; provided, that in computing 
the service retirement annuity, service 
credit shall be given such disability bene- 
ficiary for the period he was receiving a 
disability retirement, annuity; provided 
further, that such service retirement an- 
nuity shall be subject to the provisions of 
section 29. 


(c). During the period a disability bene- 
ficiary is receiving a disability retirement 
annuity, as provided for in sub-section 
(a) of this section, his contributions to the 
Annuity Savings Fund shall be suspended 
and his balance in the Annuity Savings 
Fund, standing to his credit at the date 
his disability retirement annuity is to 
begin, shall remain in the Annuity Sav- 
ings Fund. If such disability beneficiary 
should die before attaining age fifty-five 
years, the amount of his accumulated con- 
tributions, standing to his credit in the 
Annuity Savings Fund, shall be paid in 
monthly instalments thereof, according to 
such rules and regulations as the Board 
shall adopt, to such person having an in- 
surable interest in his life as he shall have 
nominated by written designation duly 
executed and filed with the Board. ‘ 

Non-Duty Disability. Section 25. Upon 
the application of a member, or his De- 
partment Head, a member, who has ten 
or more years of creditable service, be- 
comes totally and permanently incapaci- 
tated for duty as a policeman or fireman, 
as the result of causes occurring not in 
the actual performance of duty to the 
City, may be retired by the Board; pro- 
vided, the Medical Director after a medical 
examination of such member shall certify 
that such member is mentally or physical- 
ly incapacitated for the further perform- 
ance of duty to the City, and that such 
incapacity is likely to be permanent and 
that such member should be retired. 


Benefits—Non-Duty Disability Occurring 
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After Age 55. Section 26. Upon retire- 
ment for disability, as provided for in 
section 25, a member who has attained age 
fifty-five years, shall receive a service re- 
tirement annuity provided for in section 
19; subject to the provisions of section 29. 


Benefits—Non-Duty Disability Occurring 
Before Age 55. Section 27. (a). Upon 
retirement for disability, as provided for 
in section 25, a disability beneficiary who 
has not attained age fifty-five years, shall 
receive a_ disability retirement annuity 
equal to one-sixtieth of his average final 
compensation for each year of creditable 
service, not to exceed twenty-five years, 
to continue from the date of his applica 


tion for disability benefits to his attain- - 


ment of age fifty-five years; provided, that 
such disability retirement annuity (1) shall 
not exceed eighteen hundred dollars per 
annum, and (2) shall be subject to the 
provisions of sections 29 and 30. In event 
such disability beneficiary dies before he 
has received a total of disability retire- 
ment annuity payments equal to the 
amount of his accumulated contributions 
standing to his credit in the Annuity Sav- 
ings Fund, at the time of his retirement, 
the balance shall be paid in a single sum 
to such person or persons, having an in- 
surable interest in his life, as he shall 
have nominated by written designation 
duly executed and filed with the Board, 
or if there be no such designated person 
or persons then to his legal representative. 


(b). Upon attaining age fifty-five years, 
such disability beneficiary shall receive a 
service retirement allowance as provided 
for in section 19; provided, that in com- 
puting the service retirement annuity, 
service credit shall not be given such dis- 
ability beneficiary for the period he was 
receiving a disability retirement annuity ; 
provided further, that such service retire- 
ment annuity shall be subject to the pro- 
visions of section 29. 


Death in Line of Duty. Section 28. If 
a member is killed in- the performance of 
his actual duty to the City, or dies as the 
result of illness contracted, or injuries re- 
ceived while in the performance of his 
actual duty to the City, and such death, 
illness or injuries resulting in death, be 
found by the Medical Director to have re- 
sulted from the actual performance of duty 
to the City, and the report of the Medical 
Director is concurred in by the Board, 
there shall be paid: 


Accumulated Contributions. (a). The 


amount of the accumulated contributions 


standing to his credit in the Annuity Sav- 
ings Fund shall be paid, in monthly instal- 
ments thereof, according to such rules and 
regulations as the Board shall adopt, to 
such person or persons, having an insur- 
able interest in his life, as he shall have 
nominated by written designation duly 
executed and filed with the Board; or if 
there be no such designated person or per- 
sons, then to his legal representative. 


Widow’s Benefits. (b). An annuity of 
one-third of the final compensation of such 
deceased member shall be paid to his 
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widow, if he leave a widow, to continue 
during her widowhood; provided, that such 
widow of such deceased member shall be 
the person to whom he was married at the 
time of his retirement from service, if his 
retirement as provided for in section 22 
preceded his death. The benefits payable 
under this sub-section shall be subject to 
the provisions of sub-section (g) of this 
section, and to section 29. 


Children’s Benefits While Widow is Liv- 
ing. (c). If in addition to a widow, a 
child or children under age eighteen years, 
also survive the deceased member, each 
children under age eighteen years shall] re- 
teive an annuity equal te a proportionate 
-share of one-fourth of the deceased mem- 
ber’s final compensation. If any child 
marries, dies, or attains age eighteen 
years, there shall be a redistribution by 
the Board ‘to the surviving children under 
age eighteen years, but in no event shall 
any child receive an annuity of more than 
one-fourth of the deceased member’s final 
compensation. The benefits payable under 
this sub-section shall be subject to the 
provisions of section 29, and sub-section 
(g) of this section. 


Children’s Benefits if Widow Dies or Re- 
marries. (d). If there be no widow, or if 
the widow dies or remarries, before the 
youngest surviving child of such deceased 
member shall have attained eighteen years, 
then his child or children under age eigh- 
teen years, if he leave children, shall each 
receive in lieu of all other benefits, except 
as provided for in sub-section (a) of this 
section, an annuity equal to one-fourth of 
the deceased member’s final compensation, 
but in no event shall the total so paid in 
any one year exceed one-half of the de- 
ceased member’s final compensation. If 
there be more than two surviving children 
under age eighteen years, each child shall 
receive an annuity equal to a proportion- 
ate share of one-half of the deceased mem- 
ber’s. final compensation. If any child 
marries, dies, or attains age eighteen years, 
there shall be a redistribution by the 
Board to the surviving children under such 
age, but in no event shall any child re- 
ceive more than one-fourth of the deceased 
member’s final compensation in any one 
year. Any benefits payable under this sub- 
section shall be subject to the provisions of 
section 29, and sub-section (g) of this 
section. 


Dependent Parents’ Benefits. (ce). If there 


be no widow, or if there be no children un- 
der age eighteen years, eligible to receive 
benefits then there shall be paid to the de- 
pendent father and/or dependent mother of 
such deceased member, as the Board after 
investigation shall determine to have been 
actually dependent upon such deceased 
member through absence of earning power 
due to physical disability, an annuity of 
one-sixth of the deceased mother’s final 
compensation for each dependent parent; 
provided, that in no event shall the 
amount to be paid to either parent exceed 
six hundred dollars per annum, nor shall 
the total amount to be paid to both parents 
exceed nine hundred dollars per annum. 
Any benefits payable under this sub-section 
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shall be subject to the provisions of sec- 
tion 29. 


Member Dies Without Heirs. (f). If a 
member dies intestate, without having 
nominated a beneficiary, as provided for 
in sub-section (a) of this section, and with- 
out heirs, an amount of his accumulated 
contributions standing to his credit in the 
Annuity Savings Fund, not to exceed a 
reasonable sum as determined by the Board 
shall be used to pay his burial expense if 
he leave no other estate sufficient for such 
purpose. Any balance in the Annuity Sav- 
ings Fund, credited to the deceased mem- 
ber, not used for burial expense, shall re- 
main a part of the funds of the Retirement 
System and shall be transferred to the 
Annuity Reserve Fund. 


Limitations. (gz). The total of the an- 
nuities, provided for in sub-sections (b), 
(c), and (d) of this section, payable to a 
widow and/or children of a deceased mem- 
ber shall not exceed fifteen hundred dollars 
per annum. 


Pensions Offset by Compensation Bene- 
fits. Section 29. In case the present value 
of the total benefits which may be paid or 
payable under the provisions of any work- 
men’s compensation, or pension, or similar 
law, to a member or to the dependents of 
a member on account of any disability or 
death, is less than the annuity reserve for 
benefits otherwise payable from funds of 
the Retirement System, then the present 
value of the total benefits which may be 
paid or payable under any workmen’s com- 
pensation, or pension, or similar law, shall 
be deducted from the annuity reserve for 
benefits otherwise payable from funds pro- 
vided by the Retirement System, and such 
benefits as may be provided by the annuity 
reserve so reduced shall be payable under 
the provisions of this Chapter. 


Re-Examination of Beneficiaries Retired 
on Account of Disability. Section 30. (a). 
Once each year during the first five years 
following retirement of a member with a 
disability retirement annuity, and at least 
once in every three year period thereafter, 
the Board may require any disability bene- 
ficiary, who has not attained age fifty- 
five years, to undergo a medical examina- 
tion ‘by or under the direction of the 
Medical Director at the place of residence 
of said beneficiary or other place mutually 
agreed upon. Should any disability bene- 
ficiary who has not attained age fifty-five 
years refuse to submit to such medical 
examination in any such period, his dis- 
ability retirement annuity may be dis- 
continued until his withdrawal of such 
refusal, and should such refusal continue 
for one year, all his rights in and to his 
disability retirement annuity may be re- 
voked by the Board. 


Reinstatement of Disability Beneficiary. 
(b). If upon such medical examination of 
a disability beneficiary, the Medical Di- 
rector reports, and his report is concurred 
in by the Board, that such beneficiary is 
physically able and capable of resuming 
employment, he shall be restored to active 
service with the City at the rank he held 
at the time of his retirement, or higher 
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rank, and his disability retirement an- 
nuity shall be discontinued. A _ disability 
beneficiary, who has been reinstated to’ ac- 
tive service, shall from the date of his 
restoration, again become a member of the 
Retirement System and he shall contribute 
to the Retirement System thereafter in 
the same manner as he paid prior to his 
disability retirement. Any creditable serv- 
ite, on the basis of which his disability 
retirement annuity was computed at the 
time of his retirement, shall be restored 
to full force and effect. 


Adjustment of Disability Annuity. on 
Should the Secretary report and certify 
to the Board that the Disability bene- 
ficiary is engaged in a gainful occupation, 
business, or employment, and that the 
total of his pay, or other remuneration, 
from such occupation, business, or em- 
ployment, and his disability retirement 
annuity exceeds his final compensation, 
and should the Board concur in the Secre- 
tary’s report, then the amount of his dis- 
ability retirement annuity shall be reduced 
to an amount which together with the 
amount earned by him shall equal the 
amount of his final compensation. Should 
his earnings be later changed, the amount 
of his disability retirement annuity shall 
be correspondingly modified in like manner. 


Refund of Accumulated Contributions. 
Section 31. (a). Before a member is 
eligible to retire, should he cease to be 
an employe of the City for reasons other 
than (1) his death, or (2) becoming a 
beneficiary, he shall be paid the amount 
of the accumulated contributions standing 
to his credit in the Annuity Savings Fund 
upon his demand in writing submitted to 
the Board. Except as provided for in 
sections 21, 22, 23, 24, 25, 26, 27, and 28, 
should a member die, the amount of his 
accumulated contributions standing to his 
eredit in the Annuity Savings Fund, at 
the time of his death, shall be paid to 
such person or persons, having an in- 
surable interest in his life, as he shall 
have nominated by written designation 
duly executed and filed with the Board; 
if there be no such designated person or 
persons, then to his legal representative. 
Upon the refund of a member’s accumu- 
lated contributions in the Annuity Savings 
Fund, he shall thereupon cease to be a 
member of the Retirement System. 


Funds of the Retirement System. Sec- 
tion 32. The Funds hereby created are 
the Annuity Savings Funds and the An- 
nuity Reserve Fund. 


Annuity Savings Fund. Section 33. 
(a). The Annuity Savings Fund shall 
be the fund in which shall be accumulated, 
at regular interest, the contributions from 
the compensation of members. The con- 
tribution of a member to the Annuity 
Savings Fund shall be five per-cent of: his 
salary, compensation, or wages paid to 
him by the City. 


(b). The City Comptroller or officer 
responsible for making up the payroll 
shall cause the contribution to be de- 
ducted from the pay of each member on 
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each and every payroll, for each and every 
payroll period, from the date of his en- 
trance in the Retirement System, to the 
date of his retirement. 


(c). The member’s contribution provided 
for herein shall be made notwithstanding 
that the minimum compensation provided 
for by law for any member shall be 
changed thereby. Every member shall be 
deemed to consent and agree to the de- 
duction made and provided for herein and 
shall receipt for his full salary or com- 
pensation, and payment of his salary or 
compensation less said deduction for his 
contribution shall be a full and complete 
discharge and acquittance of all claims 
and demands whatsoever for the services 
rendered by such person during the period 
covered by such payment, except as to 
benefits provided under this Chapter. The 
City Comptroller or officer responsible for 
making up the payroll shall certify to 
the Board, on each and every payroll, the 
amounts of contributions to be deducted 
from the compensation of each member 
and each of said amounts shall be de- 
ducted by the City Comptroller, and when 
so deducted shall be paid into said An- 
nuity Savings Fund, and shall be credited 
to the individual account of the member 
from whose compensation said deduction 
was made. 


(d). In addition to the contribution de- 
ducted from the compensation of a mem- 
ber, as hereinbefore provided, a member 
shall redeposit in the Annuity Savings 
Fund, by a single payment, or by an in- 
creased rate of contribution to be deter- 
mined by the Actuary with the approval 
of the Board, an amount equal to the 
amount he previously withdrew therefrom, 
together with regular interest thereon, 
compounded annually, from the date of 
withdrawal to the date of repayment. 


(e). The City Comptroller shall deter- 
mine and certify to the Board the total 
amount of the contributions each original 
member paid into the Police and Fire 
Service Retirement Fund, according to the 
provisions of Chapter 27, of the City 
Charter. The Board shall then cause to be 
transferred from the Annuity Reserve Fund 
to the Annuity Savings Fund the total 
amount of each original member’s con- 
tributions made to the said Police and Fire 
Service Retirement Fund and when trans- 
ferred the total of each original member’s 
contributions to said Fund shall be credited 
to his individual account in the Annuity 
Savings Fund. 


(f). Upon retirement of a member, ex- 
cept as provided for in section 24 (c), 
his accumulated contributions shall be 
transferred from the Annuity Savings 
Fund to the Annuity Reserve Fund. Any 
unclaimed balances in the Annuity Sav- 
ings Fund, the disposition of which is not 
otherwise provided for in this Chapter, 
shall be transferred to the Annuity Reserve 
Fund by resolution of the Board. 


Annuty Reserve Fund. Secton 33. The 
Annuity Reserve. Fund shall be the fund 
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from which shall be paid all annuities, 
and other benefits in lieu of annuities, 
provided by this Chapter; and in which 
shall be accumulated reserves resulting 
from contributions provided by the City. 
Contributions and transfers to the Annuity 
Reserve Fund shall be made as follows: 


(a). Upon the basis of such mortality 
tables, regular interest and other tables as 
the Board shall adopt, the Actuary shall 
annually determine the City’s portion of 
the liabilities of the Retirement System 
by means of an actuarial valuation. The 
liabilities, so computed, shall be amortized, 
assuming regular interest, during the nat- 
ural lifetime of the members and bene- 
ficiaries. The Board shall report to the 
Council, the amount of the City’s con- 
tribution to be paid into the Annuity 
Reserve Fund and the Council shall ap- 
propriate and the City shall pay such 
amount of contribution into the Annuity 
Reserve Fund during the ensuing fiscal 
year. 


(b). If the amounts appropriated in the 
~ budget in any year is insufficient to pay in 
full the amounts due in said year to all 
beneficiaries of the Retirement System, the 
amount of such insufficiency shall there- 
upon be provided by the appropriating au- 
thorities of the City. 


Expense Fund. Section 34. The Expense 
Fund shall be the fund to which shall be 
oredited all money provided by the City 
to pay the administration expense of the 
Retirement System, and from which shall 
be paid all expenses necessary in the ad- 
ministration and operation of the Retire- 
ment System. The Board shall annually 
eertify to the City Council, according to 
legal budget procedure, the amount of ap- 
propriation necessary to administer the 
Retirement during the ensuing fiscal year 
and the City shall appropriate such amount 
to the credit of the Expense Fund- 


Initial Appropriation. Section 35. To 
cover the financial requirements of the 
Retirement System during the remainder 
of the current fiscal year, such amounts 
as shall be necessary to cover the needs 
of the Retirement System, as determined 
by the Board, shall be paid into the An- 
nuity Reserve Fund and the Expense Fund 
by special appropriations or transfers to 
the Retirement System. 


Management of Funds. Section 46. The 
Board shall be the Trustees of the funds 
of the Retirement System and shall have 
full power to invest and reinvest such 
funds subject to all terms, conditions, limi- 
tations, and restrictions imposed by the 
law of the State of Michigan upon life 
insurance companies in the making and 
disposing of their investments, except that 
notes, bonds, or obligations of any county, 
city, village, or district in the State of 
Michigan shall not be subject to said re- 
strictions or limitations. The Board shall 
have power to purchase notes, bonds, or 
obligations of the City of Lansing before 
or after the same are offered to the public 
and with or wthout advertising for bids; 

The Board shall have power to hold, pur- 
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chase, sell, assign, transfer and dispose of 
any securities and investments in which 
any ‘of the funds of the Retirement System 
have been invested, as well as the pro- 
ceeds of said investments. 


Allowance of Regular Interest. Section 
37. The Board shall annually allow regu- 
lar interest on the mean amount of assets 
credited to each of the Funds of the Re- 
tirement System; provided, however, that 
interest on contributions from members 
to the Annuity Savings Fund, within any 
calendar year, shall begin on the first day 
of the year next following and shall be 
computed at the end of the year. The 
amounts so allowed shall be due and pay- 
able to said Funds and shall be credited 
thereto by the Board from interest and 
other earnings on moneys of the Retire- 
ment System. Any additional amount 
necessary to allow regular interest on the 
funds of the Retirement System shall be 
provided by the City. All income, interest, 
and dividends derived from the deposit and 
investment of funds of the Retirement 
System, not required for the allowance of 
regular interest on the Funds of the Re- 
tirement System shall be credited to the 
Annuity Reserve Fund. 


I] 


Method of Making Payments. Section 
38. All payments from the funds of the 
Retirement System shall be made accord- 
ing to Charter provisions only upon regular 
City vouchers signed by two persons 
designated by the Board. A duly attested 
copy of a resolution of the Board designa- 
ting such persons and bearing upon its 
face specimen signatures of such persons, 
shall be filed with the City Treasurer as 
his authority for making payments upon 
such vouchers. No voucher shall be drawn 
unless it shall have been previously au- 
thorized by resolution of the Board. 


Assignments Prohibited. Section 39. 
The right of a person to an annuity, the 
return of accumulated contributions, and 
to any other benefit provided by the Re- 
tirement System; and any other right ac- 
crued or accruing to any person under 
the provisions of the Retirement System ; 
and the moneys of the Retirement System 
shall be unassignable and shall not be sub- 
ject to execution, garnishment, attachment, 
the operation of bankruptcy or insolvency 
law, or any other process of law whatso- 
ever, and shall be unassignable except as 
is specifically provided in this Chapter. 


Protection Against Fraud. Section 40. 
Whoever with intent to deceive shall make 
any statements and/or reports, required 
under this Chapter, which are untrue or 
shall falsify or permit to be falsified any 
record or records of the Retirement Sys- 
tem, or who shall otherwise violate, with 
intent to deceive, any of the terms or 
provisions of this Chapter, shall be fined 
not to exceed five hundred dollars, or 
ninety days imprisonment, or both. 


Errors. Section 41. Should any change 
or error in the records result in any mem- 
ber or beneficiary receiving from the 
Retirement System more or less than he 
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would have been entitled to receive had 
the records been correct, the Board shall 
correct such error and adjust the pay- 
ment in such a manner that the actuarial 
equivalent of the benefit to which such 
member or beneficiary was correctly en- 
titled shall be paid. 


Application of Chapter 7. Section 42. 
(a). No other provision of the Charter 
of the City, or Ordinance, which provides 
wholly or partly, at the expense of the 
City, for pensions, annuities, or other re- 
tirement benefits for policemen and fire- 
men of the City, their widows, children and 
other dependents, shall apply to the mem- 
bers and beneficiaries of the Retirement 


System, their widows, children and other ~ 


dependents. 


(b). The pensions, annuities, and other 
benefits, being paid to retired policemen 
and firemen of the City, who retired prior 
to January 1, 1944, and to the widows 
and children of such retired policemen and 
: firemen shall be continued without change 
according to the provisions of Chapter 27 
of the City Charter.. The necessary funds 
to make payment of such annuities, pen- 
sions, and other benefits, shall continue 
to be an obligation of the City. 


Saving Provision. Section 43. If any 
provision, section, sub-section, sentence, 
clause, phrase, or word contained in this 
Charter Amendment is for any reason 
held to be unconstitutional by any Court, 
such decision shall not affect the validity 
of the remaining provisions, sections, sub- 
sections, sentences, clauses, phrases, or 
words of this Charter Amendment, or the 
Amendment as an entirety. 


Effective Date. Section 44. The effective 
date of this Retirement System shall be 
the first day of January, 1944. 


Resolved further, that the foregoing 
proposed Amendment to the Charter of 
the City of Lansing be presented to the 
electors of the City of Lansing for ap- 
proval at the general election to be held 
on the 2nd day of November 1943. 


Resolved further, that the City Clerk be, 
and that she is hereby directed to prepare 
or cause to be prepared, the voting ma- 
chines of said City for said election sub- 
stantially in manner and form as follows:

Resolved further, that the City Clerk 
give notice of the submission of said pro- 
posed charter amendment in accordance 
with the laws relating to municipal elec- 
tions in the City of Lansing, and further 
that she cause a true copy of this resolu- 
tion to be posted upon the bulletin boards 
in said City as prescribed by the City 
Charter and that such posting be at least 
thirty days prior to the date upon which 
said proposed Charter amendment shall be 
voted upon as herein provided.

As Chairman of the Board of Assessors 
I respectfully request that your Body give 
consideration to the matter of more ade- 
quate compensation for City Assessors.

Gentlemen : 


On October 18th a communication was 
referred to the Traffic Commission from 
the City Council regarding the request of 
the Sheriff’s Department for two reserved 
parking spaces on West Ottawa Street. 


I have discussed this matter with the 
Sheriff’s Office and I find that it is very 
often necessary for the two -deputies lo- 
cated in the Lansing Office to respond to 
emergency calls at diffeent points located 
in the county. 


At the present time there are two spaces 
reserved for the Sheriff’s Department cars 
on the east side of the City Hall Building 
but it appears that in most _ instances 
when they desire to use their cars some- 
one else is parked immediately in back of 
them, making it impossible for them to 
get out and thus losing a lot of vanes 
time. 


Since their cars should be treated as the 
same as our Police cars, it would appear 
to me that some action should be taken by 
some one to see that the Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment cars can be gotten into or out , 
the parking spaces reserved for them. af 


If this cannot be done, then it appears 
to me that some street parking space will 
have to be designated for them.

Gentlemen: 


On October 4th a resolution introduced 
by Alderman Hungerford requesting ‘that 
Stop Signs be erected on Isbell Street at 
both approaches to Linval Street was re- 
ferred to the Traffic Commission. 


I find upon checking with the Accident 
Prevention Bureau of the Police Depart- 
ment, that they show two accidents as hav- 
ing been reported at this intersection since 
the first of January of this year. 


Linval Street, together with Bailey Street 
and Lyons Avenue, are used to a consider- 
able extent by employees of the Nash- 
Kelvinator Plant on Cedar Street and dur- 
ing those periods when the _ shifts are 
changing there is considerable traffic on 
all three of these streets. 


It is my recommendation that we do not 
erect Stop Signs at this intersection at 
the present time. We have had several 
other intersections throughout the city 
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which showed a higher accident frequency 
than this particular intersection shows. At 
those other intersections to which I refer, 
we placed special marking on the pave- 
ments, together with reflectorized warning 
signs on all four approaches to the inter- 
section and in each case not a single acci- 
dent has been reported since this work has 
been completed. I would recommend that 
this same treatment be applied to the in- 
tersection of Linval and Isbell Streets and 
should the number of accidents still con- 
tinue, we could resort to other means of 
controlling the traffic movement.

That this Council by three-fifths vote of 
its members elect, proposes that the Char- 
ter of the City of Lansing be amended by 
adding thereto a new chapter to stand and 
be known as Chapter 29, which said Chap- 
ter shall read as follows: 


CHAPTER 29 


POLICEMEN’S AND FIREMEN’S 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM OF 
THE CITY OF LANSING 


Name and Establishment. Section 1. 
The City of Lansing Policemen and Fire- 
men Retirement System, hereinafter called 
the Retirement System, is hereby estab- 
lished for the purpose of providing re- 
tirement allowances and death benefits for 
policemen and firemen of the City of 
Lansing, under the provisions of this 
Amendment to the Charter of the City of 
Lansing, Michigan, hereinafter called the 


City. 


Administration. Section 2. There is 
hereby created a Board of Trustees, in 
whom is vested the general administration, 
management, and responsibility for the 
proper operation of the Retirement System 
and for making effective the provisions of 
this Amendment. The Board shall be 
organized immediately after five of the 
Trustees have qualified and taken the oath 
of office. 


‘Board Consists of. Section 3. The 
Board shall consist of nine Trustees, as 
follows: (a), The Mayor of the City; 
(b), a member of the City Council to be 
selected by the City Council; (c), a mem- 
ber of the Board of Police \and Fire 
Commissioners to be selected by the Board 
of Police and Fire Commissioners; (d), 
the City Treasurer; (e), the Mayor, by and 
with the consent of the City: Council, shall 
appoint a citizen who is a duly qualified 
elector and a freeholder of the City, and 
who is neither an employe of the City nor 
eligible to receive benefits under the pro- 
visions of this Chapter; (f), two policemen, 
who are members of the Retirement Sys- 
tem, to be elected by the policemen mem- 
bers of the Retirement System; (g), two 
firemen, who are members of the Retire- 
ment System, to be elected by the firemen 
members of the Retirement System; said 
elections to be held under such rules and 
regulations as the Board shall adopt to 
govern such elections. 


Preliminary Board. Section 4. Until 
the first election is held, the Mayor shall 
appoint four member Trustees, provided 
for in section 3, to serve as Trustees until 
their successors have been elected and 
have qualified. The Board so constituted, 
shall order and arrange for an election 
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by the members to be held within sixty 
days from the effective date of this Re- 
tirement System. At the first election, 
the appointed citizen shall serve five years; 
the policeman member with the greatest 
number of votes shall serve four years; 
the policeman member with the next great- 
est number of votes, shall serve two years; 
the fireman member with the greatest 
number of votes, shall serve three years; 
the fireman member with the next great- 
est number of votes, shall serve one year. 


Trustees’ Term of Office—Oath of Office. 
Section 5. After the first election, the 
regular term of office of a member Trustee 
and the appointed citizen Trustee shall be 
five years. Each Trustee shall within ten 
days after his appointment or election, 
take an oath of office, to be administered 
by the City Clerk. 


Vacancy on Board. Section 6. If a 
vacancy occurs in the office of Trustee 
through dismissal from service, retirement, 
or for other reasons, the vacancy shall be 
filled within sixty days of the date of the 
vacancy, for the unexpired term, in the 
aie manner as the office was previously 
filled. 


Each Trustee Entitled to Vote—Quorum. 
Section 7. Each Trustee shall be entitled 
to one vote in the meetings of the Board. 
Five Trustees shall constitute a quorum 
at any meetings of the Board, and a 
majority of concurring votes shall be 
necessary for a decision by the Trustees. 


Meetings of the Board—Compensation. 
Section 8. The Board shall elect from its 
members a Chairman and a Vice-Chair- 
man. The Board shall hold meetings 
regularly, at least one in each month, and 
shall designate the time and place thereof. 
It shall adopt its own rules of procedure 
and shall keep a record of its proceedings. 
All meetings of the Board shall be public. 
The members of the Board shall serve 
without additional compensation for their 
services as Trustees. 


Officers of the Retirement System. Sec- 
tion 9. The officers of the Retirement 
System shall be as follows: 


Secretary. (a). The City Comptroller . 


shall be the Secretary of the Board and 
the administrative officer of the Retire- 
ment System. 


Treasurer. (b). The City Treasurer 
shall be the Treasurer of the Retirement 
System and the custodian of its funds. 


Legal Advisor. (c). The City Attorney 
shall be the legal Advisor to the Board. 


Actuary. (d). The Board shall appoint 
an: Actuary who shall be the technical ad- 
visor to the Board on matters regarding 
the operation of the Funds of the Re- 
tirement System, and who shall perform 
such other duties as are required in con- 
nection therewith. 


Medical Director. (e). The Board shall 
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appoint as Medical Director, a physician 
who has not at any time been regularly 
or permanently employed by any Depart- 
ment, Board, or Commission of the City, 
County, or State, and who has not at any 
time filled an _ elective, appointive, or 
Salaried office of the City, County, or 
State Governments, and who is not eligible 
to participate in the benefits of this Re- 
tirement System; provided that service as 
interne in any City, County, or State 
hospital or sanitarium, and service in any 
Federal or State military body, and service 
as Medical Director of the Retirement Sys- 
tem established by authority of sub-section 
43, section 59, Chapter 4 of the City 
Charter, shall not disqualify a physician 
for appointment as Medical Director. The 
Medical Director shall be directly responsi- 
ble to the Board and shall hold office at 
the pleasure of the Board. 


Duties of Medical Director. (f). The 
Medical Director shall arrange for and 
shall pass upon all medical examinations 
required under the provisions of this Chap- 
ter; shall investigate all essential state- 
ments and certificates of a medical nature 
by or on behalf of a member or beneficiary 
in connection with an application for dis- 
ability retirement or accidental death 
benefits; and shall report in writing to 
the Board, his conclusions on matters 
referred to him. 


Employment of Professional and Clerical 
Services. (g). The Board may employ 
such persons as are required for the 
proper operation of the Retirement System. 
The compensation for such services shall 
be fixed by the Board, subject to the ap- 
proval of the City Council. 


Annual Report. Section 10. The Board 
shall render a report to the Mayor and 
City Council, on or before the fifteenth 
day of July, showing the fiscal transactions 
of the Retirement System for the year 
ending the preceding thirty-first day of 
December, and the last balance sheet 
showing the financial condition of the 
Retirement System, by means of an actu- 
arial valuation of the assets and liabilities 
of the Retirement System. 


Mortality and Other Tables. Section 11. 
The Board shall adopt such mortality, 
service, retirement, disability, compensa- 
tion, and other tables of experience as 
the Actuary shall recommend as necessary 
in the operation of the Retirement System 
on an actuarial basis. 


Definitions. Section 12. The following 
words and phrases wherever used in this 
Chapter, unless a_ different meaning is 
plainly required by the context, shall hava 
the following meaning: 


(a). “Board” shall mean the Board of 
Trustees te ka for in sections 2, 3 and 4 
hereof. 


(b). ‘‘Member’”’ shall mean any person 
included in the membership of the Retire- 
ment System. 


(c)."““New Member”. shall* mean any 
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member who first entered the ‘employ of 
the City as a policeman or fireman on of 
after January 1, 1944. 


(d). ‘‘Original Member” shall mean any 
member who was in the employ of' the 
City as a policeman or fireman on or 
before December 31, 1943. 


(e). “Service” shall mean service ren- 
dered as a policeman or fireman in the 
Pram of the City and paid for by the 
ity. 


(f). “Prior Service’ shall mean service 
rendered prior to January 1, 1944. 


(g). “Membership Service’ shall mean 
service rendered since last becoming a 
member. 


(h). ‘“‘Creditable Service’”’ shall mean the 
total of prior service and membership serv- 
ice credited to a member. 


(i). “Beneficiary’’ shall mean any per- 
son in receipt of an annuity, or other 
benefit provided by the provisions of this 
Chapter. 


(j). ‘“‘Policeman’”’ shall mean a perma- 
nent employe of the Police Department, 
who holds the rank of patrolman or higher 
rank, and who has taken the oath as re- 
quired in Chapter 14, section 213 of this 
Charter, but it shall not include the 
civilian employes of the Police Department. 


(k). “Fireman” shall mean a _ perma- 
nent employe of the Fire Department, who 
holds the rank of fire-fighter or higher 
rank, and who has taken the oath as 
required in Chapter 14, section 213 of this 
Charter, but it shall not include the 
civilian employes of the Fire Department. 


(1). ‘Regular Interest’? shall be interest. 


at three per cent per annum, compounded 
annually, for the period to January 1, 
1947. Thereafter regular interest shall be 
such rate of interest as the Board may 
determine, subject to the approval of the 
City Council. 


(m). “Accumulated Contributions” shall 
mean the sum of all amounts deducted 
from the compensation of a member and 
credited to his individual account in the 
Annuity Savings Fund, together with regu- 
lar interest thereon. 


(n). “Average Final Compensation” 
shall mean the average annual compensa- 
tion received by a member during his last 
five years of service as a policeman or 
fireman; or if he has less than five years 
of service, then the avérage compensation 
received by him during his total years of 
service as a- policeman or fireman. In 
cases where compensation is not all paid 
in money, the Board shall fix the value of 
that part of the compensation not paid in 
money.: 


(o). “Final Compensation’”’ shall mean 
the annual rate of compensation earnable 
by a member at the time of termination 
of employment by the City. - - 
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(np). “Annuity” shall mean annual pay- 
ments to a beneficiary and shall be paid 
in monthly instalments thereof. 


(q). The masculine pronoun ghall in- 
elude the feminine pronoun. 


Membership Consist of. Section 18. 
The membership of the Retirement System 
shall consist of the following: 


(a). All policemen and firemen who are 
in service on the effective date of this Re- 
tirement System; provided, that, any 
policeman or fireman who, on the effective 
date hereof, has twenty-five or more years 
of prior service credited to his service 
account, shall be excluded from the pro- 
visions of this Retirement System and shall 
retain for himself, his wife, and children, 
all rights and privileges provided by Chap- 
ter 27 of this Charter, unless such police- 
men or firemen on or before January 1, 
1944, shall file with the City Comptroller, 
his written election to become a member 
of the Retirement System, in which event 
he shall be a member of the Retirement 
System; such excluded policeman or fire- 
man, not electing to become members of 
the Retirement System, from and after the 
effective date of this Retirement System, 
while they remain active members of the 
Police or Fire Department; shall pay five 
per cent of each salary payment into the 
Police and Fire Service Retirement fund 
established by Chapter 27 of this charter. 


(b). All persons who become policemen 
or firemen on or after the effective date 
of this Retirement System shall, from the 
date of their employment with the City, 
become members of this Retirement System. 


(e). The Membership of the Retirement 
System shall not include (1) any police- 
man or fireman temporarily employed in 
time of emergency, or (2) special officers 
or special firemen, or (3) privately em- 
ployed Policemen or Firemen, or (4) civ- 
ilian employes of the Police or Fire De- 
partments. 


(d). In all cases of doubt, the Board 
shall decide who is a member of the Re- 
tirement System within the meaning of 
the provisions of the Retirement System. 


Membership Ceases. Section 14. Except 
as provided in sections 16 and 20, should 
any member in any period of five consecu- 
tive years after last becoming a member, 
be absent from service more than four 
years, or should he become a beneficiary, 
or die, he shall thereupon cease to be a 
member. 


Service Creditable. Section 15. The 
Board shall fix and determine by appropri- 
ate rules and regulations how much service 
in any year is equivalent to a year of 
service, but in no case shall less than 
eleven months’ service in a calendar year 
constitute one year of service; nor shall 
more than one year of service be credit- 
able for all service rendered in one calen- 
dar year. 


War Service Credit. Section 16. Should 
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a policeman or fireman, who while em- 
ployed by the City, be called or enlists, 
or was called or enlisted, in the military, 
naval, marine, or other armed service of 
the United States Government during time 
of War, or other national emergency 
recognized by the Board, and should such 
policeman or fireman be re-employed by 
the City within one year from the date of 
termination of his required enlistment, 
then such service shall be credited to his 
City service in the same manner as if: he 
served the City uninterruptedly. During 
the period of a member’s service in the 


Federal Government, his contributions to 


the Annuity Savings Fund shall be sus- 
pended and his balance standing to his 
credit in the Annuity Savings Fund as of 
the last payroll date preceding his leave 
of absence from City service, shall be ac- 
cumulated at regular interest. 


Optional Retirement from Service. Sec- 
tion 17 (a). Subject to the provisions of 
sub-section (e) of this section, any member 
may retire upon his written application to 
the Board, setting forth at what time, 
not less than thirty days nor more than 
ninety days subsequent to the execution 
and filing thereof, he desires to be retired; 
provided, such member is eligible to re- 
tire according to sub-section (b), (c), or 
(d) of this section. 


New Member. (b). A new member 
shall be eligible to retire if (1) he has 
attained age fifty-five years, and (2) has 
twenty-five or more years of creditable 
service. 


Original Member with Less than 20 
Years Prior Service. (c). An _ original 
member who has less than twenty years 
of prior service, shall be eligible to retire, 
if (1) he has attained age fifty years, and 
(2) has twenty-five or more years, of 
creditable service. 


Original Member with 20 or More Years 
Prior Service. (d). An original member 
who has twenty or more years of prior 
service, shall be eligible to retire, if (1) 
he has attained age of forty-five years, 
and (2) has twenty-five or more years of 
creditable service. 


Board May Extend Minimum Retirement 
Age. (e). In the national interest during 
time of war engaged in by the United 
States, the Board may extend the minimum 
age at which any member is eligible to 
retire; provided, that no such extension of 
minimum’ retirement age shall be beyond 
age sixty years. 


Compulsory Retirement from _ Service. 
Section 18. Any member who has at- 
tained age sixty years, shall be retired 
forthwith by the Board; provided, how- 
ever, upon written application of such 
member, approved by his Department 
Head, or the Board of Police and Fire 
Commissioners, the Board may continue 
such member in service for periods not to 
extend beyond the member’s attainment of 
age sixty-five years. 


Service Retirement Annuity. Section 19. 
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Upon retirement from service, as provided 
in sections 17 and 18, a member shall 
receive a service retirement annuity equal 
to one-fiftieth of his average final compen- 
sation for each year of his creditable 
service not to exceed twenty-five years; 
provided, that the service retirement an- 
nuity payable to an original member with 
less than twenty years of prior service 
and to a new member, shall not exceed 
eighteen hundred dollars per annum. 


Deferred Service Retirement Allowancé. 
Section 20. Should any member, who has 
twenty five or more years of creditable 
service, separate from the service of the 
City before becoming eligible to retire, as 
provided for in section 17, for reasons 
other than his death or becoming a bene- 
ficiary, he shall remain a member during 
his absence from City service for the 
exclusive purpose of receiving a service 
retirement annuity provided for in section 
19, to begin upon his attainment of age 
fifty-five years, if a new member, or age 
of fifty years, if an original member; pro- 
vided, that if such a member should with- 
draw all or part of his contributions stand- 


ing to his credit in the Annuity Savings: 


Fund, he shall thereupon cease to be a 
member. 


Optional Retirement Annuities. Section 
21. Until the effective date of his re- 
tirement from service, as provided for in 
sections 17, 18, 19, and 20, any member 
may elect, in writing on forms furnished 
by the Board, to receive his service re- 
tirement annuity in an annuity payable 
throughout life (to be known as a regu- 
lar retirement annuity); or he may elect 
to receive the actuarial equivalent, at the 
time of his retirement, in a reduced re- 
tirement annuity payable throughout life 
in accordance with the provisions of Op- 


tions I and II, as hereinafter set forth; 


provided, that if a member dies within 
thirty days after his election of option 
I or II is filed with the Board, no option 
shall be effective, and the accumulated con- 
tributions in the Annuity Savings Fund 
standing to the credit of such a member 
shall be paid in accordance with the pro- 
visions of section 31. A member who (a) 
continues in service after becoming eligible 
to retire from service with a service re- 
tirement annuity, as provided for in sec- 
tions 17, 18, 19, and 20, and (b) elects 
option I or II, and (c) dies prior to his 
retirement from service, except as provided 
in section 28, he shall be considered to 
have retired from service immediately 
preceding his death. 


Option I. Joint and Last Survivorship 
Annuity. If a beneficiary dies, his re- 
duced retirement. annuity shall be con- 
tinued throughout the life of and paid to 
such person, having an insurable interest 
in his life, as he shall have nominated by 
written designation duly executed and filed 
with the Board prior to his retirement. 


Option II. Modified Joint and Last 
Survivorship Annuity. If a _ beneficiary 
dies, one-half of his reduced retirement 
annuity shall be continued throughout the 
life of and paid to such person, having 
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an insurable interest in his life, as he 
shall have nominated by written designa- 
tion duly executed and filed with the 
Board prior to his retirement. , 


Duty Disability. Section 22. Upon the 
application of a member, or his Depart- 
ment Head, a member who becomes totally 
incapacitated for duty as the natural and 
proximate result of the actual performance 
of duty as a policeman or fireman in the 
employ of the City, without wilful negli- 
gence on his part, shall be retired; pro- 
vided, the Medical Director, after a medical 
examination of such member, shall certify 
that such member is mentally or physically 
totally incapacitated for the further per- 
formance of duty to the City as a police- 
man or fireman, and that such member 
should be retired; and provided further, 
that the Board concurs in the report of 
the Medical Director. 


Benefits—Duty Disability Occurring After 
Age 55. Section 23. Upon retirement for 
disability,'as provided for in section 22, a 
member who has attained age ‘fifty-five 
years shall receive a service retirement 
annuity provided for in section 19; saiA 
service retirement annuity to be subject to 
the provisions of section 29. 


Benefits—Duty Disability Occurring Be- 
fore Age 55. Section 24. Upon retirement 
for disability, as provided for in section 
22, a .disability beneficiary, who has not 
attained age fifty-five years, shall receive 
the following benefits: 


(a). The disability beneficiary shall re- 
eeive a disability retirement annuity equal 
to two-thirds of his average final com- 
pensation to continue from the date of his 
application for disability benefits to his 
attainment of age fifty-five years; pro- 
vided, that such disability retirement an- 
nuity (1) shall not exceed eighteen 
hundred dollars per annum, and (2) shall 
be subject to the provisions of sections 
29 and 30. 


(b). Upon attaining age fifty-five years, 
such disability beneficiary shall receive a 
service retirement annuity as provided for 
in section 19; provided, that in computing 
the service retirement annuity, service 
credit shall be given such disability bene- 
ficiary for the period he was receiving a 
disability retirement annuity; provided 
further, that such service retirement an- 
nuity shall be subject to the provisions of 
section 29. 


(c). During the period a disability bene- 
ficiary is receiving a disability retirement 
annuity, as provided for in sub-section 
(a) of this section, his contributions to the 
Annuity Savings Fund shall be suspended 
and his balance in the Annuity Savings 
Fund, standing to his credit at the date 
his disability retirement annuity is to 
begin, shall remain in the Annuity Sav- 
ings Fund. If such disability beneficiary 
should die before attaining age fifty-five 
years, the amount of his accumulated con- 
tributions, standing to his credit in the 
Annuity Savings Fund, shall. be paid in 
monthly instalments thereof, according to 
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such rules and regulations as the Board 
shall adopt, to such person having an in- 
surable interest in his life as he shall have 
nominated by written designation duly 
executed and filed with the Board. 


Non-Duty Disability. Section 25. Upon 
the application of a member, or his De- 
partment Head, a member, who has ten 
or more years of creditable service, be- 
comes totally and permanently incapaci- 
tated for duty as a policeman or fireman, 
as the result of causes occurring not in 
the actual performance of duty to the 
‘City, may be retired by the Board; pro- 
vided, the Medical Director after a medical 
examination of such member shal] certify 
that such member is mentally or physical- 
ly incapacitated for the further perform- 
ance of duty to the City, and that such 
incapacity is likely to be permanent and 
that such member should be retired. 


Benefits—Non-Duty Disability Occurring 
After Age 55. Section 26. Upon retire- 
ment for disability, as provided for. in 
section 25, a member who has attained age 
fifty-five years, shall receive a service re- 
tirement annuity provided for in section 
19; subject to the provisions of section 29. 


Benefits—Non-Duty Disability Occurring 
Before Age 55. Section 27. (a). Upon 
retirement for disability, as provided for 
in section 25, a disability beneficiary who 
has not attained age fifty-five years, shall 
receive a disability retirement annuity 
equal to one-sixtieth of his average final 
compensation for each year of creditable 
service, not to exceed twenty-five years, 
to continue from the date of his applica- 
tion for disability benefits to his attain- 
ment of age fifty-five years; provided, that 
such disability retirement annuity (1) shall 
not exceed eighteen hundred dollars per 
annum, and (2) shall be subject to the 
provisions of sections 29 and 30. In event 
such disability beneficiary dies before he 
has received a total of disability retire- 
ment annuity payments equal to the 
amount of his accumulated contributions 
standing to his credit in the Annuity Sav- 
ings Fund, at the time of his retirement, 
the balance shall be paid in a single sum 
to such person or persons, having an in- 
surable interest in his life, as he shall 
have nominated by written designation 
duly executed and filed with the Board, 
or if there be no such designated person 
or persons then to his legal representative. 


(b). Upon attaining age fifty-five years, 
such disability beneficiary shall receive a 
service retirement allowance as provided 
for in section 19; provided, that in com- 
puting the service retirement annuity, 
service credit shall not be given such dis- 
ability beneficiary for the period he was 
receiving a disability retirement annuity ; 
provided further, that such service retire- 
ment annuity shall be subject to the pro- 
visions of section 29. 


Death in Line of Duty. Section 28. If 
a member is killed in the performance of 
his actual duty to the City, or dies as the 
result, of illness contracted, or injuries re- 
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ceived while in the performance. of his 
actual duty to the City, and such death, 
illness or injuries resulting in death, be 
found by the Medica] Director to have re- 
sulted from the actual performance of duty 
to the City, and the report of the Medical 
Director is concurred in by the Board, 
there shall be paid: 


Accumulated Contributions. (a). Fhe 
amount of the accumulated contributions 
standing to his credit in the Annuity Sav- 
ings Fund shall be paid, in monthly instal- 
ments thereof, according to such rules and 
regulations as the Board shall adopt, to 
such person or persons, having Bn insur- 
able interest in his life, as he shall have 
nominated by written designation duly 
executed and filed with the Board; or if 
there be no such designated person or per- 
fons, then to his legal representative. 


Widow’s Benefits. (b). An annuity of 
one-third of the final compensation of such 
deceased member shall be paid to his 
widow, if he leave a widow, to continue 
during her widowhood; provided, that such 


‘widow of such deceased member shall be 


the person to whom he was married at the 
time of his retirement from service, if his 
retirement as provided for in section 22 
preceded his death. The benefits payable 
under this sub-section shall be subject to 
the provisions of sub-section (g) of this 
section, and to section 29. 


Children’s Benefits While Widow is Liv- 
ing. (c). If in addition to a widow, a 
child or children under age eighteen years, 
also survive the deceased member, each 
children under age eighteen years shall re- 
ceive an annuity equal to a proportionate 
share of one-fourth of the deceased mem- 


‘ber’s final compensation. If any child 


marries, dies, or. attains age eighteen 
years, there shall be a redistribution by 
the Board to the surviving children under 
age eighteen years, but in no event shall 
any child receive an annuity of more than 
one-fourth of the deceased member’s final 
compensation. The benefits payable under 
this sub-section shall be subject to the 
provisions of section 29, and sub-section 
(zg) of this section. 


Children’s Benefits if Widow Dies or Re- 
marries. (d). If there be no widow, or if 
the widow dies or remarries, before the 
youngest surviving child of such deceased 
member shall have attained eighteen years, 
then his child or children under age eigh- 
teen years, if he leave children, shall each 
receive in lieu of all other benefits, except 
as provided for in sub-section (a) of this 
section, an annuity equal] to one-fourth of 
the deceased member’s final compensation, 
but in no event shall the total so paid in 
any one year exceed one-half of the de- 
ceased member’s final compensation. If 
there be more than two surviving children 
under age eighteen years, each child shall 
receive an annuity equal to a proportion- 
ate share of one-half of the deceased mem- 
ber’s final compensation. If any child 
marries, dies, or attains age eighteen years, 
there shall be a _ redistribution by the 
Board to the surviving children under such 
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age, but in no event shall any child re- 
ceive more than one-fourth of the deceased 
member’s final compensation in any one 
year. Any. benefits payable under this sub- 
section shall be subject to the provisions of 
section 29, and sub-section (g) of this 
section. 


Dependent Parents’ Benefits. (e). If there 
be no widow, or if there be no children un- 
der age eighteen years, eligible to receive 
benefits then there shall be paid to the de- 
pendent father and/or dependent mother of 
such deceased member, as the Board after 
investigation shall determine to have been 
actually dependent upon such _ deceased 
member through absence of earning power 
due to physical disability, an annuity of 
one-sixth of the deceased mother’s final 
compensation for each dependent parent; 
provided, that in no event shall the 
amount to be paid to either parent exceed 
six hundred dollars per annum, nor’ sha!] 
the total amount to be paid to both parents 
exceed nine hundred dollars per anrum. 
Any benefits payable under this sub-section 
shall be subject to the provisions of sec- 
tion 29. 


Member Dies Without Heirs. (f). If a 
member dies intestate, without having 
nominated a beneficiary, as provided for 
in sub-section (a) of this section, and with- 
out heirs, an ambdunt of his accumulated 
contributions standing to his credit in the 
Annuity Savings Fund, not to exceed a 
reasonable sum as determined by the Board 
shall be used to pay his burial expense if 
he leave no other estate sufficient for such 
purpose. Any balance in the Annuity Sav- 
ings Fund, credited to the deceased mem- 
ber, not used for burial expense, shall re- 
main a part of the funds of the Retirement 
System and shall be transferred to the 
Annuity Reserve Fund. 


Limitations. (g). The total of the an- 
nuities, provided for in sub-sections (b), 
(c), and (d) of this section, payable to a 
widow and/or children of a deceased mem- 
ber shall not exceed fifteen hundred dollars 
per annum. 


Pensions Offset by Compensation Bene- 
fits. Section 29. In case the present value 
of the total benefits which may be paid or 
payable under the provisions of any work- 
men’s compensation, or pension, or similar 
law, to a member or to the dependents of 
a@ member on account of any disability or 
death, is less than the annuity reserve for 
benefits. otherwise payable from funds of 
the Retirement System, then the present 
value of the total benefits which may be 
paid or payable under any workmen’s com- 
pensation, or pension, or similar law, sha]l 
be deducted from the annuity reserve for 
benefits otherwise payable from funds pro- 
vided by the Retirement System, and such 
benefits as may be provided by the annuity 
reserve so reduced shall be payable under 
the provisions of this Chapter. 


Re-Examination of Beneficiaries Retired 
on Account of Disability. Section 30. (a). 
Once each year during the first five years 
following retirement of a member with a 
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disability retirement annuity, and at least 
once in every three year period. thereafter, 
the Board may require any disability bene- 
ficiary, who has not attained age fifty- 
five years, to undergo a medical examina- 
tion by or under the direction of the 
Medical Director at the place of residence 
of said beneficiary or other place mutually 
agreed upon. Should any disability bene- 
ficiary who has not attained age fifty-five 
years refuse to submit to such medical 
examination in any such period, his dis- 
ability retirement annuity may be dis- 
continued until his withdrawal of such 
refusal, and should such refusal continue 
for one year, all his rights in and to his 
disability retirement annuity may be re- 
voked by the Board. 


Reinstatement of Disability Beneficiary. 
(b). If upon such medical examination of 
a disability beneficiary, the Medical Di- 
rector reports, and his report is concurred 
in by the Board, that such beneficiary is 
physically able and capable of resuming 
employment, he shall be restored to active 
service with the City at the rank he held 
at the time of his retirement, or higher 
rank, and his disability retirement an- 
nuity shall be discontinued. <A _ disability 
beneficiary, who has been reinstated to ac- 
tive service, shall from the date of his 
restoration, again become a member of the 
Retirement System and he shall contribute 
to the Retirement System thereafter in 
the same manner as he paid prior to his 
disability retirement. Any creditable serv- 
ice, on the basis of which his disability 
retirement annuity was computed at the 
time of his retirement, shall be restored 
to full force and effect. 


Adjustment of Disability Annuity. (c). 


"Should the Secretary report and certify 


to the Board that the Disability bene- 
ficiary is engaged in a gainful occupation, 
business, or employment, and that the 
total of his pay, or other remuneration, 
from such occupation, business, or em- 
ployment, and his disability retirement 
annuity exceeds his final compensation, 
and should the Board concur in the Secre- 
tary’s report, then the amount of his dis- 
ability retirement annuity shall be reduced 
to an amount which together with the 
amount earned by him shall equal the 
amount of his final compensation. Should 
his earnings be later changed, the amount 
of his disability retirement annuity shall 
be correspondingly modified in like manner. 


Refund of Accumulated Contributions. 
Section 31. (a). Before a member is 
eligible to retire, should he cease to be 
an employe of the City for reasons other 
than (1) his death, or (2) becoming a 
beneficiary, he shall be paid the amount 
of the accumulated contributions standing 
to his credit in the Annuity Savings Fund 
upon his demand in writing submitted to 
the Board. Except as provided for in 
sections 21, 22, 23, 24, 25, 26, 27, and 28, 
should a member die, the amount of his 
accumulated contributions standing to his 
credit in the Annuity Savings Fund, at 
the time of his death, shall be paid to 
such person or persons, having an in- 
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surable interest in his life, as he shall 
have nominated by written designation 
duly executed and filed with the Board; 
if there be no such designated person or 
persons, then to his legal representative. 
Upon the refund of a member’s accumu- 
lated contributions in the Annuity Savings 
Fund, he shall thereupon cease to be a 
member of the Retirement System. 


Fands of the Retirement System. Sec- 
tion 32. The Funds hereby created are 
the Annuity Savings Funds and the An- 
nuity Reserve Fund. 


Annuity Savings Fund. Section 33. 
(a). The Annuity Savings Fund shall 
be the fund in which shall be accumulated, 
at regular interest, the contributions from 
the compensation of members. The con- 
tribution of a member to the Annuity 
Savings Fund shall be five per-cent of his 
salary, compensation, or wages paid to 
him by the City. 


(b). The City Comptroller or officer 
responsible for making up the payroll 
shall cause the contribution to be de- 
ducted from the pay of each member on 
each and every payroll, for each and every 
payroll period, from the date of his en- 
trance in the Retirement System, to the 
date of his retirement. 


(c). The member’s contribution provided 
for herein shall be made notwithstanding 
that the minimum compensation provided 
for by law for any member shall be 
changed thereby. Every member shall be 
deemed to consent and agree to the de- 
duction made and provided for herein and 
shall receipt for his full salary or com- 
pensation, and payment of his salary or 
compensation less said deduction for his 
eontribution shall be a full and complete 
discharge and acquittance of all claims 
and demands whatsoever for the services 
rendered by such person during the period 
covered by such payment, except as to 
benefits provided under this Chapter. The 
City Comptroller or officer responsible for 
making up the payroll shall certify to 
the Board, on each and every payroll, the 
amounts of contributions to be deducted 
from the compensation of each member 
and each of said amounts shall be de- 
ducted by the City Comptroller, and when 
so deducted shall be paid into said An- 
nuity Savings Fund, and shall be credited 
to the individual account of the member 
from whose compensation said deduction 
was made. 


(d). In addition to the contribution de- 
ducted from the compensation of a mem- 
ber, as hereinbefore provided, a member 
shall redeposit in the Annuity Savings 
Fund, by a single payment, or by an in- 
creased rate of contribution to be deter- 
mined by the Actuary with the approval 
of the Board, an amount equal to the 
amount he previously withdrew therefrom, 
together with regular interest thereon, 
compounded annually, from the date of 
withdrawal to the date of repayment. 


(e). .The City Comptroller shall deter- 
mine and certify to the Board the total 
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amount of the contributions each original 
member paid into the Police and Fire 
Service Retirement Fund, according to the 
provisions of Chapter 27, of the City 
Charter. The Board shall then cause to be 
transferred from the Annuity Reserve Fund 
to the Annuity Savings Fund the total 
amount of each original member’s con- 
tributions made to the said Police and Fire 
Service Retirement Fund and when trans- 
ferred the total of each original member’s 
contributions to said Fund shall be credited 
to his individual account in the Annuity 
Savings Fund. 


(f). Upon retirement of a member, ex- 
cept as provided for in section 24 (c), 
his accumulated contributions shall be 
transferred from the Annuity Savings 
Fund to the Annuity Reserve Fund. Any 
unclaimed balances in the Annuity Sav- 
ings Fund, the disposition of which is not 
otherwise provided for in this Chapter, 
shall be transferred to the Annuity Reserve 
Fund by resolution of the Board. 


Annuity Reserve Fund. Section 33. The 
Annuity Reserve Fund shall be the fund 
from which shall be paid all annuities, 
and other benefits in lieu of annuities, 
provided by this Chapter; and in which 
shall be accumulated reserves resulting 
from contributions provided by the City. 
Contributions and transfers to the Annuity 
Reserve Fund shall be made as follows: 


(a). Upon the basis .of such mortality 
tables, regular interest and other tables as 
the Board shall adopt, the Actuary shall 
annually determine the City’s portion of 
the liabilities of the Retirement System 
by means of an actuarial valuation. The 
liabilities, so computed, shall be amortized, 
assuming regular interest, during the nat- 
ural lifetime of the members and bene- 
ficiaries. The Board shall report to the 
Council, the amount of the City’s con- 
tribution to be paid into the Annuity 
Reserve Fund and the Council shall ap- 
propriate and the City shall pay such 
amount of contribution into the Annuity 
Reserve Fund during the ensuing fiscal 
year. 


(b). If the amounts appropriated in the 
budget in any year is insufficient to pay in 
full the amounts due in said year to all 
beneficiaries of the Retirement System, the 
amount of such insufficiency shall there- 
upon be provided by the appropriating au- 
thorities of the City. 


Expense Fund. Section 34. The Expense 
Fund shall be the fund to which shall be 


‘credited all money provided by the City 


to pay the administration expense of the 
Retirement System, and from which shall 
be paid all expenses necessary in the ad- 
ministration and operation of the Retire- 
ment System. The Board shall annually 
certify to the City Council, according to 
legal budget procedure, the amount of ap- 
propriation necessary to administer the 
Retirement during the ensuing fiscal year 
and the City shall appropriate such amount 
to the credit of the Expense Fund. 


Initial Appropriation. Section 35. To 
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cover the financial requirements of the 
Retirement System during the remainder 
of the current fiscal year, such amounts 
as shall be necessary to cover the needs 
of the Retirement System, as determined 
by the Board, shall be paid into the An- 
nuity Reserve Fund and the Expense Fund 
by special appropriations or transfers to 
the Retirement System. 


Management of Funds. Section 46. The 
Board shall be the Trustees of the funds 
of the Retirement System and shall have 
full power to invest and reinvest such 
funds subject to all terms, conditions, limi- 
tations, and restrictions imposed by the 
law of the State of Michigan upon life 
insurance companies in the making and 
disposing of their investments, except that 
notes, bonds, or obligations of any county, 
city, village, or district in the State of 
Michigan shall not be subject to said re- 
strictions or limitations. The Board shall 
have power to purchase notes, bonds, or 
obligations of the City of Lansing before 
or after the same are offered to the public 
and with or wthout advertising for bids; 
The Board shall have power to hold, pur- 
chase, sell, assign, transfer and dispose of 
any securities and investments in which 
any of the funds of the Retirement System 
have been invested, as well as the pro- 
ceeds of said investments. 


Allowance of Regular Interest. Section 
87. The Board shall annually allow regu- 
lar interest on the mean amount of assets 
credited to each of the Funds of the Re- 
tirement System; provided, however, that 
interest on contributions from members 
to the Annuity Savings Fund, within any 
calendar year, shall begin on the first day 
of the year next following and shall be 
computed at the end of the year. The 
amounts so allowed shall be due and pay- 
able to said Funds and shall be credited 
thereto by the Board from interest and 
other earnings on moneys of the Retire- 
ment System. Any additional amount 
necessary to allow regular interest on the 
funds of the Retirement System shall be 
provided by the City. All income, interest, 
and dividends derived from the deposit and 
investment of funds of the Retirement 
System, not required for the allowance of 
regular interest on the Funds of the Re- 
tirement System shall be credited to the 
Annuity Reserve Fund. 


Method of Making Payments. Section 
38. All payments from the funds of the 
Retirement System shall be made accord- 
ing to Charter provisions only upon regular 
City vouchers signed by two _ persons 
designated by the Board. A duly attested 
copy of a resolution of the Board designa- 
ting such persons and bearing upon its 
face specimen signatures of such persons, 
shall be filed with the City Treasurer as 
his authority for making payments upon 
such vouchers. No voucher shall be drawn 
unless it shall have been previously au- 
thorized by resolution of the Board. 


Assignments Prohibited. Section 39. 
The right of a person to an annuity, the 
return of accumulated contributions, and 
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to any other benefit provided by the: Re- 
tirement System; and any other right ac- 
crued or accruing to any person under 
the provisions of the Retirement System ; 
and the moneys of the Retirement System 
shall be unassignable and shall not be sub- 
ject to execution, garnishment, attachment, 
the operation of bankruptcy or insolvency 
law, or any other process of law whatso- 
ever, and shall be unassignable except as 
is specifically provided in this Chapter. 


Protection Against Fraud. Section 40. 
Whoever with intent to deceive shall make 
any statements and/or reports, required 
under this Chapter, which are untrue or 


,8hall falsify or permit to be falsified any 


record or records of the Retirement Sys- 
tem, or who shall otherwise violate, with 
intent to deceive, any of the terms or 
provisions of this Chapter, shall be fined 
not to exceed five hundred dollars, or 
ninety days imprisonment, or both. / 


Errors. Section 41. Should any change 
or error in the records result in any mem- 
ber or beneficiary receiving from the 
Retirement System more or less than he 
would have been entitled to receive had 
the records been correct, the Board shall 
correct such error and adjust the pay- 
ment in such a manner that the actuarial 
equivalent of the -benefit to which such 
member or beneficiary was correctly en- 
titled shall be paid. 


Application of Chapter 7. Section 42. 
(a). No other provision of the Charter 
of the City, or Ordinance, which provides 
wholly or partly, at the expense of the 
City, for pensions, annuities, or other re- 
tirement benefits for policemen and _ fire- 
men of the City, their widows, children and 
other dependents, shall apply to the mem- 
bers and beneficiaries of the Retirement 
System, their widows, children and other 
dependents. . 


(b). The pensions, annuities, and other 
benefits, being paid to retired policemen 
and firemen of the City, who retired prior 
to January 1, 1944, and to the widows 
and children of such retired policemen and 
firemen shall be continued without change 
according to the provisions of Chapter 27 
of the City Charter. The necessary funds 
to make payment of such annuities, pen- 
sions, and other benefits, shall continue 
to be an obligation of the City. 


Saving Provision. Section 438. If any 
provision, section, sub-section, sentence, 
clause, phrase, or word contained in this 
Charter Amendment is for any reason 
held to be unconstitutional by any Court, 
such decision shall not affect the validity 
of the remaining provisions, sections, sub- 
sections, sentences, clauses, phrases, or 
words of this Charter Amendment, or the 
Amendment as an entirety. 


Effective Date. Section 44. The effective 
date of this Retirement System shall be 
the first day of January, 1944. 


Resolved further, that the foregoing 
proposed Amendment to the Charter of 
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the City of Lansing be presented to the 
electors of the City of Lansing for ap- 
proval at the general election to be held 
on the 2nd day of November, 1943. 


Resolved further, that the City Clerk be, 
and that she is hereby directed to prepare 
or cause to be prepared, the voting ma- 
chines of said City for said election sub- 
stantially in manner and form as follows:

cently given by the Bureau that sums 
paid to election inspectors were sub- 
ject to the withholding tax was in- 
correct. Mr. McGuinnis stated ‘the 
sums paid to election inspectors are 
now classified as ‘fees’? and therefore 
t wes not subject to the withholding 
xX. 


‘“‘We are sorry for any inconvenience 

the incorrect treasury ruling may 

_ have caused. The question was a close 

one but they rarely change their minds 
in this way.’
